In  BnbmittiDg  to  yon  the  Annual  Beport  of  the  Department  of  Pablic  Works 
for  the  fiscal  year  ended  30th  Jane,  1886,  I  desire  to  direct  the  attention  of  Yoar 
Exoellency  to  the  great  increase  in  the  work  of  the  Department  which  has  taken 
place  daring  the  last  four  years,  especially  as  regards  the  number  of  new  baildinga 
which  have  been  erected,  and  of  piers,  breakwaters,  &\,  which  have  been  bailt. 
For  some  years  prior  to  1881  the  finances  of  the  country  were  not  in  such  a  condi- 
tion  as  to  warrant  so  full  an  expenditure  on  Public  Buildings  and  other  works 
under  the  control  of  this  Department  as  the  growing  requirements  of  the  public 
service  rendered  necessary ;  but  the  improved  state  of  the  revenue  having  removed 
the  necessity  for  restricting  to  that  extent  the  undertaking  of  new  public  works. 
Parliament  has  granted  large  sums  for  this  purpose,  with  the  result  that  a  greater 
number  of  necessary  and  useful  works  have  been  undertaken  during  the  four  years 
from  1st  July,  1882,  to  30th  June,  1886,  than  were  undertaken  during  the  fifteen 
years  from  Confederation  to  30th  June,  1882  ;  and  the  expenditure,  as  shown  in 
accompaying  table,  has  been  more  than  half  as  much  as  it  was  during  the  fifteen 
years,  the  amounts  being  910,760,420.38  for  the  four  years  from  1st  July,  1882,  to 
30th  June,  1886,  and  $19,693,620.86  for  the  fifteen  years  from  1st  July,  1867,  to 
30th  June,  1E82. 

The  need  for  increased  accommodation  in  the  matter  of  suitable  buildings  in 
which  to  transact  public  business  has  been  severely  felt.  Prior  to  1832  there  were 
few  Public  Buildings  outside  of  the  principal  cities  ;  but  since  that  time  a  large 
number  of  the  smaller  cities]  and  towns  have  been  supplied  with  suitable  Post 
Offices,  Customs  Houses  and  other  buildings,  to  the  very  great  advantage  of  the 
public  service  and  to  the  increased  accommodation  of  the  general  public  having 
business  with  the  Government  Offices.  Some  of  these  baildings,  such  as  the  new 
Departmental  Block  in  Ottawa, the  now  Post  Office,  &\,  in  Hamilton,  and  the  Par 
liamont  Buildiogs  in  Winnipeg,  are  very  largo  aad  handsome  btructures,  adding 
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greatly  to  the  beauty  of  the  oities  they  adorn  :  while  all  have  been  bailt  'witl 
view  to  oombining  elegance  of  appearance  with  snitability  for  the  purposes 
which  they  are  intended,  and  a  due  regard  to  economy  in  construction.  The  to 
number  of  new  buildings  of  all  sorts  completed  by  this  Department  daring 
four  years,  or  now  in  oourse  of  erection,  is  eighty -eighty  as  compared  with  seven 
three  built  between  1867  and  1882.  In  addition  to  this  a  number  of  boildii 
erected  prior  to  Confederation,  and  since,  have  been  repaired  and  many  of  th 
have  been  considerably  enlarged.  The  total  expenditure  on  Public  Buildings  dari 
the  four  years  has  been  $5,609,473.39,  and  for  the  period  firom  Gonfioderation 
1882,810,869,383.91. 

In  the  improvement  of  harbours  and  rivers  a  great  deal  has  also  been  do: 
and  the  trading  facilities  of  the  Dominion  very  muck  enlarged  by  the  formation 
harbours  of  refoge,  the  building  of  new  piers  and  breakwaters,  and  the  impro 
ment  of  the  navigation  of  rivers  by  the  removal. of  obstructions,  &c.  Sixty-ei^ 
new  piers,  wharves  and  breakwaters  have  been  built  during  the  four  years ;  o 
hundred  and  twenty-six  have  been  repaired,  and  many  of  them  greatly  enlarge 
protection  works  have  been  built  or  repaired  at  fifteen  places;  the  chanoels 
fifty-eight  rivers  or  harbours  improved,  and  other  works  performed  at  eighte 
places,  making  a  total  of  two  hundred  and  eighty-five  different  places  at  whi 
work  has  been  done,  as  compared  with  two  hundred  and  fifty-six  places  from  Cc 
federation  to  1882 ;  the  ezponditure  for  the  two  periods  being  83,262,313.24  i 
1882-86,  and  83,869,663.33  for  1867-82.  This  does  not  include  work  done  and 
the  guarantee  of  the  Government  and  the  supervision  of  this  department. 

The  deepening  of  the  Sault  Sto.  Marie  and  Welland  Canals  has  led  to  t 
employment  of  larger  vessels  on  the  lakes,  and  consequently  some  of  the  harbot] 
have  been  found  to  be  too  shallow  to  accommodate  these  vessels,  and  the  resi 
has  been  that  a  great  deal  of  dredging  has  been  done  during  the  last  four  years 
the  various  harbours  and  rivers  emptying  into  the  great  lakes,  as  well  as  in  tl 
Maritime  Provinces.  Part  of  this  has  been  done  by  contract,  but  a  great  pc 
tion  has  been  done  by  the  Gk>vornment  dredges.  During  the  four  years,  dredgii 
has  been  done  at  ninety-five  different  places,  and  the  expenditure  for  dredges  ai 
dredging  has  been  8677,551.29,  as  compared  with  81,001,697.44  from  1867  to  18£ 

The  telegraph  system  on  the  north  shore  of  the  St.  Lawrence  has  be< 
extended  296|  miles  towards  Cape  Forteau,  during  the  four  years,  and  it  is  intends 
that  the  extension  should  be  continued  until  it  reaches  that  point.  The  North- We 
system  has  also  been  greatly  extended,  and  large  portions  of  it  rebuilt 

Although  the  work  of  the  Department  has  been  so  greatly  increased  durin 
the  past  four  years,  it  affords  me  pleasure  to  state  that  it  has  not  been  foand  neoe 
aary  to  augment  the  permanent  staff,  and  that  by  the  employment  of  extra  assi 
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tants,  when  their  services  were  required^  the  iocreasod  basiaoes  of  the  Dopartment 
hss  been  condaoted  with  effioienoy,  promptitade  and  eoonomy.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  WORK  DONE. 


The  following  is  a  deBcription  of  the  work  done  daring  the  fiscal  year  on 
Fnblic  Buildings,  Harbours,  Sivers  and  Dredging,  arranged  in  alphabetical  order, 
by  Provinces,  giving  the  amount  available  for  expenditure,  amount  spent  daring- 
the  year,  and  total  amount  expended  on  the  building  or  other  work.  Where  na 
special  appropriation  is  mentioned  the  amount  was  paid  out  of  some  general 
vote. 


PROVINCE  OF  NOVA  SOOTU. 


AMHERST. 


Amherst,  the  chief  town  of  Cumberland  County,  is  situated  at  the  head  of 
Chignecto  Bay,  and  is  138  miles  north-west  of  Halifax. 

At  the  Session  of  1885  the  further  sum  of  $19,800.00  was  voted  towards  the 
oompletion  of  the  building  intended  to  accommodate  the  Postal,  Customs  and  other 
oiBces,  a  fhll  description  of  which  appeared  in  last  year's  report.  On  2nd  January, 
1886,  a  contract  for  heating  apparatus  was  entered  into  with  Messrs.  Wisdom  &  Fish^ 
for  the  sum  of  $1,700.00.  At  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  the  building  was  nearing 
oompletion  ;  and  since  that  date  it  has  been  finished  and  occupied  by  the  different 
Departments.  Expenditure  during  the  year,  $19,365.18.  Total  expenditure  on  this 
boilding,  $32,394.93. 


ANTIGONISH. 


Antigonish  is  the  county  town  of  the  County  of  Antigonish,  and  is  situated  on 
the  Halifax  and  Cape  Breton  Bailway,  41  miles  east  of  New  Glasgow. 

During  the  fiscal  year  some  slight  repairs  have  been  made  to  the  Public 
Boilding  at  this  place  at  a  cost  of  $87.39.  Total  expenditure  on  this  building, 
$5,620.30  for  construction  ;  and  $113.37  for  repairs. 
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ABIOHAT. 

Ariohat  is  the  chief  town  ia  the  Coanty  of  Siohmond,  and  is  about  80  miles 
dlatant  from  Canso. 

The  lum  of  $418.69  has  been  paid  for  repairs  to  the  building  used  as  a  Post 
Qflee. 


AVONPOBT. 

Avonporty  in  King's  Gonnty,  is  situated  at  the  month  of  the  Siver  Avon,  on 
the  sooth  side  of  the  Basin  of  Minas,  and  is  12  miles  firom  Windsor. 

At  the  Session  of  1885  the  sum  of  $1,300.00  was  voted  for  the  purpose  of 
repairing  the  wharf  at  this  placoi  bnilt  some  years  ago  by  the  inhabitants  and 
repaired  in  1878  by  this  Department ;  and  the  approach  to  the  wharf  has  been 
leboilty  the  onter  end  raised,  and  other  necessary  work  done.  Bzpenditare  daring 
the  fiscal  year,  $1|300.00.    Total  expenditure  since  Confederation,  $1|800.00. 


BADDEOE. 

Baddeck  is  the  chief  town  of  Victoria  County,  and  is  situated  on  the  north  side 
of  the  Great  Bras  d'Or  Lake,  about  40  miles  from  Sydney. 

By  the  Act  48-49  Victoria,  Chapter  41,  the  sum  of  $4,000.00  was  voted 
towards  the  oompletion'of  the  Public  Building  at  this  place,  described  in  last  year's 
report  as  being  in  course  of  erection  for  the  accommodation  of  the  Postal  and  other 
services,  and  the  unexpended  balance  of  appropriation  for  188l-85|  $2,866.65,  was 
earned  forward,  so  that  the  total  amount  available  was  $6,866.65.  At  the  close  of 
the  fiscal  year  the  building  was  nearly  completed,  and  plans  and  specifications  for  a 
heating  apparatus  and  for  fittings  and  furniture  were  being  prepared  with  a  view 
to  calling  for  tenders.  Expenditure  during  the  year,  $6,921. 65.  Total  expenditure 
on  this  building,  $8,054.90. 


BBABTRAP.     ' 

Bear  Trap^  in  L  unenburg^County,  is  a  small  harbour,  aboutXmidway  between 
the  town  of  Lunenburg  and  Liverpool,  Qaeen's^County. 
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The  Bum  of  $198.47  has  beea  spent  ia  opening  a  channel  from  the  head  of  the 
cove  into  a  small  pond,  so  as  to  afford  a  shelter  for  fishing  boats. 


BBIDGEWATUB. 

Bridgewater,  in  the  Connty  of  Lonenbarg,  is  situated  on  La  Have  Biver, 
12  miles  from  Lunenberg. 

Daring  the  fiscal  year,  a  small  safe  has  been  sapplied  to  the  Government 
Savings  Bank,  at  a  cost  of  $126.00,  which  is  the  only  expenditure  made  at  tiiis 
place. 


CANADA  CEBBK. 

Canada  Creek,  in  King's  Crounty,  is  situated  on  the  south  shore  of  the  Bay  <^ 
Fundy,  60  milee  east  of  Digby  Gut 

The  sum  of  $100.00  was  spent  during  the  year  in  repairing  the  pier  at  this 
place.    Total  expenditure  since  Confederation,  $5,847.08. 


CHBSTBB  CAKAL. 

Chester  Canal  is  a  small  boat  channel,  made  by  the  Local  Government  in 
1864-65,  to  enable  the  residents  of  the  western  shore  of  Chester  Basin  to  reach  the 
wharves  at  Chester  BEarbour,  Lunenburg  County. 

The  ehaonel  hAving  become  partly  filled  in,  the  sum  of  $246.76  was  ftpwit 
during  the  fiscal  year  in  cleaning  it  out,  <ind  boats  can  now  pass  through  at  half 
tide. 


CHBTICAMP. 


Cheticamp,  at  the  northern  end  of  Inverness  County,  is  situated  on  the  south 
ehore  of  Gulf  of  the  St.  Lawrence,  68  milea  from  Mabou. 

The  dredge  "George  McKenzie  "  worked  from  I4th  July  to  20th  September,

Daring  the  year  the  sum  of  $600.00  has  been  spent  in  repairing  the  west  face 
of  the  pier,  the  inhabitants  repairing  the  eastern  flEU^,  Total  expenditure  at  this 
plaoe  since  Confederation,  $17,977.52 


OHIPMAN'S  BBOOK. 


Chipman's  Brook,  in  King's  Counfy,  is  on  the  southern  shore  of  the  Bay  of 
Fandy,  64  miles  east  of  Dlgl^  Gut,  and  3  miles  west  of  Kail's  Harbour. 

The  sum  of  $299.67  has  been  expended  in  removing  some  ledges  of  rock  from 
the  bed  of  the  brook  alongside  of  the  wharf,  and  in  repairs  to  the  wharf.  Total 
oxpenditure  since  Confederation,  $5,497.56. 


COW  BAT. 


Cow  Bay,  in  the  County  of  Cape  Breton,  is  on  the  eastern  coast  of  the  island^ 
about  18  miles  south-east  of  Sydney. 

The  sum  of  $1,000.00  was  voted  at  the  Session  of  1885  for  the  purpose  of 
Baking  the  most  urgent  repairs  to  this  breakwater,  and  during  the  year  that  sum  has 
been  expended.  This  breakwater  is  1,380  feet  in  length  and  is  exposed  to  the  fbll  force 
cf  the  Atlantic  during  eastern  gales.  It  is  also  much  weakened  from  the  ravajes 
cf  the  sea  worms.  Since  the  repairs  were  made  the  work  has  been  severely 
damaged  by  the  storm  of  26th  and  27th  December,  1885.  Total  expenditure  at 
tUs  place  since  Confederation,  $145,836.30. 
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OBANBEBBT  HBAD. 

CraDberry  Head,  also  called  Sandford,  is  in  Yarmouth  OoaDty^aboat  6  miles  to 
the  Dorth-west  of  Yarmouth. 

During  the  year  the  sum  of  $109.00  has  been  spent  on  repairs  to  the  pier 
built  some  years  ago  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  locality  and  extended  by  the  Dominion 
Crovernment  in  1876  and  in  1878-79.  Total  expenditure  since  Ck>nfederation, 
$3,709.03. 


DBLAP'S  OOVB. 

Delap's  Oove,  Annapolis  Oounty,  is  on  the  south  coast  of  the  Bay  of  Fandy, 
-About  12  miles  north-east  firom  Digby  Out. 

During  the  fiscal  year  the  sum  of  $50.00  was  spent  in  protecting  from  scour  a 
portion  of  the  foundation  of  the  seaward  face  of  the  breakwater  built  in  1878-79, 
and  ballast  was  replaced  where  required.  Total  expenditure  at  this  place  since 
<:k>nfederation,  $2,200.00. 

DIGBY. 

Digby,  the  shire  town  of  Digby  County,  is  situated  at  the  western  end  of 
Annapolis  Basin,  and  is  the  terminus  of  the  Western  Counties  Bailway. 

At  the  Session  of  1886  the  sum  of  $1,500.00  was  voted  for  the  purpose  of  partly 
repairing  the  pier  at  this  place,  which  was  almost  entirely  destroyed  by  a  severe 
storm  on  27th  December,  1885.  Digby  being  an  important  point  of  call  for  steamers 
and  other  craft,  steps  were  at  once  taken  to  give  temporary  relief,  and  with  the 
amount  available  a  length  of  80  feet  of  pier  was  reconstructed  and  a  portion  of 
the  wreckage  cleared  away,  thus  permitting  the  tugs  and  lighters  attending  the 
passenger  and  freight  boats  to  load  and  unload.  Expenditure,  $1,945.62.  Total 
expenditure  since  Confederation,  $19,334.09. 


BAST  BAY. 

Bast  Bay,  in  Cape  Breton  County,  is  an  arm  of  the  Bras  d'Or  Lake. 

During  the  year,  the  sum  of  $196.90  has  been  spent  in  repairing  the  approach 
to  the  wharf  built  some  years  ago  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  locality  and  extended  in 
1882  by  the  Department.    Total  expenditure  since  Confederation,  $2,^^42.12. 
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QBAND  NASBOWS. 


Grand  Narrows^  or  Barra  Strait,  is  the  passage  oonnecting  the  Oreat  and  LitUe 
Bras  d'Or  Lakes. 

At  the  Session  of  1885  the  sum  of  $500.00  was  voted  to  repair  the  wharf  at  this 
place,  which  was  built  by  the  Provinoial  Government  and  extended  by  this  Depart- 
ment in  1883-84,  and  daring  the  year  the  repairs  have  been  made.  Bzpenditure^ 
$499.82.     Total  expenditure  at  this  place  since  Confederation,  $3,499.82. 


GRANTON. 


Oranton,  in  the  County  of  Piotou,  is  situated  on  the  Middle  Siver  of  Pictou, 
about  10  miles  from  Stellarton. 

During  the  early  part  of  1886,  the  dredge  **  Cape  Breton  '>  was  engaged  in  the 
removal  of  a  shoal  in  the  jriver  opposite  this  plaod,  to  permit  deep  draught  vessels 
to  approach  the  wharves.  Quantity  of  material  removed,  5,910  cubic  yards  of  sand 
and  olay^    Bxpenditure,  $3,210.92. 


GREAT  VILLAGE  EIVBR  (LONDONDERRY). 

Oreat  Yillago  River,  Colchester  County,  empties  into  Cobequid  Bay  near  its 
head,  18  miles  from  Truro. 

The  work  of  opening  a  new  and  straight  channel  for  the  river  through  the 
marsh  which  had  been  suspended  since  the  latter  part  of  1881,  was  resumed  about 
the  middle  of  Hay  last^  but  no  payments  had  been  made  up  to  the  close  of  the  fiscal 
year.    Total  expenditure  since  Confederation,  $5,100.00. 


GREEN  C07E. 

Green  Cove,  in  Yarmouth  County,  lies  about  13  miles  to  the  northward  of  the 
Town  of  Yarmouth. 

During  the  year  the  sum  of  $349.92  has  been  spent  in  raising  the  outer  end  of 
the  pier,  and  repairing  the  sheathing  on  the  outer  face  of  the  breakwater.  Total 
expenditure  since  Confederation,  $4,849.92. 
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GR03  NBZ. 


OroB  Nez  is  a  small  fishing  station  at  the  eastern  extremity  of  Petit  de  Gras 
IslancU  fiichmond  County. 

At  the  Session  of  1885  the  sum  of  $1,750.00  was  voted  for  the  purpose  of  eon- 
struoting  a  wall  of  timber,  brush  and  stone,  150  feet  long,  to  close  the  breach  cat  by 
the  sea  through  the  beach  connecting  Petit  de  Gras  Island  with  the  ledge  between 
the  latter  and  Gros  Nez  Island,  and  so  protect  the  fishing  station  at  this  place ;  and 
^hiring  the  year  the  work  has  been  carried  out.  Expenditure,  $1,650.00,  whidi  ifr 
the  only  expenditure  at  this  place  since  Confederation. 


HALIFAX. 

Halifax,  the  Gi^pital  of  the  Province,  is  situated  on  the  west  side  of  Ohebacto 
Bay,  or  Halifax  Harbour,  a  deep  inlet  of  the  Atlantic  Ocean. 

DOMINION  BUILniNO. 

At;  the  Session  of  1885  the  sum  of  $6,500.00  was  voted  towards  the  continua- 
tion of  the  repairs  and  alterations  to  this  building,  mentioned  in  last  year's  report 
as  being  in  progress ;  at  the  Session  of  1886  a  further  sum  of  $3,600.00  was  granted 
for  this  purpose,  and  the  unexpended  balance  of  appropriation  for  1884-85,  $^,305.18^ 
was  carried  forward,  so  that  the  whole  amount  available  was  $12,405.18.  On  the 
6th  March,  1886,  a  contract  was  entered  into  with  John  Starrs,  for  placing  ao 
hydraulic  elevator  in  the  Custom  House  portion  of  the  building,  for  the  sum  of 
$1,450.00.  During  the  year  extensive  alterations  have  been  made  to  the  Post 
Office  portion  of  the  building,  and  general  cleaning,  painting  and  repairing  done. 
Bxpenditure,  $11,033.6  i  for  construction  ;  and  $902.09  for  repairs.  Total  expend- 
iture on  this  building  since  Confederation  $104,097.81  for  construction;  and 
•60,051.41  for  repairs. 

XX^HININO  WABBHOUSX. 

At  the  Session  of  1885  the  sum  of  $3,425.00  was  voted  towards  altering  the 
building  leased  from  Mr,  D.  Falconer  so  as  to  fit  it  for  use  as  an  Examining  Ware- 
house; and  at  the  Session  of  1886  the  further  sum  of  $5,000.00  was  granted  for 
the  same  purpose.  During  the  year  these  alterations  have  been  partly  carried  out 
at  an  expenditure  of  $1,897.88  for  construction ;  and  $583.33  for  repairs. 

GRAVINO  DOOK. 

The  small  sum  of  $34.50  was  expended  in  connection  with  this  work  which  is 
being  done  by  an  incorporated  company.

The  small  sum  of  $49.97  has  been  expended  in  repairing  the  outer  portion  of 
the  pier  which  had  been  badly  damaged  by  a  storm  in  November,  1884.  Total 
expenditure  at  this  place  since  Confederation,  t799.97. 


HABB0UB3  GENERALLY,  NOVA  SCOTIA. 

At  the  Session  of  1885  the  usual  grant  of  $12,000.00  was  made  for  general 
naintenanoe  of  harbours  in  the  Maritime  Provinces,  of  which  the  sum  of  $1,638.13

HAY  COVE. 


Hay  Cove,  in  Biohmond  County,  is  an  inlet  of  the  Great  Bras  d'Or  Lake,  and 
18 10  miles  distant  from  St.  Peter's  Canal. 

The  sum  of  $100.00  has  been  expended  in  raising  the  south  block  of  the  wharf 
Inilt  in  1883-84.  Total  expenditure  since  Confederation,  $350.00 


HILTZ  NARBOWS. 


Hiltz  Narrows,  also  known  as  Silver  Point,  is  on  the  west  side  of  Mahone 
fliy,  Lunenburg  County,  4  miles  north  of  the  village  of  Hahone  Bay. 
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'  The  Narrows  form  the  entrance  to  a  large  pond,  perfectly  sheltered,  and  a  safe 
and  commodious  harbour  for  fishermen  and  others.  Thewharfing  pier  beiog 
damaged  by  ice  the  sum  of  $40.00  was  spent  in  repairing  it  and  in  removing  some 
rock  from  the  channel,  and  much  benefit  has  been  derived  therefrom«  Totai 
expenditure  at  this  place  since  OonfederatioD,  $139.97. 


lONA. 

lona,  in  Inverness  County,  is  situated  on  the  western  side  of  the  Barra  Strait^ 
which  connects  the  Great  Bras  d'Or  Lake  with  the  Little  Bras  d'Or. 

At  the  Session  of  1886  the  siim  of  $1,500.00  was  voted  for  the  purpose  of  repairing 
andeztendiug  the  wharf  at  this  place  built  some  years  ago  by  the  Provincial 
Government;  and  during  the  year  the  sum  of  $2,499.64  was  expended  for  thai 
pnrpese,  which  is  the  only  expenditure  at  this  place  since  Oonfederation. 


KINGSPOET. 

Eingsport,  formerly  Oak  Point,  is  in  King's  County,  on  the  western  shore  of  the 
Basin  of  Minas,  between  the  mouth  of  Cornwallis  Biver  and  Cape  Blomidon. 

Slight  repairs  have  been  made  to  the  pier,  at  a  cost  of  $49.95.    Total  expendi- 
ture since  Confederation,  $24,732.67. 


MABOU. 


Mabou,  in  Inverness  County,  is  situated  on  the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence,  6*  milea 
north  of  Port  Hood. 

By  the  Act  48-49  Victoria,  Chapter  41,  the  sum  of  $1,500.00  was  voted  for  protec- 
tion works  at  this  place;  and  duriog  the  fiscal  year  the  sum  of  $1,491.83  has  been 
expended  in  building  a  brush  and  stone  wall,  570  feet  in  length,  to  arrest  the  travel 
of  sand  from  the  westward,  and  it  is  reported  that  the  channel  opposite  has  been 
much  improved  thereby.  From  the  opening  of  the  fiscal  year  to  the  14th  Septem- 
ber the  dredge  <<  Canada  "  worked  on  the  shoal  at  the  entrance  to  the  harbour,  and 
removed  16,660  cubic  yards  of  sand,  gravel,  mud  and  boulders,  at  a  cost  of  $4,207.6L 
Total  expenditure  at  this  place  since  Confederation,  $111,482.29.

Morden,  in  Kiog's  Comity,  is  on  the  sontb  shore  of  the  Bay  of  Fandy,  30  miles 
tothe  eastward  of  Digby  Gat. 

The  Bum  of  $50.00  was  spent  on  repairs  to  the  breakwater.  Total  ezpenditore 
dnoe  Confederation,  $6,060.06. 

NEW  GLASGOW* 

New  Glasgow,  in  the  County  of  Ficton,  is  situated  on  the  East  Biver,  near  its 
wtranoe  into  Pioton  Harboor,  and  is  104  miles  from  Halifax  by  the  lateroolonial 
Ittlway. 

At  the  Session  of  1885  the  farther  sum  of  $19,000.00  was  voted  towards  the  com* 
pietion  of  the  building  to  accommodate  the  Postal,  Customs  and  other  services,  a 
fUl^deecriptfon  of  which  appeared  in  Annual  Beport  for  1863-84.  On  2nd  January, 
1886,  a  contract  for  heating  apparatus  was  entered  into  with  Messrs. Wisdom  &  Fish , 
for  the  snm  of  $1,759.00 ;  and,  on  20th  February,  1886,  a  contract  was  signed  by 
Msnrs.  Townsend  &  McKay  for  fittings  for  Long  Boom,  Custom  House,  for  $280.00. 
Woric  cm  the  building  was  steadily  carried  on  up  to  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  and 
ahioethat  time  it  has  been  completed  and  occupied.  Expenditure,  817,492.12. 
Total  expenditure  on  this  building,  $36,376.31. 


NORTH  SYDNEY. 

North  &^dney,  in  Gape  Breton  County,  is  on  the  North -West  Arm  of  Sydney 
Barbour,  18  miles  from  Sydney.

Trout  Cove,  Digby  County,  is  situated  on  the  southern  shore  of  the  Bay  of 
Fondy,  about  16  miles  to  the  westward  from  Dlgby  Out. 

The  pier  at  this  place,  built  in  1868  by  the  inhabitants  and  repaired  in  1876 
by  the  Dominion  Grovemment,  being  in  a  dilapidated  condition,  the  sum  of  $1,000.00 
was  voted  at  the  Session  of  1885  for  repairs,  and  that  amount  has  been  spent  during 
the  fiscal  year.  One  hundred  feet  of  new  facing  was  built ;  the  *'  break  "  raised 
tad  strengthened,  and  some  ballast  placed  in  the  outer  end  of  the  work.  Total 
ezpenditure  since  Confederati^^  J6,748.93. 


TRUEO. 

Truro,  the  county  town  of  Colchester  County,  is  situated  about  2  miles  above 
the  head  of  Cobequid  Bay,  and  is  an  important  point  on  the  Intercolonial  Bailway. 

At  the  Session  of  1835  the  farther  sam  of  $9,000.00  was  voted  towards  the 
completion  of  the  Pablic  Bailding  at  this  place  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
Postal,  Customs  and  other  offices,  a  fail  description  of  which  will  be  found  in 
AddusI  Beport  for  1883-84,  and  the  anexpended  balance  of  appropriation  for  1884-85, 
$8,835.07,  was  carried  forward,  making  the  whole  amount  available  $17,835.07.  On 
the  20th  of  February,  1886,  a  contract  for  fittings  was  entered  into  with  Messrs. 
Townsend  &  HcEay,  for  the  sum  of  $280.00,  and  during  the  year  the  building  has 
been  completed  and  occupied.  Expeaditure,  $10,36  L39.  Total  ezpenditare  on  this 
baiIdiDg,$3l,629.17. 


VICTORIA  PIBB. 

Tictoria  Pier,  in  King's  County,  is  situated  on  the  Bay  of  Fandy,  about  2 
Biiles  west  of  Horden. 

The  small  sum  of  $50.00  was  spent  on  repairs  to  the  pier  built  some  years  ago 
iythe  inhabitants  of  the  locality  assisted  by  the  Local  Government,  and  repaired  by 
ftiB  Department  in  1877-78.  Total  expenditure  since  Confederation,  $1,050.00. 
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WBSTPUBNICO. 

Pabnico  is  situated  on  the  Atlantic  Ocean,  at  the  extreme  western  end  oT 
Yarmoath  Gonnty,  and  is  about  28  miles  from  the  town  of  Tarmonth. 

The  sum  of  $1,000.00  was  voted  at  the  Session  of  1885  towards  the  constrnotion 
of  a  small  wharf  to  accommodate  the  steamer  plying  to  Yarmouth,  the  inhabitants^ 
agreeing  to  contribute  labour ;  and  during  the  fiscal  year  this  amount  has  been 
«zpended  in  connecting  a  small  island,  distant  fh>m  the  shore  about  300  feet,  with  it 
by  a  stone  embankment  25  feet  in  width.  Expenditure,  $1,000.00,  which  is  the 
only  expenditure  at  this  place  since  Confederation. 


WHITE  POINT. 

White  Pointy  cm  the  Atlantic  coast  of  Queen's  Oounty,  is  about  8  miles  south- 
met  fiom  the  entrance  to  Liverpool  Harbour. 

The  breakwater  which  was  built  some  years  ago  by  the  Local  Government, 
mod  extended  and  repaired  by  the  Dominion  Government  in  1879  and  1884,  being 
much  exposed  to  the  Atlantic  storms,  and  being  greatly  injured  by  the  ravages  of 
the  sea  worm,  which  is  very  destructive  at  this  point,  has  been  badly  damaged.  So 
much  so  that  the  outer  blocks  were  carried  away  and  the  ballast  they  contained, 
aa  well  as  a  portion  of  the  stone  slope,  deposited  in  the  area  sheltered  by  the  break- 
water. During  the  year  the  sum  of  $470.53  has  been  expended  in  removing  this 
ballast  and  in  closing  in  the  damaged  end  of  the  work.  Total  expenditure  at  this 
place  sinoe  Confederation,  $7,468.91. 


WINDSOR. 


Windsor,  the  shire  town  of  Hants  County,  is  situated  on  an  arm  of  the  Basin  of 
Minas,  45  miles  north-west  of  Halifax. 

The  further  sum  of  $14,000.00  was  voted  at  the  Session  of  1885  towards  the 
completion  of  the  building  to  accommodate  the  Postal  and  other  services,  a  foil 
description  of  which  appeared  in  Annual  Report  for  1883-84;  and  during  the  fiscal  j 
year  the  buQding  has  been  fitted  up,  furnished  and  occupied.     Expenditure,.! 
$8,811.43.    Total  expenditure,  $28,251.43.  ^ 
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TABBIOUTIL 

Tarmonth,  the  fihiro  town  of  Yarmonth  County,  is  situated  on  a  pmall  bay 
8  letting  np  from  the  Atlantic,  205  miles  aonth-east  of  Halifax,  and  is  the  terminos 
of  the  Western  Coonties  fiailway. 

HASBOUB. 

At  the  Session  of  1885  the  som  of  $1,000«00  was  voted  towards  the  improve- 
ment  of  the  harbour.  During  the  year  a  spindle  has  been  erected  on  SolloVs 
Bocky  which  lies  near  th^  north  side  of  the  channel,  about  halfway  up  the  harbour,, 
and  the  crib-beacon  on  Lobster  Bock  repaired.  Expenditure,  $921.48.  The  dredge - 
"Ganada,"  commenced  the  work  of  wideciDg  the  channel  on  22nd  June,  1886,  and' 
mp  to  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  had  removed  900  cubic  yards  of  blue  clay,  at  a, 
eost  of  $228.68.   Total  expenditure  on  this  harbour  since  Confederation,  $38,212.47.. 

PUBLIC  BUILDTNO. 

At  the  Session  of  1885  the  further  sum  of  $10,000.00  was  voted  towards  the 
completion  of  the  building  intended  to  accommodate  the  Postal,  Castoms  and  other 
cfflces,  a  full  description  of  which  will  be  found  in  last  year's  report,  and  the  unex«- 
psnded  balance  ol  appropriation  for  1884-85,  $9,887.51,  was  carried  forward.  On 
9th  June,  1886,  a  contract  was  entered  ipto  with  Messrs.  A.  B.  Milliken  %  Co.,  for 
fitting  up  the  Post  0£Scc  and  Savings  Bank,  for  the  sum  of  $2,300.00.  During  the 
fiscal  year  work  on  the  building  progressed  steadily,  and  it  is  expected  that  it 
will  be  completed  and  cccDpied  by  the  various  Tcpartments  before  the  cloee  of  the 
calendar  year.  Expenditure,  $20,913.60.  Total  expenditure  on  this  building, 
$27,025.99. 


PROVINCE  OF  PRINCE  EDWARD  ISLAND. 


BAY  VIEW. 


Bay  View  Pier  is  on  the  eastern  side  of  the  mouth  of  Hope  Biver,  which  flows 
bto  New  London  Harbour. 

This  is  one  of  the  piers  built  by  the  Local  Government,  and  for  which  the- 
sum  of  $1,599.00  was  pdd  out  of  the  appropriation  of  $24,240.00  voted  at  the  Session 
of  1885  to  pay  the  Local  Government  for  its  expenditure  since  Confederation  on 
piers  deemed  of  Federal  importance.    Since  its  assumption  by  the  Dominion  the 

I  of  $300.00  has  been  expended  in  plaoiog  it  in  a  good  state  of  repair. 
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BBLFAST. 

BelfiaBti  in  Lot  No.  57,  is  situated  on  the  eoath  side  of  Orwell  Bay,  Qneen's 
^Ibnnty. 

The  small  sam  of  $25.00  has  been  expended  on  repairs  to  the  pier  at  this  plioe, 
which  is  one  of  those  taken  over  from  the  Local  Government  last  year.  BxpendB- 
tore,  $12,362.64  for  oonstmotiony  and  $425.45  for  repairs. 


CAMPBELL'S  OOVB. 

Oampbell's  Cove,  in  King*s  Connfy^  is  situated  on  the  north  side  of  the  island. 

The  sum  of  $65.00  was  spent  during  the  year  for  repairs  to  the  pier  at  this 
place.    Total  expenditure  since  Confederation,  $13,236  •  79. 

CAPB  TBAVBB3B. 

Cape  Traverse,  in  Prince  County,  is  on  the  Strait  of  Northumberland,  19  miles 
^rom  Summerside  and  33  from  Charlottetown,  and  is  the  point  whence  crossing  is 
made  during  the  winter. 

Out  of  the  appropriation  $24,240.00  to  recoup  the  Local  Grovernment  oi 
Prince  Edward  Island  for  expenditure  on  piers  and  breakwaters,  the  sum  of 
$12,362.64  was  paid  on  account  of  the  pier  at  this  place. 

CASCUMPBC. 

Cascumpoc,  in  Prince  County,  is  on  the  north  side  of  Foxley  Biver,  an  arm  of 
Cascnmpec  Bay,  and  is  about  20  miles  south  of  N'orth  Cipe. 

At  the  Session  of  1885  the  sum  of  $5,000.00  was  voted  towards  the  opening  of  a 
channel  100  feet  wide  and  14  feet  deep  at  low  water,  through  the  inner  sandstone 
'bar,  on  which  there  is  now  only  10  to  11  feet  of  water.  This  commodious  harbour 
is  obstructed  by  two  bars,  the  outer  one  of  sand,  the  inner  of  rock.  The  outer 
being  of  sand  can  be  removed  by  a  dredge,  but  as  it  would  be  useless  to  do  this 
while  the  inner  bar  remained  work  was  commenced  on  that  first,  and  during  the 
fiscal  year  the  blasting  of  a  channel  30  feet  wide  was  begun  and  was  nearly  com- 
pleted.   Bxpenditure,  $3,620 .41. 
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CHAPEL  POINT, 

The  pier  at  Ghapol  Point  is  in  Lat  53,  King's  Goanty,  and  is  siiaated  on  tiM 
toQlhern  side  of  the  Grand  or  Booghton  Biver,  9  miles  from  Cardigan  Station,  on 
the  Prinoe  Edward  Island  JRailway., 

Oat  of  the  appropriation  of  124,240.00  to  recoup  the  Local  Government  of 
Prinoe  Edward  Island  for  ezpenditore  on  piers  and  breakwaters,  the  snm  of  |2,28U8 
was  paid  on  account  of  the  pier  at  this  place.  Since  its  assnmption  by  the  Domi- 
nion Government  the  sum  of  $50.00  has  been  spent  on  repairs. 


CHARLOTTBTOWN. 

Oharlottetown,  the  Capital  of  the  Province,  is  situated  on  a  neck  of  land 
between  the  North  and  Hillsborough  Bivers,  in  Queen's  County* 

DOKINION  BUILDING  (NSW). 

At  the  Session  of  1885  the  sum  of  $30,000.00  was  voted  to  continue  work  oa 
the  new  Dominion  Building  mentioned  in  last  year's  report  as  being  under  oontraot; 
at  the  Session  of  1886  a  further  grant  of  $13,000.00  was  made,  and  the  unexpended 
bilanoe  of  appropriation  for  1884-85,  $6,366.23,  was  carried  forward,  so  that  the 
whole  amount  availablo  was  $19,366.28.  At  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  this  build- 
ing was  roofed  in  and  ready  for  plastering ;  and  plans  for  a  hot  water  heating 
apparatus  and  for  the  fittings  of  the  various  offioes  were  in  course  of  preparation^ 
Bzpenditure  during  the  fiscal  year,  $51,100.05.  Total  expenditure  on  this  buildings 
$62,526.63. 

DOMINION  BUILDINGS  (TXMPOE^BY). 

During  the  fiscal  year  the  sum  of  $1,493.28  has  been  spent  for  fitting  up^ 
altering  and  furnishing  the  various  buildings  throughout  the  city  used  for  the 
temporary  accommodation  of  the  Postal,  Customs  and  other  offices.  Total  expen* 
diture  on  these  buildings,  including  rent,  $11,608.45. 


CLIPION. 

Clifton  Wharf;  Queen's  County,  is  on  the  south  side  of  South-West  Biver,  two 
^d  a  half  miles  firom  its  entrance  into  New  London  <v  Greville  Bay. 
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OntoftheapiMropriatioii  of  $249240.00  to  reoonp  the  Local  Ghyvernment  finr 
ezpenditare  on  piers  and  breakwatera,  the  sum  of  $208.00  was  paid  on  aoconnt 
of  this  wharf.  Since  its  assamption  by  the  Dominion  Government  it  has  received 
general  repairs,  at  a  cost  of  $246.36. 


CBAPAUD  (VIOTOEIA). 


Yiotoria  is  a  thriving  settlement  in  Qneen's  Ooonty,  and  is  situated  at  the  head 
of  navigation  in  Orapand  Basin,  about  midway  between  Gharlottetown  and  Summer- 
idde. 

On  nth  July,  1885,  the  dredge  <<  Prince  Bdward"  commence^  the  work  of 
deepening  the  channel  acroesthe  bar  and  continued  until  23rd  September,  removing^ 
13,812  cubic  yard  of  sand,  at  a  cost  of  $7,598.38.  Total  expenditure  since  Qoik 
Iteration,  $31,971.08. 


HAEBOUES  GENERALLY,  P.  B.  L 


At  the  Sef  f  ion  of  1885  the  usual  grant  of  $12,000.00  was  made  for  the  generd^ 
maintenance  of  harbours  in  the  Maritime  Provinces,  of  which  the  sum  of  $1,638.12* 
was  chargeable  to  Prince  Edward  Island. 


HUBD'S  POINT  (BBDJfcQUB). 


Hurd's  Point,  Prince  County,  is  situated  on  the  south  side  of  the  Southern 
Arm  of  Summerside  fiarbour,  about  13  miles  south  of  Summerside. 

The  repidrs  to  the  pier  at  this  place,  mentioned  in  last  year's  report  as  being* 
under  contract,  were  completed  on  24th  September,  1885.  Expenditure,  $3,324.00. 
The  dredge  *'  Prince  Edward ''  worked  here  from  the  opening  of  the  fiscal  year  io 
11th  July,  18B5,  removing  1,850  cubic  yards  of  clay,  at  a  cost  of  $1,017.73,  and 
completing  the  channel  to  the  wharf,  mentioned  in  last  year's  report  as  being  in 
pvogress.    Total  expenditure  at  this  place,  $11,939.18. 
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KDSSea  SHORE  PIER. 


Kier'B  Shore  is  situated  on  the  eastern  side  of  Biohmond  or  Ualpeqae  Bay, 
Prince  Ooonty. 

The  pier  at  this  place  is  one  of  thpse  taken  over  by  the  Dominion  from  the 
Provineial  Government.  The  entire  roadway  oat  to  the  enter  block,  which  is  plank 
covered,  has  been  renewed  with  stone  and  clay,  aod  repairs  execated  to  the  planking 
and  fenders.    Bxpenditnre,  $492.71.    Total  expenditure,  $5,584.21. 


MIMINI6ASH. 

North  or  Big  Himinigash  is  in  Prince  County,  about  20  miles  from  West  Point 
and  18  f rAm  KtrirOk  Gape. 

At  the  Session  of  1885  the  snm  of  $1,150.00  was  voted  for  the  purpose  <^ 
rqpairlDg  the  north  pier  which  had  been  under  mined  for  a  distance  of  about  60  feet, 
and  during  the  fiscal  year  the  outer  part  of  the  work  was  dose  piled,  new  face 
timbers,  cross  and  longitudinal  ties  inserted,  ballast  replaced  where  required,  and 
flie  work  generally  put  in  good  condition.  Bspenditure,  $931.94.  Total  expendi- 
ture at  this  phu)e  since  Oonfederation,  $8,835.76. 


MONTAGUE. 
Montague  is  in  Bang's  Oouniy,  and  is  about  26  miles  east  of  Charlottetown. 

MONTAGUS  WHA.BF. 

Out  of  the  appropriation  of  $24,240.00  to  recoup  the  Local  Grovernment  for 
^expenditure  on  piers  and  breakwaters,  the  sum  of  $1,462.84  was  paid  on  account 
cfthis  wharfl 

PUBLIC  BUILDING. 

At  the  Session  of  1886  the  sum  of  $4,200.00  was  voted  towards  the  construction 
of  a  building  to  accommodate  the  Postal  and  other  services,  on  the  lot  mentioned  in 
last  year's  report  as  having  been  purchased  from  the  Lambert  Estate.  On  24ik 
September,  1885,  a  contract  was  entered  into  with  Mr.  L.  A.  Wilmot  for  the  erection 
ef  the  building,  for  the  sum  of  $4^949.00,  and  tho  work  was  in  progress  at  the  close 
of  tiie  fiscal  year.

The  baacmeDt  is  for  beating  apparatii0y  fuel  and  storage;  the  groimi 
floor  for  the  Poet  Office;  the  first  floor  for  Clutoms  and  the  attic  for  the  Care* 
taker.  Bzpenditore  doriog  the  year,  $196.33.  Total  ezpendidnre  on  this  bnildiog^ 
«M21.83. 

stiphin's  wharf. 

This  is  one  of  the  three  wharves  at  Montague  bnilt  by  the  Local  G-ovemment 
and  assumed  by  the  Dominion,  for  which  the  sum  of  $1,234.00  has  been  paid  out  of 
the  iq[>propriation  of  $24,240.00  to  recoup  the  Loeal  Government  for  expenditure  on 
aoooant  of  piers  and  breakwaters.  Since  it  has  been  taken  over  by  the  Dominion 
Government  the  whole  of  the  pile  work  of  the  pier  head  has  been  remewed|  new 
pies  driven,  and  new  caps,  floor  stringers  and  flooriDg  laid.  General  repairs 
were  also  made  to  the  approaches  and  blocks,  and  new  stringers,  flooring  and  caps 
laid  over  the  openings.

STUBGSON  WHARF. 

This  is  the  third  of  the  piers  at  Montague  taken  over  firom  the  Local  Qoyern- 
inenty  and  on  account  of  which  the  sum  of  $847.92  was  paid  out  of  the  appro- 
priation, $24,240.00,  made  to  recoup  the  Local  Goverument  for  expenditure  on 
piers  and  breakwaters. 


NEW  LONDON. 

New  London,  or  Greville  Bay,  is  in  Queen's  County,  about  10  miles  south  east 
of  the  entrance  into  Sichmond  Day. 

The  middle  section  of  the  eastern  of  the  two  breakwaters  which  protect  this 
harbour  having  become  damaged,  the  sum  of  $1,500.00  was  voted  at  the  Session  of 
1885  for  its  repair  ;  aud  during  the  year  615  lineal  feet  of  pile,  brush  and  stone^ 
breakwater  has  been  rebuilt.

BUSTICO. 


Bostico,  in  Queen's  County,  is  situated  on  the  northern  side  of  the  island^ 
aboQt  midway  between  North  and  Bast  Points. 

The  outer  end  of  the  western  breakwater,  completed  by  the  Department  in 
1884,  being  in  danger  of  becoming  undermined,  has  been  strengthened  by  driving 
fifty  additional  piles  around  the  outer  end^  the  outer  80  feet  being  further  protected. 
by  a  mat  of  brush  and  stone.  Bxpenditure,  $417.51.  Total  expenditure  at  this 
flmee  since  Confederation^  $18,'779.91 . 


SOUEIS. 

Souris  is  on  Colville  Bay,  King's  County,  16  miles  to  the  eastward  of  Bast 
Pmnt^  and  is  the  eastern  terminus  of  the  Prince  Bdward  Island  Bailway. 

At  the  Session  of  1885  the  sum  of  $3,000.00  was  voted  towards  repairing  the 
b^akwater  at  Elnight's  Point,  and  a  further  sum  of  $423.00  was  granted  at  the 
Ssssioii  of  1886.  This  breakwater,  which  is  much  exposed  to  storms  and  weak- 
ened by  the  attacks  of  the  sea  worm,  has,  since  its  construction  in  18t6,  received. 
Berioas  damage,  and  with  the  amount  available  the  weakest  portions  have  been 
iiraDgibened  by  close  piling,  and  other  repairs  made.  Expenditure,  $3,432.93. 
Total  expenditure  since  Confederation,  $108,457.00. 


SITMliEBSIDE. 

Summerside,  Prince  County,  is  the  principal  seaport  in  the  western  end  of 
Prinoe  Bdward  Island,  and  is  the  objective  point  for  the  steamers  plying  from. 
Shediao,  N.&,  in  connection  with  the  Intercolonial  Bailway. 
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At  the  Session  of  1885  the  farther  Bam  of  $10,000.00  was  voted  to  ooDt 
work  on  tiie  Pablio  Baildiag  intended  to  aooommolate  the  Postal,  Castoms 
other  offloeSi  a  fall  description  of  which  will  be  foand  in  Annual  Beporl 
1883-84,  and  the  nnezpended  balance  of  appropriation  for  1834-85,  $6,7 18.6  i, 
carried  forward.  On  the  5th  Septembar,  1835,  a  contract  was  entered  into  1

The  farther  sam  of  $1,000.00  wiw  voted  at  the  Session  of  1885  to  carry  on  i 
works  mentioned  in  last  year's  report  as  being  under  contract;  and  with  this  6 
4ind  the  nnezpended  balance  of  appropriation  carried  forward  from  1834- 
$3,897.30,  the  works  were  completed  on  24th  Aagast,  1885.  Bxpenditnre,  $4,760. 
On  the  10th  Jane,  1886,  the  dredge  ''  Prince  Bdward,"  commenced  deepen! 
between  the  piers  forming  the  entrance  to  the  harboar,  and  np  to  the  close  of 
fiscal  year  had  removed  1,475  cnbic  feet  of  day  and  sand,  at  a  cost  of  $311.44.  T< 
ezpenditnre  at  this  place  since  Confederation,  $29,809.20.

During  the  fiscal  year 
work  on  this  building  has  been  steadily  carried  on,  and  it  is  expected  that  before^ 
the  close  of  the  next  fiscal  year  it  will  be  completed  and  occupied.

At  the  Session  of  1885  the  sum  of  $150,000.00  was  voted  for  the  parposeof 
oonstructing  harbour  works.  On  the  23th  May,  1836,  a  contract  for  the  oonstrae- 
tion  of  a  pier  was  entend  into  with  Messrs.  Straohan  &  Perkins,  and  at  the  oloss 
of  the  fiscal  year  the  work  had  been  commenced.  Expenditure,  $2,021.93.  Totel 
•expenditure,  $6,441,55. 

WINTXa  GROSSING. 

The  boat  houses  referred  to  in  last  year's  report  as  being  erected  at  Otpe 
Traverse,  P.  E.  I.,  and  Cape  Tormentine,  N.B.,  to  be  used  in  connection  wiihthe 
winter  crossing  of  the  Strait  of  Northumberland,  have  been  completed.

CABLETON.

At  the  Session  of  1885  the  farther  sum  of  $22,000.00  vas  voted  to  contioue  work 
on  the  new  cell-wing,  mentioned  in  last  year's  report  as  being  under  contract 
On  2l8t  January,  1886,  a  contract  was  entered  into  with  Mr.  D.  A.  Daffy  for  addi- 
tional stone  work  to  new  cell-wing,  for  the  sum  of  $2,360.00 ;  and  on  15th  Febroaiy, 
1886,  a  contract  was  entered  into  with  Messrs.  Wisdom  &  Fish  for  heating  appar- 
atus fbr  new  cell  wing  fjr  the  sum  of  $384.00.    At  the  close  of  the  fisoal 
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y«ar  tiie  now  cell  wing,  was  roofed  in,  and  it  was  ezpeoted  that  it  woald  shortly 
be  ready  for  oconpation*  A  new  three-storey  warehoase  of  wood,  on  stone  basement, 
^  by  28  feet,  has  been  built,  and  other  work  done, — a  fall  desoription  of  whioh 
will  be  found  in  Appendix  No.  2,  pages  25  and  26.  Expenditure  during  the  year, 
|22,301.37.  Total  expenditure  on  this  building,  $435,506.56  for  oonstruotion  ;  and 
t3^.00  for  repairs. 


FEBDBRICTOlir. 

Fredericton,  the  Capital  of  the  Provinoe  New  Bronswiok,  is  situated  in^  the 
Oounty  of  York,  on  the  Bi^er  St.  John,  about  60  miles  from  the  City  of  St.  John.

Daring  the  fisoal  year  the  sum  of  $557.01  was  spent  for  fencing,  &o.  Total 
expenditure  on  this  building  since  Confederation,  $15,295.57. 

MILITABY  BUILDINaS. 

The  sum  ol  $142  50  has  been  spent  for  repairs  daring  the  year. 

PUBLIC  BUILDING. 

Some  slight  repairs  were  made  to  the  Post  Office  portion  of  this  building  at  a

GRANDE  ANSE. 

Grande  Anse,  in  Gloucester  County,  is  a  small  indent  on  the  southern  shove 
<i  the  Bale  des  Chaleurs,  about  midway  between  Bathurst  and  Shippegan. 

At  the  Session  of  1885  the  sum  of  $2,500.00  was  voted  for  the  purpose  of  repair^ 
ing  the  breakwater  built  at  this  place  by  the  Department,  in  1875  and  subsequent 
years,  to  afford  a  shelter  to  fishing  boats,  and  whioh  had  been  seriously  injured  by 
the  gale  of  5th  November,  1884.

tvried  away  down  to  low  water  mark.  Exponditure  daring  the  fiioal  year^ 
$2,181.49.  Total  expenditure  at  this  place,  $12,093.21.

Hopewell  Cape^  in  Albert  Gonntyi  is  on  the  western  side  of  the  Petitoodiae 
Biver,  7  miles  below  Hillsboro*,  and  7  miles  above  Grindstone  Island,  at  the  mootb 

of  ihe  river.

With  the  unexpended  balance  of  appropriation  for  1884-85,  $3,688.59,  carried 
lorward,  the  contract  for  the  extension  of  the  ballast  wharf  at  this  place,  mentioned 
in  last  year's  report,  was  completed  on  27th  Aagnst,  1885.  Expenditure,  $3,720.00. 
Total  expenditure  since  Confederation,  $7,243.58. 


MADAWASKA  RIVEB. 

The  Hadawaska  Biver  flows  from  Lake  Timiscouata  and  empties  into  the 
8t  John  Biver  at  Bdmundston,  the  shire  town  of  Madawaska  County. 

At  the  Session  of  1885  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  was  voted  for  the  improvement  of 
the  tow  path  along  this  river,  and  the  unexpended  balance  of  appropriation  for 
1884-85,  $400.00,  was  carried  forward.  During  the  year  many  improvements  have 
i  made  in  the  tow  path,  by  repairing  the  bridges,  and  the  removal  of  hanging 
I  and  bush.  Expenditure,  $1,309.29.  Total  expenditure  on  this  river,  $4,566.14» 


MONCTON. 

Monoton,  Westmoreland  County,  is  situated  at  the  head  of  navigati<m  of  the* 
Fetitcodiac  Kver,  and  is  80  miles  from  St.  John  by  Intercolonial  Ballway. 

At  the  Session  of  1835  the  further  sum  of  $12,000.00  was  voted  to  continue 
work  on  the  building  intended  to  accommodate  the  Postal,  Customs  and  other  ser. 
vices,  referred  to  in  last  year's  report  as  being  under  contract,  a  full  description  of 
which  will  be  found  in  my  Annual  Report  for  1883-84,  and  the  unexpended  balance 
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<if  appropriation  for  1894-85,  $6^580.78,  was  carried  forward,  so  that  the  total 
4imoant  available  was  $18,530.'78.  On  the  28th  Jaly,  1885,  a  oontraot  was  entered 
into  with  Mr.  6.  J.  O'Doherty  for  the  Post  Office  fittings,  for  the  sum  of  $2,500.00; 
aod  on  22nd  Jone,  1886,  another  contract  was  entered  into  with  Mr.  O'Doherty 
for  stone  sidewalk  and  pavement,  for  the  sum  of  $1,131.00.  Daring  the  fiscal  year 
the  building  has  been  completed  and  occupied.  Expenditure,  $17,147.38.  Total 
expenditure  on  this  building,  $13,953.99i 


NEWCASTLE. 


Newoastle,  the  shire  town  of  Northumberland  Gonntj,  is  situated  on  the  left 
titnk  of  Miramichi  Biver,  about  18  miles  from  its  entrance  into  Miramichi  Bay. 

At  the  Session  of  1885  the  sum  of  $20,000.00  was  voted  towards  the  oonatno- 
tion  of  the  building  toacoommixiate  the  Postal,  Customs  and  other  offices,  menti|piiad 
io  last  year's  report  as  being  under  contract,  and  a  full  description  of  which'  will 
be  found  in  that  report.  On  4th  January,  1886,  a  contract  for  heating  apparatus 
was  entered  into  with  Mr,  C.  fi.  Thompson,  for  the  sum  of  $1,495.00  ;  and  od 
fte  2Bth  January,  1886,  a  contract  for  fittings  was  entered  into  with  Messrs. 
McDonald  &  Treen  for  the  sum  of  $1,960.00.  At  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  oon- 
stroction  was  nearly  completed  and  it  was  expected  that  the  building  would  ba 
eccapied  before  the  end  of  the  calendar  year.  Expenditure,  $21,532.55.  Total 
expenditure  on  this  building,  $36,547.67. 


POBTLAND. 

Portland  is  situated  in  the  County  of  St  John  and  adjoins  the  (Hty  of  St.  John. 
During  the  year,  the  sum  of  $196.35  was  spent  for  repairs  to  the  Public 
Boilding  at  this  place.    Total  expenditure,  $9,527.45. 


BICHIBUOTO. 

Bidhibncto,  on  the  Strait  of  Northumberland,  is  in  the  County  of  Kent,  40  oailas 
aorth  of  Shediao  Harbour. 

At  the  Session  of  1885  the  sum  of  $1,600.00  was  granted  for  the  purpose  of 
veplacing  a  length  of  200  feet  of  the  breakwater  carried  away  by  the  storm  of  Sth 
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NoTombor,  1884,  and  daring  the  jear  the  work  was*  oommonocd,  bat  on  30tb 
Ootobor,  18S5|  a  Bovere  storm  from  the  north-east,  accompanied  hy  a  very  high 
tide,  did  a  considerable  amoant  of  damage  to  the  work.  Expenditare  dortng 
the  fiscal  year,  $1,423.12.  Total  expenditare  at  this  place  since  ConfederatioD^ 
$45,229.89* 


BIVBR  RBSTIQOUCHB. 

The  Bestigoache  Biver  forms  part  of  the  boandary  between  the  Provinces  of 
New  Branswick  and  Qaebec,  and  empties  into  the  Baie  des  Chalears,  above  Bal- 
lioiurio. 

At  the  Session  of  1885  the  sam  of  $1,500.00  was  voted  towards  the  improve- 
ment of  the  navigation  of  the  Bestigoache  and  XJpsalqaich  Bivers  which  are 
obstracted  at  several  points ;  and  the  sam  of  $741.41  has  been  expended  in  partly 
improving  the  navigation  of  the  Bestigoache  at  Chain  B6ck,  Dead  Man's  Passage^ 
and  Thorn's  Point. 


BIVEB  ST.  JOHN. 

The  St.  John  Biver  rises  in  the  highlands  which  separate  Maine  from  Canada^ 
and  for  part  of  its  coarse  forms  the  boandary  between  Canada  and  the  United 
Stated. 

At  the  Session  of  1885  the  Bam  of  $6,000.00  was  voted  for  the  improvement 
the  river  from  Biver  des  Chates  to  Bear  Island,  of  the  St.  John  Biver  between 
JBear  Island  and  Fredericton,  and  of  the  liver  above  the  Grand  Falls  and  the  Tobiqae 
Biver.  The  dredge  ''New  Dominion'*  worked  off  the  railway  wharf  at  Qibeon, 
opposite  Fredericton,  from  the  commencement  of  the  fiscal  year  to  26th  Sep* 
tember,  1885,  removing  25,190  cable  yards  of  clay  and  gravel,  and  completing  a 
oiiannel  having  a  depth  of  13  feet  at  low  water  and  a  breadth  of  50  feet,  at  a  oost 
of  $2,849.40.  On  the  27th  May,  1886,  this  dredge  commenced  work  at  Belle  Isle 
Point  and  np  to  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  had  removed  15,420  cubic  yards  of  fine 
sand  and  clay  at  a  cost  of  $1,744.26.  Between  Fredericton  and  Bear  Island  a  large 
number  of  boalders  have  been  removed  oat  of  the  steamboat  channel.  From  Bear 
Island  apwards  to  Biver  des  Chates,  some  improven)ents  have  been  made  at  the 
Pokiok  and  Nackawick,  and  the  reef  at  Modactie  Falls  has  been  lowered  f  ally  2 
feet  On  the  Tobiqae  and  the  main  river  between  the  Aroostook  and  the  Grand 
Ealis,  improvements  have   been  effected  at  Nictan  Bar,  Miller's  Bar  and  othe 
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plaoM.  Above  Grand  Falls  the  tow  path  has  been  repaired  as  fiur  as  Green  Siver» 
and  between  Green  Biver  and  Bdmandston  several  new  bridges  have  been  built,  and 
overhanging  trees  and  bashes  have  been  removed.  From  Edmnndston  to  Fish  Biver 
bvides  repairing  the  tow  path,  several  bars  were  removed,  and  between  Fish  Biver 
and  St  Francis  blasting  was  done  at  Hafford's  Bock,  and  the  tow  path  repaired. 
Szpenditnre  on  these  works,  $6,000.00.  Total  ezpenditare  on  this  river  (indading 
the  Tbbiqne)  since  Confederation,  $86,183.38. 


BIVBB  UPSALQUIOH. 

The  '^ver  Upsalqaich  is  a  tributary  of  the  Bestigouche,  which  empties  into 
the  Bay  des  Chaleors  above  Dalhousie. 

Out  of  the  grant  of  $1,500.00  made  at  the  Session  of  1885  for  the  improvement 
efthe  navigation  of  these  rivers,  the  sam  of  $758.59  has  been  spent  on  removing 
obetniotions  at  Ghreat  Falls  and  Little  Falls,  on  the  Upsalquich. 


ST.  JOHN. 

St  John,  the  commercial  metropolis  of  the  Province,  is  situated  at  the  month 
of  the  St  John  Biver,  and  is,  as  is  well  known,  an  important  seaport 

CUSTOM  HOUSI. 

At  the  Session  of  1885  the  sum  of  $2,400.00  was  voted  for  the  purpose  of  fitting 
ip  br  occupation  the  upper  floor  in  the  south  wing  and  making  some  necessary 
stairs  to  other  portions  of  the  building,  and  during  the  year  plumbing  has  been 
done  in  the  north  wing  and  main  portion  of  building,  a  hoist  put  in  and  general 
lepairs  made.  Expenditure,  $2,847.65  for  construction ;  and  $334.92  for  repairs. 
IlDtal  expenditure  on  the  building,  $323,641.64  for  construction ;  and  $3,lld.68  for 
lepairs. 

H^BBOUB. 

At  the  Session  of  1886  the  further  sum  of  $25,000.00  was  voted  towards  con-^ 
tiudng  the  work  of  reconstmoting  Negro  Point  Breakwater,  referred  to  in  previous^ 
nports,  and  the  unexpended  balance  of  appropriation  for  1884-85,  $21,976.55,  and 
the  balance  of  contractors'  security  forfeited,  $3,068.03,  were  carried  forward,  sa 
ftat  the  whole  amount  available  was  $50,04158.  The  original  contractors  for  the 
leik,  Messrs.  Steeves,  Duffy  &  Steeves,  having  faileji  to  complete  their  contract, 
the  security  deposited  by  them,  $4,200  00,  was  forfeited  and  new  tenders  for  the^ 
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<x>mpletion  of  tho  work  invited.  Oq  tho  12t&  Angast,  1835|  a  contract  for  the  oon* 
pletion  of  the  breakwater  for  the  aum  of  $60,000.00  was  entered  into  with  Meaan. 
Bhodee,  Carrie  &  Ck)^  and  doriog  the  year  work  has  been  carried  on.  Bzpendimro 
$17,003^9.    At  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year  the  dredge  "  St.  Lawrence**  was 
operating  on  tbo  Navy  Island  Bar  and  worked  until  4th  Augnst,  1885,  and  again 
from  20th  to  28  ih  October,  remoyiog  altogether  8,932  cubic  yards  of  clay  and  gravely 
and  giving  15  feet  at  low  water.    Expenditure,  $3,261.67.    On  7th  September  the 
dredge  commenced  work  off  Adams^  Wharf  and  continued  until  19th  October, 
removing  7,513  cubic  yards  of  gravel  and  clay,  at  a  cost  of  $2,743.54.    Much  diff- 
iculty was  experienced  in  prosecuting  this  work,  owing  to  the  presence  of  a  large 
quantity  of  old  logs  and  timber.    The  sum  of  $1,295.18  was  also  paid  on  aocoontof 
dredging  at  Murray's  Mills,  referred  to  in  last  year's  report    Total  expenditare 
aince  Confederation,  $365,379.91  on  breakwater ;  and  $56,962.14  on  dredging.

ST.  STEPHEN. 

St  Stephen,  in  Charlotte  County,  is  situated  at  the  head  of  navigation  of  the 
43te«  Croix  Biver,  whioh  fbrms  part  of  the  boundary  between  New  Brunswick  and 
the  United  States. 

At  the  Session  of  1885  the  sum  of  $7,500  was  voted  to  oontinue  work  on  the 
Public  Building  intended  to  accommodate  the  Customs,  Fostal  and  other  0erviee^ 
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a  full  description  of  which  will  be  foabd  in  last  year's  report,  and  the  unexpended 
balance  of  appropriation  for  1881-85,  $6,794.53,  was  carried  forward.  Daring  the 
fifioal  jear  work  was  steadily  prosecated,  and  at  its  close  it  was  expected  that  the 
bailding  would  be  completed  and  pocupied  daring  the  autumn.  Expenditure 
glaring  the  fiscal  year,  $15,300.14.    Total  expenditare  on  this  bailding,  $18,625.08. 


Sussex.

At  the  Session  of  1886  the  sum  of  $3,000.00 
was  voted  for  grading  and  fencing,  and  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  plans  were 
Iwing  prepared  with  a  view  to  calling  for  tenders  for  this  work.

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ANSB  DU  PORTAGE. 

Anse  da  Portage,  in  tho  Blectoral  District  of  Chioontimi  and  Sagnenay,  is 
ritoated  at  the  month  of  the  Sagnenay  Siver,  opposite  Tadonssao. 

Daring  the  storm  of  the  Tth  November,  1884,  the  landing  slip  bailt  to  facilitate 
the  transportation  of  the  mails  across  the  Sagnenay,  received  damage,  and  doring 
tke  fiscal  year  it  has  been  repaired,  at  a  cost  of  $614.45.  Total  expenditnre  since 
Omfederation,  $1,979. 87.

The  Biver  St  Francis  rises  in  the  County  of  Wolfe,  and  after  a  course  of 
about  100  miles,  empties  into  Lake  St.  Peter,  on  its  southern  shore. 

The  dredge  "  Nipissing  "  was  at  work  at  this  place  at  the  opening  of  the  fisoal 
year  and  continued  until  20th  August,  1885,  deepening  the  channel  at  the  month 
to  7  feet  at  lew  summer  level  of  the  St.  Lawrence,  and  removing  16,820  cnbio 
yards  of  sand,  at  a  cost  of  $1,694. 10^  Total  expenditure  since  Confederatton,

The  Biver  Yamaska  is  in  the  county  of  the  same  name,  and  empties  into  the 
St.  Lawrence  on  its  southern  shore,  at  the  head  of  Lake  St.  Peter. 

At  the  Session  of  1835  the  sum  of  $10,500.00  was  voted  for  the  purpose  of 
oontinuing  the  works  mentioned  in  last  year*s  report  as  being  in  progress,  and  at 
the  Session  of  1886  a  further  grant  of  $18,000.00  was  made.  On  the  24th  January, 
1885,  the  island  known  as  Isle  k  Oardin,  lying  If  miles  from  the  village  of  St.  Michel 
de  Yamaska,  and  needed  in  connection  with  the  works,  was  conveyed  to  the 
Grown  by  B.  H.  Henshaw,  for  the  sum  of  $88.00.

Total  expenditure  at  this  place  since  Coa- 
fodoratlon,  $1,262.66. 
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ST.  THOMAS  DB  MONTiffAGNY. 


St  Thomas  do  Montmagny  is  ia  tho  Coanty  of  Montmagny,  on  the  south  side 
of  the  St  Lawrence,  35  miles  below  Qoebec. 

Extensive  repairs  have  been  made  to  the  wharf  at  this  place  and  the  roadway 
leading  thereto,  both  of  which  had  been  damaged  by  a  storm.  A  number  of  boulders 
were  also  removed  from  around  the  end  of  the  wharf.

At  the  Session  of  1885  the  sam  of  $106,500.00  for  the  repairs  and  maintenanoe 
of  the  Parliament  and  Departmental  Baildings  was  indaded  in  the  general  vote  of 
$175,000.00  for  rents  and  repairs;  at  the  Session  of  188 1  a  farther  grant  of 
$31,900.00  was  made,  and  the  anexpended  balance  of  appropriation  for  1884-8^ 
•27,592.25,  was  carried  forward;  In  the  Parliament  Bailding  the  windows 
in  the  Hoase  of  Commons  and  Senate  dining  rooms  were  enlarged  and 
furnished  with  new  and  improved  firames  with  sashes  glased  with  plate  glass;  the 
private  apartments  of  the  Speaker  of  the  Senate  were  repainted,  repapeied,  JkQ»t 
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tke  OommoiiB  Poet  Office  was  altered  and  improved,  and  otber  alterations  and 
lepairB  made.  A  farther  extension  of  the  Edison  inoandescent  Jight  was  made 
faring  recees  in  the  Chamber,  corridors,  Speaker's  apartments,  Jko.,  of  the  House  of 
Commons,  and  basement  rooms  and  corridors  in  the  Senate  side,  making  a  total  of 
fiM  lamps  of  16candle  power  in  the  building,  laid  off  in  three  sections,  only  two  of 
which  could  be  run  simultaneously,  owing  to  the  dynamo  power  being  limited  to 
400  lamps,  and  there  being  no  room  in  the  building  for  an  extension  of  the  appar- 
atus. An  extension  of  this  incandescent  system  having  been  authorized  by  Parlia- 
meot  at  the  Session  of  1886,  the  whole  generating  apparatus  ha9,  since  the  close  of 
the  fiscal  year,  been  removed  to  the  old  Government  waterworks  building  at  the 
loot  of  the  Bideau  Canal,  where  better  and  more  economical  results  can  bo^ 
obtained.  A  new  duct  and  fan  was  added  to  improve  the  ventilation  of  the  Bail- 
way  Committee  room,  and  other  improvements  made  in  ventilating  the  building*.

*  By  the  resumption  of  Major's  Hill  Park  from  the  City  of  Ottawa  the  lower 
cidof  this  street,  firom  Sussex  Street  to  the  Ottawa  Biver,  which  runs  between 
llqor^s  Hill  Park  and  Nepcan  Point,  reverted  to  the  care  of  the  Government,  and 
daring  the  fiscal  year  the  sum  of  $834.33  has  been  spent  in  putting  it  in  a  good 
•tale  of  repair.

During  the  year  the  small  sum  of  $76.00  was  spent  for  repairs.  Total  expen* 
fiftue  on  this  building,  $64,212.39  for  construction;  and  $2,603.10  for  repairs.

On  19th  October,  1885,  a  lot  was  purchased  firom 
Mr.  E.  Phelan,  for  the  sum  of  $3,900.00,  and  on  20th  October,  1885,  a  lot  at  the 
oorner  of  Hunter  and  Water  Streets,  containing  6,000  square  feet,  was  purchased 
from  Mr.  C.  W.  Sawer  for  the  sum  of  $6,000.00.  On  13th  February,  1886,  a  oott- 
tract  was  entered  into  with  Mr.  J.  B.  Ask  with  for  the  erection  of  a  building  on  the 
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litter  lot,  for  the  sam  of  $16,500.00.  The  baildiDg  will  be  two  storeys  high,  of 
brick,  on  stone  foandations,  50  feet  sqoare,  with  floorp,  partitions  and  roob  of 
wood,  the  latter  covered  with  slate  and  galvanized  iron.  The  two  principal 
^atnmces  will  be  on  Honter  Street,  and  entrance  to  first  floor  on  Water  Street. 
At  the  dose  of  the  fiscal  year  the  bailding  was  well  advanced.  Bxpcnditnre^ 
112,024.22. 


PORT  ALBBBT. 


Port  Albert,  in  the  Electoral  District  of  West  Haron,  is  at  the  month  of  Nine 
ICile  Creek,  which  empties  into  Lake  Haron,  19  miles  north  of  Gtoderich. 

Daring  the  year  the  snm  of  $149.52  was  spent  on  repairs  to  the  north  pier. 
Ibtal  exponditare  at  this  place  since  Confederation,  $12,926.16. 


PORT  ARTHUR. 

Port  Arthnr,  in  the  County  of  Algoma,  is  on  Thunder  Bay,  Lake  Superior, 
and  is  the  terminus  of  the  Thunder  Bay^Branoh  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway. 
At  the  Session  of  1835  the  sum  of  $70,000.00  was  voted  to  continne  work  on  tbo 
broftk  water,  which  was  mentioned  in  last  year's  report'  as  being  under  contract; 
at  the  Session  of  1886  the  further  sum  of  $16,000.00  was  granted,  and  the  contri- 
bation  of  the  Town  of  Port  Arthur,  $25,000.00,  was  carried  forward,  so  that  the 
tolal  amount  available  was  $111,000.00.  Early  in  the  fiscal  year  the  first  section 
efthe  work  was  completed,  and,  a  further  grant  having  been  made  by  Pariia- 
meDt,  the  second  section  was  placed  under  contract  in  the  fall  of  1886.  Ezpendi- 
tore  daring  fiscal  year,  $90,829.23.    Total  expenditure  on  this  work,  $155,662.60* 


PORT  ELGIN. 

Port  Elgin,  in  the  Electoral  District  of  North  Bruce,  is  on  the  eastern  shore 
cfLake  Huron,  24  miles  north  of  Kincardine. 

At  the  Session  of  1885  the  sum  of  $4,000.00  was  voted  to  continne  the  ezten- 
fkn  shorewards  for  a  distance  of  950  feet  of  the  northern  end  of  the  present  break- 
witer,  mentioned  in  last  year's  report  as  being  under  contract,  and  the  unexpended 
balance  of  $1,954.71  was  carried  forward.  During  the  year  the  contract  has  been 
completed.  Expenditure,  $6,608.83.  Total  expenditure  at  this  place  since  Goo- 
Meration,  $29,945.63.  The  dredge  <'  Challenge"  commenced  work  on  28th  Jun^ 
188S,  and  up  to  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  had  removed  690  cubic.yards  of  sand. 
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POET  HOPE. 


Port  Hope,  in  the  Blectond  District  of  Bast  Darham,  is  on  Lake  Ontario,  A 
miles  east  of  Toronto. 

HABBOUB. 

At  the  Session  of  1885  the  sam  of  $  1,600 .  00  was  voted  to  continae  the  repaim 
to  the  harboar  works,  mentioned  in  last  year's  report  as  being  in  progress,  and  th» 
mnexpended  balance  of  $2,410.43  was  oarriei  forward.  Daring  the  year  the 
repairs  to  the  breakwater  were  completed,  and  a  crib  60  feet  in  length,  which  had 
settled  at  its  onter  end  7  feet,  was  bnilt  up.  Daring  Jaly,  Aagast  and  September 
tlie  ^'Ontario'*  was  engaged  in  dredging,  and  removed  16,500  cnbic  yards  of 
material,  at  a  cost  of  $2,341.06.

PUBLIC  BUILDING. 

At  the  Session  of  1885  the  sam  of  $4,500.00  was  voted  towards  the  com^ 
pletion  of  this  building,  a  full  description  of  which  will  be  found  in  my  report  for 
1882-83;  at  the  Session  of  1886  the  further  sum  of  $2,000.00  was  granted,  and  the^ 
wiezpended  balance  of  appropriation  for  1884-85,  $2,859.33,  was  carried  forward^ 
making  the  total  amount  available  $9,359  33.  On  27th  March,  1886,  a  contract  for 
additional  fittings  was  entered  into  with  Mr.  Thomas  Hewson  for  the  sam  of 
•340.00,  and  since  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  the  building  has  been  comfdetedL 
and  occupied  by  the  various  Departments.  Bzpenditure,  $6,879.99.  Total  ex-- 
penditure  on  this  building,  $43,520.60  for  construction;  and  $18.35  for  repairs. 


PBBSCOTT. 

Preaoott,  in  the  Electoral  District  of  South  GrenviUe,  is  situated  on  the  norib^ 
diore  of  the  St.  Lawrence,  112  miles  west  of  Montreal. 

At  the  Session  of  1885  the  sum  of  $8,000.00  was  voted  for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
viding a  building  to  accommodate  the  Postal  and  other  services;  but  up  to  the 
close  of  the  fiscal  year  a  site  had  not  been  obtained  and  no  expenditure  had 
taken  place. 


BIDBAU  HALL. 

Bideau  Hall,  the  residence  of  His  Bscellency  the  Grovemor  General,  is  situatedk 
in  the  County  of  Bussell,  about  2  miles  from  the  Oity  of  Ottawa. 
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The  nsual  animal  cleaning,  partial  repainting,  repairing,  whitewashing,  dis- 
tempering, minor  alterations  and  repairs  were  done.  Bzpenditare,  $26,280.40  for 
iqmirs,  and  $8,644.90  for  maintenance.  Total  expenditure  on  this  buildings 
t236.786.48  for  construction ;  and  $538,322.36  for  repairs. 


BIVBB  KAMINISTIQUIA. 

The  Biver  Ejiministiquia  rises  in  Dog  Lake,  AlgomaOoanty,  and  empties  into 
Thunder  Bay,  Lake  Superior,  near  Port  Arthur. 

With  a  portion  of  the  appropriation  of  $70,000.00  for  Port  Arthur  and  Biver 
Kamioistiquia,  passed  at  the  Session  of  1885,  the  dredging  referred  to  in  last 
year's  report  was  concluded  in  the  summer  of  1886.  A  channel  16  feet  deep  has 
bean  extended  up  the  river  for  over  1  milCi  and  has  proved  of  much  benefit  to  the 
trade  and  traffic  of  Fort  William.  Expenditure,  $20,666.99.  Total  expenditure  on 
this  work,  $49,646.16. 


BIYEB  NAPANBB. 

The  Napanee  Biver  is  in  the  County  of  Lennox,  and  empties  into  the  Bay  of 
Qomt^  below  the  Town  of  Napanee. 

The  work  of  straightening  and  improving  the  channel  referred  to  in  last 
year's  report  was  continued  during  the  summer  of  1886.  Bxpenditure,  $3,976.96* 
Total   expenditure  since  Confederation,  $34,711.42. 


BIVBB  OTTAWA. 

The  Biver  Ottawa  flows  from  Lake  Temiscamingue  and  empties  into  the  St. 
Lawrence  at  Ste^  Anne  de  Bellevue,  forming  for  a  great  part  of  its  length  the 
koandary  between  Ontario  and  Quebec. 

At  the  Session  of  1886  the  sum  of  $2,000.00  was  voted  to  continue  the  work  of 

improving  the  navigation  of  this  river  at  the  Narrows,  above  Pembroke,  in  the 

Oounty  of  North  Benfrew.    The  work  of  removing  the  obstructions  in  the  Lower 

HtrrowB  (6  miles  above  Pembroke)  was  resumed  on  6th  September,  and  continued 

until  the  work  was  completed  satisfactorily  to  those  interested.    The  dredge  was.

With  the  unexpended  balance  of  appropriation  carried  forward  from  1884-85  the 
repairs  to  the  west  pier  and  breakwater  mentioned  in  last  year's  report  as  being  in 
progress  have  been  completed.  The  outer  end  of  the  west  pier  has  been  thoroughly 
repaired  and  build  up,  the  planking  repaired,  the  breakwater  in  front  of  the  light- 
keeper's  house  placed  in  good  order  and  covered  with  3  inch  pine  plank,  and  tea 
new  mooring  posts  have  been  put  in  place  of  those  that  had  become  decayed.

A  dredge  was  engaged  during  the  fiscal  year  in  deepening  the  channel  through 
the  bar  at  the  mouth  of  the  river,  and  in  removing  an  accumulation  of  mill  refuse.

SABNIA. 

Samia,  in  the  Electoral  District  of  West  Lambton,  is  situated  on  the  Biver

At  the  Session  of  1885  the  sum  of  $350.00  was  voted  to  pay  for  work  done  on 
the  Immigrant  Shed  at  this  place,  and  the  unexpended  balance  of  appropriation  for 
1834-85,  $1,050.00,  was  carried  forward.  During  the  fiscal  year  the  sum  of  $i83.94 
has  been  spent  for  a  veranda  and  for  furniture.  Total  expenditure  on  this 
l>uilding,  $3,436.21. 
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SAULT  STB.  MARIE. 

Saolt  Ste.  Mario,  the  shire  town  of  Algoma  Ooanty,  is  situated  at  the  head  of 
tbe  St.  Mary's  Biver,  which  oonneot  Lakes  Huron  and  Superior. 

At  the  Session  of  1885  the  sum  of  $4,000.00  was  voted  to  continue  the  dredging 
mentioned  in  last  year's  report  as  being  in  progress,  and  during  the  year  the  work 
his  been  proceeded  with.    Expenditure,  $3,809.60.    Total  expenditure,  $3,254.10. 


ST.  CATHARINES. 

St.  Catharines,  in  the  Electoral  District  of  Lincoln  and  Niagara,  is  situated  on 
tbe  Welland  Canal,  about  32  miles  east  of  Hamilton. 

With  the  unexpended  balance  of  appropriation  carried  forward  from  1884-85, 
thefitdng  up  of  the  attic  in  the  Public  Building  at  this  place  was  completed. 
Ezpenditure,  $76.70.  Total  expenditure  on  this  building,  $57,050.19  for  construe-

ST.  THOMAS. 

St.  Thomas,  in  the  Electoral  District  of  Bast  Elgin,  is  on  the  Great  Western 
Divisicm  of  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  and  on  the  Canada  Southern  Railway,  and  is 
about  15  miles  from  London.

Birtle,  in  the  Blecthral  District  of  Marquette  is  situated  on  Bird  Tail  Greek, 
in  Township  17,  Bange,  26,  West,  and  is  40  miles  from  Moosomin  on  the  Canadian 
Pacific  Bailway  219  miles  west  of  Winnipeg.

STONY  MOUNTAIN. 

Stony  Mountain,  in  the  Blectoral  District  of  Lisgar,  is  situated  on  the  Stone- 
waU  Branch  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Bailway,  13  miles  north-east  of  Winnipeg. 

At  the  Session  of  1885  the  sum  of  $37,117.00  was  voted  for  alterations  and 
additions  to  the  Penitentiary,  and  the  unexpended  balance  of  appropriation  for  1884- 
85^  $2,136.63,  was  carried  forward.  Additional  cells  being  urgently  required,  the 
offices,  store  rooms,  and  chapels  were  altered  into  cells ;  the  Warden's  quarters 
tbercd  to  offices ;  store  rooms,  chapels  and  hospital,  and  the  basement  store  rooms, 
wiBh  house,  &c.,  converted  into  staward's  store,  clothes  room  and  bath  rooms.

On  the  10th  Jaly,  1885,  a  con- 
tract was  entered  into  with  the  Dominion  Bridge  Company  for  a  wrought  iron 
caisson  for  the  sam  of  $50,200.00|  and  during  the  fiscal  year  it  had  been  delivered 
and  built  into  the  dock.  Expenditure  during  the  fiscal  year  $363,632.37.  Tctil 
expenditure  on  this  work,  $851,110.53 


COWIOHAN  BIYBB.

The  slide  and  booms  to  &oilitate  the  descent  of  timber  from  Lake  St.  John  to 
I  River  Sagnenay  are  situated  on  La  Petite  IMoharge,  the  smaller  of  the  two  out- 
EkCs  from  the  lake  to  the  river.    The  slide  is  5,840  feet  long,  and  the  booms  1,344 
feek 

Daring  the  flsoal  year,  dams  Nos.  1,  2,  3  and  4  were  repaired  and  other  work 
done,  a  description  of  which  will  be  in  Appendix  No.  8,  pages  105-108. 


ST.  MAUEIOB  DISTRIOT. 

The  works  on  the  St.  Blanrioe  are  sitnated  at  seven  stations,  from  the  mouth 
of  the  river  to  La  Tuque  Palls,  a  distance  of  100  miles;  and  there  are  also  two 
stations  on  the  7er million  River,  a  tributary  of  the  St.  Maurice. 

The  breaking  up  of  the  ice  this  spring  caused  considerable  damage  to  the 
works  in  this  district,  three  piera  being  carried  away  and  several  others  damaged. 
The  output  of  logs  was  larger  than  last  year,  and  the  "  drive  "  was  made  with 
ftdlity  and  without  any  serious  loss  of  timber.  Full  particulars  of  repairs  made, 
bx,  will  be  found  in  Appendix  No.  9,  pages  109-112. 


OTTAWA  DISTRIOT. 

This  distriot  embraces  the  Ottawa  River  and  its  tributaries,  the  Chttineau, 
Kadawaska,  Ooulonge,  Black,  Petewawa  and  Dumoine  Rivers.  There  are  in  it  alto- 
gether eighty-three  stations,  and  the  works  for  facilitating  the  descent  of  timber 
aggregate  about  one  mile  of  canal,  over  three  miles  of  slides,  nearly  thirteen  miles 
of  booms  and  over  seventeen  thousand  lineal  feet  of  dams,  with  bulkheadsi  piers, 
glance  piers,  &C,  in  proportion. 

The  main  timber ''  drives  "  of  1885  were,  for  the  most  part,  successfully 
handled,  and  only  a  small  percentage  was  detained  in  its  passage  down  the  Ottawa 
tad  its  tributaries.  During  the  autumn,  after  the  bulk  of  the  timber  had  passed, 
the  alide  and  dam  foundations  were  examined,  and  such  repairs  as  were  required 
made.  A  fbll  description  of  the  work  done  at  the  different  stations  will  be  found 
ia  Appendix  No.  10,  pages  113-120. 
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NBWOASTLB  DISTBIOT. 


The  works  in  this  district  are  of  two  elaeses :  those  oonneoted  with  navigitioiL 
whiohare  under  theoontroloftheDepartmentofBaawaysand  Oanals,  and  those 
eonstraoted  to  feciUtate  the  desoentjof  timber  down  the  Biver  Trent  and  its  triba. 
tsries,  which  are  under  the  control  of  the  Department  of  PnbKo  Works. 


On  aooonnt  of  the  early  opening  of  spring  and  the  eztraordimuj  high  w-«-, 
the  bulk  of  the  timber  in  this  district  reached  its  destination  much  eariier  than 
osual.  The  spring  opened,  andthc>ater  reached  its  height  some  tJiree  weeks 
earlier  than  ordinarily.  The  quantity  of  timber  brought  down  this  year  was  greater

Thase  lines  have  been  maintained  with  little  interraption  daring  the  year« 
■ince  repairing  the  line  to  Manicooagan  (14  miles)  which  was  destroyed  by  a  stcmnLy 
lait  year.  Bo  constraction  was  done  daring  the  fiscal  year,  bat  since  its  dose  45 
miles  have  been  bailt,  and  the  line  now  extends  430^  miles  below  Marray  Bay.

cf  wood  oovored  with  shingles  and  galvanized  iron.  The  gasometer  is  50  feet  in 
diameter  with  16  feet  lifb  and  a  capacity  of  30,000  cubic  feet  The  purifier  house  te 
€7  feet  by  45  feet,  by  26  feet  in  height  above  ground  level,  containing  steam  boiler, 
porifier,  washers,  scrubbers,  meter,  and  a  tank  for  storage  of  175  gallons  of  oil.  Gas 
pipes  were  laid  and  fittings  put  up  throughout  the  prison  builcUng  and  Warden's 
quarters. 

The  water  service  has  been  improved  by  the  addition  of  an  extra  iron  storage 
task  with  a  capacity  of  10,000  gallons,  a  new  arrangement  of  valves  to  allow  of  direct 
pressure  from  pumps,  or  gravitation  from  tanks,  with  fire  plugs  and  fire  hose  where 
required.  , 

The  wooden  ice  house,  50  feet  by  30  feet  by  12  feet,  was  replaced  by  one  of 
Bkme,  only  the  original  roof  being  retained. 

The  steam  heating,  water  pumps,  and  workshops  engine  are  now  all  supplied 
▼ith  steam  from  the  six  new  steam  boilers  in  the  boiler  house,  those  boilers  replacing 
those  in  the  workshops,  the  old  hot  air  furnace  in  the  criminal  lanatic  asylum  and 
the  furnace  which  furnished  hot  water  for  the  lavatories  and  heated  the  grist  mill 
attached  to  the  asylum. 

lie  hot  water  boiler  which  heats  the  Warden's  house  and  conservatory  was 
repaired. 

The  Warden's  residence  was  thoroughly  repaired,  painted,  papered  and  fitted  up 
with  bath,  water  closets,  &c.,  and  a  stone  kitchen,  with  coal  cellar  under,  30  feet  by 
12  feet^  was  added  to  it. 

The  Warden's  stables,  &o.,  were  rofloored  and  the  woodwork  generally  repaired. 

Bepairs  were  done  to  Catholic  chapel  woodwork,  where  injured  by  fire  of  7th 
Jaly,  1885  ;  to  plastering,  painting  of  Matron's  quarters,  Beputy  Matron's  quarters^ 
and  Assistant  £^puty  Matron's  quarters  ;  to  the  woodwork  and  painting  of  tne  West 
Lodge ;  to  the  asylum,  general  repairs,  and  small  repairs  to  buuding  generally.

There  are  seven  new  baths,  six  in  the  basement  and 
one  in  second  floor;  two  new  water  closets  in  basement,  one  new  urinal  each  in  base- 
ment and  second  floor ;  and  wash  basins  for  hospital  and  chapels.  The  windows  of 
the  first  and  second  floors  of  the  portion  altered  as  above,  were  strengthened  with 
iron  bars  and  iron  barriers  with  gates  put  up  to  separate  the  administrative  frtm 
the  prison  portion  of  the  buUding. 

The  electric  bell  system  was  remodelled  and  enlarged.

PBINCE  EDWARD  ISLAND. 

BAT  VIEW  PIBB. 

This  mer  is  on  the  eastern  side  of  the  mouth  of  Hope  River,  which  flows  into 
Kew  Lonaon  Harbour. 

Baring  the  year  this  pier  was  put  in  a  good  state  of  repair. 

BBLFAST  PIEB 

In  Queen's  County,  on  the  south  side  of  Orwell  Bay,  and  distant  from  Port 
Silkirk  Pier  four  and  ahalf  miles. 

Four  fender  piles  have  been  driven  on  the  eastern  face  of  the  pier  to  prevent 
Am  guard  of  the  steamer  <<  Heather  Belle,"  which  calls  regularly  from  catching  on 
top  of  the  pier.

Clifton  Wharf,  Qaeen's  Goanty,  is  on  the  south  side  of  the  Sonth-West  Biver,  two 
and  ahalf  miles  from  its  entrance  into  fTew  London  or  Greviile  Bay. 
The  whaidf  received  general  repairs  during  the  year. 

hurd's  point 

This  pier  is  in  Prince  County,  and  is  situated  on  the  south  side  of  the  soutfaan 
arm  of  Summerside  Harbour,  and  about  3  miles  south  of  the  town  of  Summernde. 

The  work  of  rebuilding  the  outer  or  damaged  portion  of  the  pier  and  the  ooi> 
struction  of  two  blocks,  one  on  each  side  of  the  outer  end,  and  mentioned  in  last 
year's  report  as  being  about  one-half  completed,  were  satisfactorily  finished  by  tin 
contractor,  6n  the  2lHt  September,  1835. 

The  excavation  of  the  deep-water  channel  to  this  wharf  was  completed  ia 
July,  1886. 

kieb's  shore  pieb 

Is  situated  on  the  eastern  side  of  Richmond  or  Malpeque  Bay,  Prince  Goun^. 

The  entire  roadway  of  the  pier,  oat  to  the  outer  block  which  is  plank  covmd, 
has  been  re-made  with  stone  and  clay,  and  repairs  executed  to  ihe  planking  and 
fenders. 

MIMINIQASH 

Is  situated  on  the  north-west  coast  of  Prince  County,  and  about  half  way 
between  North  Cape  and  West  Point. 

Toe  foundation  of  the  north  breakwater  having  been  undermined  at  iti 
outer  end  by  the  action  of  the  sea,  and  Parliament  having  appropriated  a  sum  of 
money  for  the  necessary  improvements,  the  outer  part  of  ttie  work  was  close-pUad, 
new  face-timbers,  cross  and  longitudinal  ties  inserted,  ballast  was  replaced  where  it 
had  been  washed  out,  and  the  work  generally  put  in  good  condition.

Daring  the  year  616  lineal  feet  of  pile  and  brush  work  and  stone  breastwork  for 
the  protection  of  the  beach  on  the  eastern  side  of  the  harbour  has  been  rebuilt^  tin 
same  having  been  undermined  and  carried  away  late  in  the  autumn  of  1884. 

NOBTH  OAEDIQAN. 

Lot  54,  King's  County,  on  the  north  side  of  Cardigan  Biver,  near  its  entranoe 
Into  Cardigan  Bay. 

Daring  the  past  year  the  flooring  of  the  outer  block  and  over  a  portion  of  the 
spans  betweeck  the  shore  blocks  was  renewed,  and  the  roadway  levelled  and  repaired, 

POET  SELEaEK  PIEB 

Is  on  Lot  57,  Qaeen's  County,  and  on  the  south  side  of  Orwell  Biver,  near  iti 
entrance  into  Orwull  Bay. 

Four  fender  piles  were  driven  at  the  south- west  corner  of  the  pier  to  prevent  tie 
guard  of  the  steamer  *'  Heatner  Belle  "  caiohing  on  the  pier. 

EUSTIOO. 

Bustico  is  situated  on  the  northern  side  of  the  island,  about  midway  between 
North  and  East  Points. 

The  outer  end  of  the  western  breakwater,  completed  by  the  Department  in  1884, 
being  in  danger  of  becoming  undermined  has  bem  attended  to  by  driving  fii^ 
additional  piles  around  the  outer  end,  the  outer  30  feet  being  farther  protected  by  > 
mat  of  bntah  and  stone. 
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BOVRIS. 

SonriBy  or  Colville  Bay,  is  on  the  east  coast  of  King's  Connly,  aboat  16  miles 
aooth  of  East  Point. 

The  breakwater  at  Knight's  Point  which  is  mach  exposed  to  storms  and 
weakened  by  the  attacks  of  the  sea-worm,  has,  since  its  construction  in  1876,  received 
MTHKis  damage,  and,  with  the  amoant  available  for  ozpenditare  in  1885-86,  tho 
weakest  portions  were  protected  by  close-piling,  and  other  repairs  were  effected. 

niis  work  will  require  constant  general  repair  until  sach  time  as  its  seaward 
bot  and  outer  end  are  protected  by  large  blocks  of  concrete  or  heavy  stone. 

stxvsn's  pier. 

Steven's  is  one  of  the  three  piers  assumed  by  the  Dominion  at  Montague,  King's 
Ooenty.  it  is  the  second  pier  on  the  south  side  of  the  river  below  Montague  Bridge, 
the  head  of  navigation. 

Daring  the  past  year  the  whole  of  the  pile  work  of  the  pier  head  was  removed, 
aew  piles  were  driven,  and  new  caps,  floor  stringers  and  flooring  laid.  General 
repaire  were  also  made  to  the  approaches  and  blocks,  and  new  stringers,  flooring 
and  cape  laid  over  the  openings. 

TIONISH 

At  th^  mouth  of  Big  Tignish  Biver,  Prince  County,  about  eight  miles  east  of 
Horth  Point. 

The  extension  of  the  breakwater  mentioned  in  the  report  of  last  year  as  being 
fidrly  under  way  was  completed  on  2Uh  August.  1885. 

The  dredge  arrived  in  the  harbour  early  in  June,  and  was  engaged  in  deepening 
between  the  piers  at  the  entrance  to  thj  harbour. 

VERNON  RIVER  PIER,

Yictoria  is  situated  at  the  head  of  navigation  in  Crapaud  Basin,  and  is  about 
■id-distant  between  Charlottetown  and  Summerside. 

During  July,  August  and  September,  1885,  the  dredge  "  Prince  Bdward  "  was 
flDgaged  in  deepening  the  channel  across  the  **  bar,"  which  interfered  with  naviga- 
tion at  this  place. 

WOOD  ISLANDS 

On  the  south  coast,  about  35  miles  south-east  from  Charlottetown. 
With  the  amount  available,  the  work  built  by  the  Provincial  Government^  and 
■el  oompleted,  was  placed  in  fair  condition. 


NOVA  SCOTIA. 

ATONPORT. 

AvonportKing's  County,  is  on  the  southern  side  of  the  Basin  of  Minas,  at  the 
mmOi  cft,  the  Bivier  Ayoi^  and  is  distant  from  Windsor  12  miles.      * 

The  amount  available  has  been  expended  in  rebuilding  the  approach  to  the 
^rhar^  raising  the  outer  end^  and  on  other  necessary  work. 
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BXAB  TRAP. 


Bear  Trap  is  a  small  boat  harboar  in  Lanenburg  County,  aboat  half  way  betwaaa 
the  town  of  Lunenburg  and  Liverpool,  in  Queen's  Gounty. 

A  channel  has  been  opened  from  the  head  of  the  cove  into  a  small  pond,  thii| 
affording  perfect  security  for  a  number  of  fishing  boats. 


OANADA  OBSIK. 


Canada  Creek^  King's  County,  is  on  the  southern  shore  of  the  Bay  of  Pundy, 
4  miles  east  of  Harbourville,  and  60  miles  east  of  Digby  Gut. 
The  eastern  pier  at  this  place  has  been  repaired. 


oHsvian. 

Cheverie,  Hants  County,  is  on  the  north  shore  of  the  Basin  of  Minas,  near  tiie 
mouth  of  the  Elver  Avon,  and  16  miles  fh)m  Windsor,  the  shire  town. 

The  west  face  of  the  loading  pier  was  repaired  by  the  Department^  the  inhals- 
tants  repairing  the  eastern  face. 

Large  quantities  of  gypsum  are  shipped  from  this  pier  to  the  Amerioaa 
markets, 

OHISTBB  OANAL. 

The  small  boat  channel,  made  by  the  Government  of  Nova  Scotia  in  1864  and 
1865,  to  enable  the  residents  of  the  western  shore  of  Chester  Basin  to  more  easily 
reach  the  wharves  in  Chester  Harbour,  Lunenburg  County,  having  become  aomewhi^ 
filled  in,  has  been  cleared  out,  and  the  retaining  walls  improved.  Boats  can  now  be 
passed  through  at  half  tide. 

OHiTIOAMP. 

In  Inverness  County  and  at  its  northern  end. 

The  dredge  '*  George  McKenzie"  was  employed  at  this  place  during  tilie  wM» 
of  the  fiscal  year  in  deepening  to  14  feet  at  low  water  the  channel  which  had  beta 
opened  in  187ti-77,  and,  owing  to  its  exposed  position,  had  become  filled. 

ohipman's  bbook, 

In  King's  County,  is  on  the  south  shore  of  the  Bay  of  Fundy,  and  aboat  3  milai 
west  from  Hall's  Harbour. 

Some  ledges  of  rock  have  been  removed  from  the  bed  of  the  brook  alongmde  of 
the  wharf,  and  some  general  repairs  made  to  the  seaward  face  of  the  work. 

cow  BAY. 

Cow  Bay  is  on  the  eastern  coast  of  Cape  Breton,  and  about  18  miles  south-east 
from  Sydney. 

This  breakwater  is  1,380  feet  in  length,  and  is  exposed  to  the  full  force  of  the 
Atlantic  during  easterly  gales.  It  is  also  much  weakened  from  the  ravages  (A  Onb 
sea  worm. 

With  the  amount  available  a  breach  on  its  seaward  face  has  been  repaired  by 
cutting  away  the  old  work  for  a  length  of  60  feet^  from  4  feet  above  to  3  feet  beloir 
low  waier,  filling  this  space  with  a  new  block,  close-piling  over  a  distance  of  44 IM 
and  in  placing  18  fenders  with  chocks  on  the  inner  face. 

The  work  was  again  severely  damaged,  after  the  completion  of  these  repaint  hy 
the  storm  of  the  26th  and  27th  December,  1885. 

OEANBXIUIT  HBAB. 

Cranberrr  flead,  or  Sandford,  is  in  the  County  of  Yarmouth,  and  about  6  miles  to 
the  northward  of  the  town  of  Yarmouth. 

Slight  repairs  were  made  to  the  seaward  face  of  the  breakwater  at  this  plaoe. 
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DXLAP*8  COTS. 


Delap's  Cove,  Annapolis  Ooant^,  is  on  the  south  coast  of  the  Bay  of  Fandj, 
iboQt  12  miles  north-east  from  Digby  Gat. 

Daring  the  fiscal  year  a  portion  of  tbo  seaward  face  of  the  breakwater  was  pro- 
laoted  to  prevent  scoor  oi  the  foandation,  and  ballast  was  placed  where  reqaired. 

DIQBT. 

Digby,  the  shire  town  of  the  County  of  Digby,  is  situated  at  the  western  end  of 
&inapoiis  Basin. 

A  severe  storm  on  the  27th  December,  1885,  almost  entirely  destroyed  the  land- 
ing pier  at  this  place. 

Digby  being  an  important  point  of  call  for  steamers  and  other  craft,  steps  were 
tf  ODoe  taken  to  give  temporary  relief,  and  with  the  amount  available  a  length  of  80 
feet  of  pier  was  reconstructed  and  a  portion  of  the  wreckage  cleared  away,  thus 
perznittio/;  the  tug  and  lighters  attending  the  passenger  and  freight  boats  to  load 
iDdunlofiud. 

EAST  BAT. 

Bast  Bay,  Cape  Breton,  is  an  arm  of  the  Bras  d'Or  Lake. 
The  appxoach  to  the  wharf  has,  during  the  year,  been  put  in  a  good  state  of 
repair. 

GRAND  NABBOWS. 

Grand  Narrows,  or  Barra  Strait,  connects  the  Great  with  the  Little  Bras  d'Or 
Ltke. 

The  wharf  built  by  the  Department  during  1883-84  on  the  south  side  of  the 
itnit  (in  Cape  Breton  County)  has  been  placed  in  a  thorough  state  of  repair. 

OBANTON 

On  the  Middle  River  of  Pictou. 

During  the  early  part  of  1886  the  dredge  *'  Cape  Breton  "  was  engaged  in  the 
removal  of  a  shoal  in  the  river  opposite  this  place,  to  permit  deep  draught  vessels  to 
approach  the  wharves. 

OBEAT  YILLAQB  BIYBB. 

Great  Village  River  empties  into  Oobequid  Bay,  the  extreme  end  of  the  south* 
etfitern  arm  of  the  Bay  of  Fundy. 

The  work  of  opening  a  new  and  straight  channel  for  the  river  through  the 
minh,  which  had  been  suspended  since  the  latter  part  of  1884,  was  resumed  about 
Ihe  middle  of  May  last, 

QBEEN  COVE. 

€rreen  Cove,  Yarmouth  County,  lies  about  13  miles  to  the  northward  of  the 
lowB  of  Yarmouth. 

The  outer  end  of  the  pier  has'bden  raisei,  and  the  sheathing  on  the  outer  fkce 
of  the  breakwater  repaired. 

QBOS  VTEZ. 

6x08  Nez  is  a  small  fishing  station  at  the  eastern  extremity  of  Petit  de  Grat 
Umd,  Richmond  County,  C.B. 

During  the  year  18:^5-86,  a  breakwate,  150  feet  in  length,  was  built  to  shelter  the 
«Dcborage  and  landing  place  for  fishing  boats. 

HALIFAX. 

An  attempt  was  made  to  dredge  for  the  Imperial  ^authorities  off  the  '^Gua 
Wharf,**  Halifiix  Barbour,  but  had  to  be  abandoned,  as  the  dredge  *<  St.  Lawrence  '^ 
*wiB  not  found  suitable. 
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This  dredge  was  removed  to  the  North-West  A.rm  where  she  was  engaged  fat 
few  weeks  in  deepening  the  channel  at  the  head  of  the  arm. 

hall's  habboub. 

Hairs  Harbour  is  on  the  south  shore  of  the  Bay  of  Fnndy,  11  miles  north 
Kentyille,  the  shirotown  of  King'd  Gouaty. 

The  outer  portion  of  the  pier  which  had  been  badly  damaged  in  November,  18^ 
was  repaired. 

HAY  OOVB. 

Hay  Cove,  Bichmond  County,  is  an  inlet  from  the  Great  Bras  d'Or  Lake, 
is  distant  from  the  St.  Peter's  Canal  10  miles  by  water. 

In  1883-84  a  small  wharf,  41  feet  in   length  and  21  feet  in  width,  built  by 
residents  of  the  locality,  was  raised  to  a  height  of  5  feet  above  lake  level,  and 
block,  27  feet  6  inches  in  width,  was  partially  constructed  and  placed  against 
south  face. 

During  the  past  year  the  sum  of  $100  has  been  expended  in  raising  the 
block  6  feet,  and  in  other  improvements. 

HILTZ  NABBOWS. 

Also  known  as  Silver  Point,  is  on  the  west  side  of  Mahone  Bay,  Lunenbai 
County,  about  4  miles  to  the  northward  from  the  village  of  Mahone  Bay.  The  Narro 
are  the  entrance  to  a' large  pond,  perfectly  sheltered,  and  a  sale  and  commodioi 
bar  boar  for  fishermen  and  others. 

The  wharfiog  pier  which  had  been  damaged  by  ice,  was  repaired,  ard  soi 
rocks  removed  from  the  channel,  and   much  benefit  has  been  derived  therefrom. 

lONA. 

lona  is  situated  in  Inverness  County,  C.B.,  on  the  north  side  of  the  Grad 
Narrows  or  Barra  Strait,  connecting  the  Great  Bras  d'Or  Lake  with  the  Little Brt 
d'Or. 

The  landing  wharf,  built  some  years  ago  by  the  Provincial  Oovernmenty  havi 
been  damaged  by  the  ice,  was  repaired  and  extended  by  the  Department  daring  t 
year. 

KINOSPOBT, 

Kingsport,  formerly  Oak  Point,  is  on  the  western  shore  of  the  Basin  of  lOnifl^ 
between  the  mouth  of  the  Oomwallis  Elver  and  Cape  Blomidon. 

The  covering  of  the  inshore  portion  of  the  work,  which  was  much  decayed^ 
has  been  made  good. 

HABOU. 

Mabou,  Inverness  County,  is  on  the  western  coast  of  Cape  Breton,  6  miles  to 
the  northward  of  Port  Hood. 

During  the  year  a  wall  of  brush  and  stone,  610  feet  in  length,  was  built 
arrest  the  travel  of  sand  f^om  the  westward,  and  it  is  reported  that  the   ~ 
opposite  it  has  been  much  improved  thereby. 

The  dredge  *•  Canada  "  was  engaged  from  1st  July  until  14th  September  i 
improving  the  entrance  to  the  harbour. 

MOBDXV, 

On  the  south  shore  of  the  Bay  of  Fnndy,  is  at  the  western  end  of  Eine's  Cbuni 
80  miles  to  the  eastward  of  Digby  Out 

Slight  repairs  were  made  to  the  inner  end  of  the  **  break." 
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OOILYIl. 

The  pier  at  Ogilvie  ifl  on  the  sooth  shore  of  the  Baj  of  Fandy,  aboat  midway 
Wtweeo  Harboarville  and  Morden  in  King's  Chanty. 

The  repairs  mentioned  in  the  report  of  last  year  as  being  in  hand  were  com- 
jleted  daring  the  fiscal  year  ended  30th  Jnoe  last. 

psTin  BiyiiaiB. 

PeUte  Rividre,  Lnnenbarg  County,  empties  into  Green  Bay,  about  7  miles  to  the 
westward  of  the  month  of  La  flaveBiver.  The  month  of  the  bay  is  some  2  miles 
wide,  and  is  directly  exposed  to  storms  from  the  Atlantic. 

Daring  the  past  year  the  constraction  of  a  breakwater,  built  entirely  of  stone» 
pH  commenced  at  Cberry  Point,  a  short  distance  to  the  south  of  the  river,  and  with 
ftt  amount  available,  200  feet  have  been  built,  20  feet  wide  on  top  and  standing  6 
Ssl  above  high  w^ter  springs. 

piOKXT*8  Pisa. 

This  pier  is  about  2  miles  below  the  village  of  Canning,  King's  County,  and 
Msr  the  mouth  of  Habitant  Biver,  which  flows  into  the  western  side  of  the  Basia 
tfMinas. 

The  inner  western  corner  of  the  pier  was  repaired. 

fiOMBRVILLB 

Is  situated  on  the  north  side  olUahoae  Bay,  Qaeen's  County,  about  12  miles 
to  the  westward  of  Liverpool. 

The  breakwater  at  this  place  which  had  been  much  weakened  by  the  action  of 
the  seam  worm  and  damaged  by  storms  to  which  it  is  much  exposed,  was  repaired 
String  the  fiscal  year. 

TROUT  COVE. 

Trout  Cove,  Digby  Omnty,  is  on  the  south  shore  of  the  Bay  of  Fundy,  nearly 
«id-way  between  Digby  Gut  and  Petit  Pa-ssage. 

During  the  fiscal  year  the  inner  portion  of  the  wharf,  which  was  old  and  much 
iftikened  from  the  effects  of  storms,  was  repaired.  Ooe  hundred  feet  of  new  facing 
kilt  The  '*  break  "  was  raised  and  strengthened,  and  some  ballast  placed  in  the 
4Atar  end  of  the  work. 

YIOTOaiA, 

In  King's  County,  on  the  Bay  of  Faody  and  about  2  miles  west  from  Morden^ 
Some  slight  repairs  were  made  to  the  pier  at  this  place. 

WEST  PUBNIOO. 

West  Pubnico  is  at  the  south-eastern  end  of  Tarmouth  County,  and  about  30 
ttHes  from  the  town  of  Yarmouth. 

For  the  purpose  of  affording  wharf  accommodation  for  the  numerous  fishing  boats 
pgiged  at  this  place.  Parliament  voted  the  sum  of  $1,000,  and  this  amount  has  beea 
'  headed  Id  connecting  a  small  island,  distant  from  the  shore  about  300  feet,  witii  it 
}/l  a  stoce  embankment,  25  feet  in  width. 

By  the  construction  of  a  pier  further  out  towards  the  channel,  a  depth  of  IS 
fNt  at  high  tide  would  be  reached  in  a  distance  of  400  feet,  and  the  accommodatioa 
i«)iiired  be  gained. 

WHITE  POINT. 

White  Point,  on  the  Atlantic  coast  of  Queen's  County  is  about  8  miles  souths 
«rtfirom  the  entrance  to  IdverpDol  Harbour. 
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The  breakwater  at  this  plaoe  was  oommenoed  by  the  Local  GrovemmeDt  and  > 
added  to  by  the  Dominion.  It  is  mach  exposed  to  the  Atlantic  etorina,  and  th»  \ 
teredo  or  sea  worm  is  very  destructive  at  this  point  So  mnoh  so  that  tbeoater! 
blocks  have  been  carried  away  and  the  ballast  they  contained,  as  well  as  a  porUoB  oC 
the  stone  slope,  has  been  carried  into  the  area  sheltered  by  the  breakwater. 

Daring  the  year  the  sam  of  $470.53  has  been  expended  in  removing  this  fadlast 
and  in  closing  in  the  damaged  end  of  the  work. 

Owing  to  the  exposed  site  and  the  ravages  of  the  sea  worm,  it  is  impoaaible  t» 
maintain  an  inexpensive  wooden  or  other  structure. 

TARXOUTH. 

Tarmonth  is  the  shire  town  of  the  county  of  that  name. 

A  spindle  has  been  erected  on  Sollow*s  Book  which  lies  near  the  north  fide  of 
the  channel  about  half  way  np  Yarmonth  Harbour,  and  the  crib-beaoon  on  Lobste 
Bock  WAS  repaired. 

The  dredge  **  Canada,"  was  engaged  during  a  few  weeks  in  Jane,  1886,  ia 
widening  the  channel  in  the  harbour. 


NEW  BRUNSWICK. 

Anderson's  hollow. 

Anderson's  Hollow,  Albert  County,  is  on  the  eastern  side  of  Salisbury  Bay, 
betweoQ  Cape  Enrag^  and  Matthew's  Head. 

The  extension  of  the  breakwater  referred  to  in  the  report  of  last  year  as  being 
nearly  completed,  was  finished  on  1st  August,  1885.  The  work  has  now  a  total 
length  of  290  feet. 

BUCTOUOHE, 

In  Kent  County,  and  on  the  Kiver  Baotoucbe,  which  empties  into  the  Strait  of 
Northumberland,  about  25  miles  to  the  northward  of  the  entrance  to  the  harboirof 
Shediac. 

During  the  year  an  approach  to  the  wharf  built  by  the  Department  was  acquired. 

GRAND  ANSI. 

Grand  Anse  Gloucester  County,  is  a  small  indentation  in  the  southern  sboreof 
the  Bale  des  Chaleurs,  about  midway  between  the  harbours  of  fiathurst  aivf 
Bhippegan. 

The  heavy  gale  of  4th  November,  1884,  accompanied  by  an  extreme  high  tide* 
did  serious  damage  to  the  breakwater.  Eepairs  were  carried  on  in  the  first  half  of 
the  fiscal  year,  and  the  damaged  portion  was  rebuilt  with  the  exception  of  the 
"  break,"  the  work  being  considered  safe  for  the  winter.  On  22nd  Jannary  a  stronff 
north-east  wind  with  a  tidal  wave  for(?ed  the  entire  body  of  ice  in  the  bay  on  to  thiB 
shore,  and  the  entire  top  of  the  breakwater,  except  the  L  on  the  western  end  ww 
carried  away  down  to  low  water  mark. 

HOPEWELL  OAPV. 

Hopewell  Cape,  Albert  County,  is  on  the  west  side  of  the  Petitcodiac  Kiver,  7 
miles  below  Hillsnoro',  and  7  above  Grindstone  Island  at  the  mouth  of  the  river. 

The  extension  of  the  ballast  wharf,  a  distance  of  200  feet,  was  completed  on  tb» 
27th  August,  1885. 

BIVXBS  BXSTIGOUOHX  ANB  XTPSALQUITOII. 

The  Bestigouche,  of  which  the  Upsalquitch  is  a  branch,  formn  part  of  the 
boundary  between  the  Provinces  of  New  Brunswick  and  Quebec,  and  empties  int» 
the  Bale  des  OhalenrSy  above  Dalhousie  the  shiretown  of  Beatigouohe  County. 
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Several  obstriiotioDs  existed  on  these  streams  which  interfered  with  the  passage 
€f  0OOW8  and  nils,  notably  at  Chain  Bocks,  Dead  Man's  Passage  and  Thorn's  Point, 
m  the  Bestigonche,  and  at  Great  Falls,  and  Little  Falls  on  the  Upsalquitch,  and  the 
amount  appropriated  was  expended  in  partially  improving  the  navigation  at  these 
points.  Mncli  work,  however,  remains  to  be  done  to  complete  the  improvements 
nqnired. 

BIOmBUOTO. 

The  harbour  of  Biohibaoto,  Kent  County,  is  on  the  Strait  of  Northumberland^ 
40  Hules  north  of  Shediao.  I 

In  the  report  of  last  year  it  was  stated  that  the  protection  works  had  received 
ooosiderable  damage  during  the  beavv  gale  of  November,  1884,  and  that  provision 
had  been  made  for  repairing  them.  The  work  of  repair  was  well  under  way,  when^ 
on  the  30th  October  a  severe  storm  from  the  north  east,  accompanied  by  a  very  high 
tide,  did  a  considerable  amount  of  damage  to  the  Work  in  hand. 

8T^  JOHN  HAEBOUB. 

The  work  of  rebuilding  the  breakwater  at  Negro  Point  at  the  entrance  to  the 
harbour  was  carried  on  in  a  desultory  manner  by  the  contractors  during  the  first 
part  of  the  fiscal  year.  However,  better  progress  was  made  by  them  towards  the 
•nd  of  the  year,  and  the  work  may  now  be  considered  well  in  hand. 

The  dredge  <'  St  Lawrence  "  operated  on  the  tail  of  the  ISavy  Island  Bar,  and 
opmed  a  passage  through  it  with  15  feet  depth  at  low  tides,  and  also  off  the  end 
«  Adam's  Wharf,  Carleton. 

BIVBB  ST.  JOHK. 

At  Marble  Cove,  Indiantown,  St.  John,  the  dredge  ''  New  Dominion "  was 
SDgaged  during  the  month  of  October,  1885,  in  openiog  a  channel. 

Towards  the  latter  end  of  May,  1886,  the  opening  of  a  channel  in  BoUisIe  Bay 
was  commenced,  and  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  vear  was  partially  completed. 

The  cut  or  channel  off  the  railway  wharf  at  Gibson,  opposite  Fredericton, 
relnTed  to  in  the  report  of  last  year,  was  brought  to  completion,  and  a  depth  of  13 
fMt  at  low  water  obtained. 

Between  Fredericton  and  Bear  Island  a  lars^e  number  of  boulders  have  been 
rsooved  out  ot  the  steamboat  channel.  From  Bear  Island  upwards  toEiver  des 
Chutee,  some  improvements  have  been  made  at  the  Pokiok  and  Nackawick,  and  the 
nef  at  the  Meductic  Falls  has  been  lowered  fully  2  feet.  The  bank  of  the  river  has 
hMQ  improved  at  three  points  to  permit  the  steamer  which  plies  above  Fredericton 
tDcalL 

On  the  Tobique  and  the  main  river  between  the  Aroostook  and  the  Grand  Falls, 
iMpnnrements  have  been  effected  at  Nictau  bar,  Miller's  Bar,  Little  Nictau  Bar, 
Vorbes'  Island  Bar,  Bullan's  Bar,  G^aunce's  Bar,  Biley  Brook  Bar,  Harley  Brook  Bar, 
Blue  Mountain  Bend  Bar,  Dow's  Flat  Bar,  Knowlton's  Bar,  Blue  Bar,  Gulquac  Bar, 
0»plin'B  Bar,  Berry's  Bar,  Wooskey's  Bar,  Prosser's  Bar,  Smith's  Bar,  Ben  Bced  Bar, 
IfiRab'B  Bar,  Lower  Beef  Bapids,  The  Narrows,  and  Little  Eiver  fiapids. 

Above  G^nd  Falls  the  tow-path  has  been  repaired  as  far  as  Green  Biver,  and 
between  Green  Biver  and  Edmundston  several  new  bridges  have  been  built,  and 
orori^nging  trees  and  bushes  have  been  removed.  From  Edmundston  to  Fish 
Biver,  besides  repairing  the  tow-path,  several  sand  bars  were  removed,  and  between 
Ksh  Biv^  and  St.  Francis  blasting  was  done  at  Hafford's  Eock,  and  the  tow-path 
lipaiied. 

On  the  Madawask%  which  empties  into  the  St  John  at  Edmundston.  many 
oiionvements  have  been  made  in  the  tow-path,  by  repairing  the  bridges,  and  the 
noioval  of  overhanging  trees  and  bush. 
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QUBBEO. 

AK8S  1  L'BAU. 

Near  Tadonsao,  at  the  mouth  of  the  Sagaenay, 

Farther  repairs  to  the  wharf  at  thia  place  were  made  daring  the  summer  dt 
1B85. 

^NSS  DU  POBTAOB 

At  the  moath  of  the  SagacDaj  and  opposite  to  Tadoosac. 

Daring  the  storm  of  the  7th  November,  1884,  the  landing  slip,  built  to  fkdUtidft 
the  transportation  of  the  mails  across  the  SagueDay,  received  damage,  whidi  hms  been 
made  good.    A  waiting  shed  for  passengers  and  mails  has  also  been  built. 

ANSI  ST.  J  BAN. 

Anse  St.  Jean  is  sitaated  on  the  south-western  shore  of  the  Saguenay,  and  about 
25  miles  from  its  mouth. 

Some  small  repairs  were  made  to  the  flooring  of  the  wharf  at  this  plaoo. 

BAT  ST.  PAUL. 

Bay  St.  Paul  is  in  the  County  of  Charlevoix,  on  the  north  shore  of  the  St.  Lav> 
rence,  aboat  60  miles  below  Quebec. 

During  the  autumn  repairs  were  made  to  the  isolated  block  at  this  place  whiok 
had  been  damaged  by  the  ice. 

Slight  repairs  were  also  made  to  the  pier  at  Cap  auz  Corbeauz. 

BARAOHOIS  DB  XALBAIB 

On  the  northern  shore  of  the  Bay  des  Ohaleurs.  The  work  of  removing  tifes 
obstructions  which  render  the  navigation  of  the  channel,  at  this  place,  unsafe  dnriic 
low  tide,  were  resumed  last  vear,  and  the  hull  of  a  wrecked  schooner  has  bean 
removed,  together  with  many  boulders  and  much  solid  rock. 

BIBTHIBB,  (bN  BAS) 

On  the  south  shore  of  the  St.  Lawrence,  24j^  miles  below  Quebec. 
A  portion  of  the  planking  of  the  old  pier  was  renewed. 

BIO. 

Bic,  Bimouski  County,  is  situated  on  the  southern  shore  of  the  St.  Lawrence,  17t 
miles  below  Quebec. 

The  wharf  at  this  place  was,  with  the  exception  of  a  portion  of  the  floorieib 
brought  to  completion  at  the  close  of  1885. 

OHATXAU    BIOHBB. 

Chateau  Bicher  is  situated  in  the  County  of  Montmorency,  15  miles  bdow 
Quebec,  on  the  north  shore  of  the  St.  Lawrence, 

During  the  year  a  further  portion  of  the  beach  between  low  and  high  water 
marks  has  been  cleared  of  boulders.  It  may  be  stated  that  over  the  portion  wfaiek 
had  been  cleared  in  1884,  was,  early  in  1885,  found  to  have  developed  another  oropof 
stone,  due,  no  doubt,  to  the  scouring  away  of  the  unprotected  surfkoe,  by  the  aoooB 
of  the  ice,  tides,  &o. 

OHIOOnTIMI. 

Chicoutimi,  the  principal  town  on  the  Saguenay,  is  situated  on  tiie  southern  sUi 
of  and  at  the  head  of  navigation  of  that  river. 

The  damage  done  to  the  flooring  of  the  wharf  at  thia  place  daring  the  hinb  tUl 
of  November,  1884,  was  made  good  early  in  1886. 
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OOTBAU  LANDING. 

Ootean  Landing  is  Bttuaied  at  tho  foot  of  Lako  St.  Fraa  )i8|  on  its  norther« 
cide,  and  37  miles  above  MoDtreaL 

The  wharf  at  this  place  which  had  been  mach  injared  by  the  ice  in  the  sprinip 
was  repaired  and  put  in  good  order, 

iXANQ  DU  NOBD. 

IrtAng  da  Nord  is  at  the  western  end  of  Grindstone  Island,  one  of  the  group  of 
jdanda  in  the  Gulf  of  St.  lAwrenoe,  known  as  the  Mafcdalens. 

Up  to  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  a  length  of  215  feet  of  the  breakwater  had 
%een  ompleted,  and  the  timber  and  stone  for  a  farther  length  of  100  feet  had  beaa 
procared  and  delivered  at  the  site  of  the  work. 

OATINIAU  POINT. 

This  village  is  at  the  month  of  the  Gatineaa  Biver,  2  miles  below  the  city  off

Daring  the  fiscal  year  a  wharf  107  feet  in  length,  20  feet  in  width,  with  twa

This  river  eniptieB  into  the  St.  Lawrence  on  its  norih^m  shore,  aboat  22  milaa 
below  Qaebec. 

Daring  the  year  fhrther  works  were  bailt  in  this  river,  to  overcome  the  extreoift 
4iiBcalties  experienced  in  Uie  passage  6f  tinlber. 

IL9  A0X  oboDRis, 

An  island  in  the  St.  Lawrence,  near  the  norihem  shore,  12  miles  from  Ba^ 

8t.P4Ql. 

The  damage  done  to  the  wharf  on  this  iHland  by  the  ice  daring  the  previowi 
flpring,  was  m^e  good  early  in  the  snmmer  of  1886. 

LA  ORANDB  DlkSHAROI, 

The  larger  of  the  two  oatlets  of  Lake  St.  John  throagh  which  its  waters  are  dia- 
cWtfuod  into  theSagaenay. 

Ooly  a  small  amount  of  work  was  done  towards  wklening  this  outlet  daring  thci 
Jttr,  the  object  of  doing  which  is  to  increase  the  offtake  capacity  of  the  chaunel^ 
^  thus  permit  a  qaicker  sabsidence  of  the  waters  of  Lake  St.  John  at  the  timo  of 
freihets. 

LAKl  HtdANltO. 

^^Ihring  the  fiseal  year  a  wharf  has  been  bailt  on  this  lake,  at  Yiotoria  Bay^

The  landing  pier  bailt  by  the  Department  in  1881  reoeived  damage  daring  the 
fkeahet  of  1885|  and  was  repaired. 

l'islbt. 

The  village  of  Llslet,  in  the  county  of  tbe  same  name,  is  situated  on  the  aosth 
flhore  of  the  St.  Lawrence,  47  miled  below  Quebec. 

A  small  amoant  was  expended  Id  repairs  to  the  wharf  at  this  plaoe,  principally 
to  the  western  steps,  and  to  the  landing  slip. 

MATANl. 

llatane,  in  the  Connty  of  Bimooski,  is  sitaated  on  the  sonth  shore  of  the  St. 
I«wrence,  240  miles  below  Qaebeo. 

Darioff  the  year  an  extension,  60  feet  in  length,  was  bailt  to  the  wharf  at  thiff 
^laoe,  for  &e  accommodation  of  vessels  and  the  trimc  of  the  port. 

MONTICAONT. 

St.  Thomas  is  the  chef  Ueu  of  the  Ooanty  of  Bfontmagny,  and  is  sitaated  on  the 
•oath  bhore  of  ibe  St.  Lawrence,  35  miles  below  Qaebeo. 

Bxtensive  repairs  have  been  made  to  the  wbarf  and  the  roadway  leading  thereto^ 
lK>th  of  which  had  received  damage  daring  a  storm.  A  namber  of  boalden  were 
xemoved*  from  aroand  the  end  of  the  wharf. 

HUBBAT  BAT, 

In  the  Ooanty  of  Oharlevoiz,  on  the  north  shore  of  the  St.  Lawrence^  84  mihs 
bdow  Qaebeo. 

As  stated  in  the  report  of  last  year  the  pier  at  this  place  was  pat  in  good  order 
in  Jane,  1885. 

HBW  OABUSLI. 

New  Carlisle,  Bonaventnre  Coanty,  is  sitaated  on  the  northern  shore  of  the  Baie 
4e8  Chalears,  and  about  65  miles  to  the  eastward  of  Gampbellton,  in  New  Brnnswick* 

The  work  of  COD  stracting  the  nier  at  this  place  was  actively  prosecated  daring 
fte  season  of  1885  and  ap  to  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year.  Mach  remains  to  be  done 
to  oomplete  this  work. 

NIWPOBT  BIVEB. 

Newport  Biver,  in  the  County  of  Gaep^,  empties  into  the  Baie  des  Ghaleon^ 
aboat  25  miles  to  the  westwaid  of  Perc£. 

A  small  expenditare  was  incarred  in  connection  with  a  contract  which  hss  bean 
«Dtored  into  for  the  sapply  and  delivery  of  timber  for  proposed  works  at  the  mooth 
id  the  river. 

PXBOi, 

The  cJief  Keu  of  the  Coanty  of  Gkwpd.  Owing  to  the  failare  of  the  contractor  t» 
Bvpply  the  timber  for  the  proposed  wharf  at  this  place,  nothing  could  be  done 
towaixls  its  constraction.  Tne  timber  was  taken  possession  of  on  behalf  of  the 
Department,  and  arrangements  made  for  its  care,  and  the  sapply  of  the  further 
^mantity  reqnired. 
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POBTAOE  DU  FORT  BRIDOI. 

This  bridge  orosses  the  Ottawa  JRiver  at  Portage  du  Fort,  60  miles  above  the 
city  of  Ottawa. 

ExtensWe  repairs  were  made  to  some  of  the  piers  and  to  the  abutment  on  the 
Ontario  side.  Two  piers  were  partially  rebailt  and  tilled  with  stone,  and  two  spans 
of  60  feet  on  the  Ontario  side  were  built. 

QTTBBBO  CUSTOM  H0U8I  WHABT« 

Bepairs  were  made  to  the  steps  in  front  of  the  wharf  as  they  were  in  a  bad 

QITEBBO  ICABINB  HOSPITAL  WHARVES. 

Between  the  1st  July  and  31st  Deoember,  1885,  the  east  wharf  was  brought  Uy 
completion.  A  landing  has  been  built  at  the  northern  end  of  this  wharf  extend- 
ing to  the  channel  of  the  St.  Charles,  for  the  purpose  of  landing  from  boats  sick  or 
diMbled  seamen. 

BIVliRB  1  LA  GBAISSB. 

This  river  flows  through  the  County  of  Yaudreuil  and  empties  into  the  Ottawa,, 
on  ita  southern  side  about  45  miles  above  Monureal, 

The  work  of  deepening  the  channel  in  this  river  was  continued  during  the  fiscal 
year. 

BIVBE  DU  LliVRX. 

The  Lidvre  flows  from  the  nx)rth  and  empties  into  the  Ottawa,  18  miles  below^ 
the  city  of  Ottawa. 

A  dam  325  feet  long,  22  feet  wide  at  the  bottom  and  16  feet  wide  at  low  water- 
BMrk,  has  been  built  at  the  Babche  Eapids,  65  miles  above  Buckingham  to  obliterate^ 
and  make  navigable  a  succession  of  rapids  over  a  distance  of  15  miles  up  to  the. 
Wabassee  Bapids. 

RlVltRI  DU  LC1TP  (XN  BAS)t 

The  village  of  Fraserville  is  the  cfief  lieu  of  the  County  of  T^miscouta,  and  is. 
situated  about  a  mile  from  the  south  shore  ot  the  St.  Lawrence. 

On  the  northern  side  of  the  mouth  of  the  river  the  wharf  is  situated,  which  is  a. 

Clncipal  point  of  call  for  the  steamers  plying  on  the  lower  St  Lawrence.    The 
mage  sustained  by  this  wharf,  as  stated  in  the  report  of  last  year,  was  repaired, 
daring  the  summer  of  1885. 

RIVliBX  NOIRE  OB  GRANTHAM. 

This  river  is  a  branch  of  the  Nioolet. 

A  small  amount  war  expended  during  the  low  stasre  of  the  water  in  this  river  in, 
1885,  in  widening  the  channels  which  Lai  been  opened  through  shoals  at  variouB^ 
points,  to  facilitate  the  descent  of  tim  ber. 

BIVER  OTTAWA — BRISTOL  TO  CLARENDON. 

A  further  number  of  sand  bars  have  been  removed  by  dredging. 

BIVJiRB    OUBLLB. 

This  river  empties  into  the  southern  side  of  the  St.  Lawrence,  75  miles  below* 
Quebec 

Owing  to  the  perished  state  of  the  timber  in  the  outer  end  of  the  wharf  at  Pointe> 
aazOriginauz,  it  was  necessary  to  sheath  it  with  hard  wood  to  preserve  it  against, 
the  eflbots  of  the  ice,  and  during  the  year  a  portion  only  of  the  work  was  executed^ 
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RIYXB  BIOfULISU. 


Tho  dredge  *'  NipiAsing  "  was  engaged  in  deepening  the  ohannel  of  the  Kioholieit 
near  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  bridge  at  Beloeil,  and  also  at  a  point  off  the  wharf  at 
^t.  Hilaire.  At  St.  Antoine  a  ont  was  made  through  the  shoals,  to  a  depth  of  9  feet 
^t  low  water. 


RIVKE    BIMOUSKI. 


The  River  Bimoaski  empties  into  the  St.  Lawrence,  on  its  southern  side,  about 
180  miles  below  Quebec. 

Daring  the  summer  of  1885,  a  number  of  boulders  obstructing  the  ohannel  at 
the  mouth  of  this  river,  one  of  which  was  estimated  to  weigh  30  tons,  were  removed 
^and  dropped  along  the  foot  of  the  embankment  of  the  Intercolonial  Bailway. 


EIVSB  BAQUENAT. 


An  appropriation  not  having  been  made,  the  work  of  deepening  and  improviaig 
^e  channel  below  Chioouiimi  was  suspended  during  the  year.  A  small  ezpenditore 
^as  made  for  the  care  of  the  plant  which  has  been  procupod  for  the  work* 

BIYSE  ST.  TEANGIS. 

The  St.  Francis  rises  in  the  County  of  Wolfe,  and  empties  into  Lake  St.  Peter. 
Further  dredging  on  the  nhoal  at  the  mouth  of  this  river  was  done  dariog  the 
summer  of  188^,  by  a  departmental  dredge. 

BTTSB  ST.  LAWUNOS. 

Removal  of  ancTiors^  chains^  etc. 

The  lifting  barge  was  employed  in  the  summer  of  1885  in  the  removal  of  bonld' 
^rs  firom  the  St.  Lawrence  cff  Point  Si.  Laurent,  Island  of  Orleans,  and  the  Fly 
£ank  above  the  city  of  Quebec. 

BIYXR  ST.  LOUIS. 

This  river  flows  eastwardly  through  the  County  of  Beauharnois  into  the  St. 
Xiawrence  at  the  town  of  Beauharnois. 

The  work  of  widening  and  deepening  the  feeder  from  the  St.  Lawrence  nesr 
Galley  field  to  the  BLver  St.  Louis  was  continued  during  the  season  of  1885. 

BIVBR  ST.  MAURIOl. 

During  the  summer  of  1886,  a  channel  850  feet  in  length,  and  about  30  feet  hi 
width,  was  opened  through  the  shoal  in  the  western  mouth  of  the  St.  Maurioe,  to  a 
-depth  of  7  feet  at  extreme  low  water. 

EIVU  TAMASKA. 

The  Yamaska  empties  into  Lake  St.  Peter,  Biver  St.  Lawrence,  from  the  soutL 

The  lock  gates  which  had  been  built  during  the  winter  of  1884  were  put  in  pltoe 
in  Augusty  1885,  and  on  2nd  September  the  lock  was  in  working  order. 

A  channel  has  been  dredged  through  the  shoal  at  the  moncti  of  the  river  and  at 
other  points,  and  there  is  now  a  depth  of  5^  feet  at  lowest  water  up  to  the  dam. 

Bepairs  were  made  to  the  existing  structures  where  required,  and  a  small  bniM- 
ing  erected  for  the  lockmen. 

SALMON  BIVBR. 

This  river  flows  into  the  northern  side  of  the  Blver  Ottawa  near  IC  inteboUo,  aed 
the  dredge  ''  Queen  "  opened  a  channel  7  feet  deep  through  a  gravel  bar  at  the  moath 
^  the  river. 
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ST.  ALPH0N8I  DE  BAGOTVILLI. 

8t.  Aiphonse  is  at  tho  head  of  Ha  I  Ha  1  Bay,  Biver  Sagaooay,  about  66  milea 
above  its  month. 

Daring  the  year  the  he&d  or  outer  end  of  the  pier  at  this  place  was  sheathed  to 
protect  it  trom  the  ice ;  a  shed  for  the  accommodation  of  passoogers  and  freight  was 
oompleted ;  and  a  portion  of  the  fljoring  was  renewed,  whilst  needed  repairs  were^ 
effected  on  the  lemaiiider. 

STI.  ANNE  DS  BBLLEYCTE, 

In  tho  County  of  Jacques  Cartier,  on  the  Biver  Ottawa,  and  21  miles  above  Mon-- 
treal. 

The  construction  of  the  wharf  at  this  place  which  had  been  placed  under  con- 
tract with  Messrs.  Gohier  and  Dagenais,  was  completed  in  October,  1886. 

In  May  last  it  was  found  necessary  lo  make  a  roadway  from  St.  Potor  Street  to 
the  wharf  to  give  free  access  thereto.    Tho  land  taken  was  fenced  in. 

STE.  ANNS  BE  LA  POOATliGlE, 

In  the  County  of  Kamouraska,  on  the  southern  shore  of  the  Biver  St.  Lawrence^, 
and  70  miles  below  Qaebeo. 

With  the  amount  appropriated  by  Parliament  further  work  has  boon  proceeded 
with  in  the  construction  of  the  wharf  at  this  place.    . 

STB.  ANNE  DS  SOREL, 

In  the  Conntv  of  Yamaska,  on  the  south-east  shore  of  the  Biver  St.  Lawrenoe^ 
about  3  miles  below  Sorel. 

Pier  No.  4,  built  in  1881,  which  was  badly  damaged  during  the  breaking  up  of 
the  ice  in  1865,  hm  been  repaiieci. 

During  the  past  fiscal  year  an  additional  pier  has  been  built,  8^  arpents  west  of 
pier  No.  4,  to  afford  further  protection  during  the  run  of  ice  in  the  bpriog. 

ST.  FaAN(DI8  D'OBLiANB. 

St.  Francois  is  situated  at  the  extreme  eastren  end  of  the  Island  of  Orleans  below 
Qnebec. 

During  the  year  a  large  quantity  of  ballast  was  placed  in  the  wharf  under  con- 
stmction  at  ihis  place  and  fenders  and  ladders  were  placed  where  required  to 
strengthen  the  structure,  and  for  the  convenience  of  boats  and  vessels. 

ST.  JEAN,  IL^  D'OBLtANS, 

In  Montmorency  County,  Quebec,  on  the  Island  of  Orleans,  22  miles  below 
Quebec. 

Bepairs  were  made  to  the  roadway  and  to  the  slip  on  the  east  side  of  the  wharf. 

ST.  MICHEL, 

In  the  County  of  Bellechasse,  on  the  south  shore  of  the  St  Lawrence,  16  miles 
below  Quebec. 

Urgent  and  necessary  repairs  were  made  on  the  wharf  at  this  place. 

ST.  ZOTIQUE. 

St  ZDtique  is  in  the  County  of  Soulanges,  2|  miles  above  Cotesu  Landing  on 
the  northern  shore  of  Lake  St.  Franoia. 

The  pier  was  raised,  widened,  a  railing  constructed,  the  ice  breaker  at  the  weet 
eat  of  the  outer  blpok  re-built  from  water  line  and  sbeathed  with  elm,  and  the  ice- 
pier  carried  away  in  April,  1885,  was  re  built  and  resufik  in  its  proper  place. 
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TfMISCOUATA  BOAD. 

The  TomiBcoaata  road  extends  from  Riviere  da  Loap,  («n  bos)  to  the  boondiiy 
line  betwreen  the  Provinces  of  Qaeboo  and  New  Branswick,  a  distanoe  of  67  milee. 

During  the  fall  of  1885,  repairs  were  made  to  ihe  bridge  some  2i  miiea  from 
Bivi^re  da  lionp.  Between  the  4th  and  40th  miles,  25  ca  I  verts  were  renewed,  and 
between  the  40th  and  50th  miles,  7  culverts  were  repaired. 

Farther  repairs  to  the  bridges  and  other  btractares  on  this  road  are  required. 

TROIS  PI8T0L1S. 

Trois  Pistoles  is  143  miles  below  Qaebeo.  Daring  the  high  tide  and  gale  of 
November,  1884,  a  large  amount  of  damage  was  done  to  the  works  at  this  place,  prin- 
cipally to  the  roadway  connecting  the  wharf  with  shore — a  distance  of  1|200  feet— 
the  whole  of  which  had  to  be  rebuilt. 


ONTARIO. 

BAYTIELD. 

Baj  field,  County  of  Huron,  is  at  the  mouth  of  the  Bayfield  Biver  which  flowi 
into  Lake  Haron,  12  miles  south  of  Goderich. 

During  the  past  fiscal  year,  132  lineal  feet  of  dose-piling  has  been  driven  on  the 
face  or  inner  side  of  the  north  pier,  and  105  feet  on  the  other  side  of  the  same  pier. 
The  small  crib  at  the  west  end  of  the  pile  work  was  repaired. 

BUBLINOrON  CHANNEL. 

Burlington  Channel,  lately  known  as  Burlington  Bay  Canal,  is  a  channel  throogk 
Burlington  Beach,  connecting  Lake  Ontario  with  the  Harbour  of  Hamilton. 

The  ferry  landings  which  were  damaged  by  the  storm  of  April,  1885,  have  been 
repaired  and  pat  in  good  order,  and  new  lines  procured  for  the  ferry. 

CHANTRY  ISLAND. 

Chantry  Island  is  a  small  island  about  half  a  mile  long,  lying  one  and  three 
quarter  miles  west  south-west  from  the  moath  of  the  Sau^een  Biver.  A  lighthooae 
was  erected  on  it  in  18511. 

Some  slight  re{)airs  to  the  breakwater  were  effected. 

in  January,  1886,  a  coatract  was  let  to  Mr.  D.  Porter  to  construct  an  addition  to 
the  groyne  at  the  south  end  of  the  island,  and  for  branh  and  atone  protection  work 
on  the  eastern  side,  and  the  whole  was  completed  ia  June. 

OOBOUBO, 

On  Lake  Ontario,  96  miles  west  of  Kingston! 

A  crib,  100  feet  in  length,  was  sunk  into  position  at  the  outer  end  of  the  east 
pier,  and  allowed  to  settle  no  superstructure  being  built,  and  the  next  300  feet  shore' 
wards  which  had  settled  on  an  average  8^  feet  was  bailt  np  to  its  proper  height. 

The  dredge  '*  Ootai  io  "  operated  in  tnis  harbour  in  deepening  along  tho  wharves 
^and  the  breakwater,  and  in  opening  a  channel  through  the  centre  of  the  basin. 

OOLLINQWOOD. 

Gollingwood,  Simcoe  County,  is  on  Nottawassaga  Bay,  south  shore  of  Qeorgiio 
Bay* 

The  work  of  extending  the  eastern  breakwater  a  farther  distanoe  of  600  feet  was 
oompleted  on  30th  November,  1886. 
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While  thiB  work  was  in  progress  it  was  fonnd  neoessary,  owing  to  setUement 
whidi  had  taken  plaoe,  to  tear  down  the  portion  of  the  saperstrnotore  joining  the 
extension  above  referred  to  and  rebuild  it  to  the  proper  heignt,  so  that  the  janctioa 
between  the  two  portions  might  be  perfect. 

OODERIcn. 

Goderiehy  Hnron  Oonntji  is  at  the  month  of  the  Biver  Maitland,  whioh  emptka 
into  Lake  Hnron  on  its  eastern  side  about  6^  miles  north  of  Sarnia. 

The  dredge  *'  Challenge  "  was  engaged  daring  1885  and  1886,  in  opening  a 
channel  through  the  shoal  which  forms  periodically  off  the  entrance  to  the  harbour, 
and  in  work  in  the  harbour  proper. 

HAWKISBUBT 

In  Presoott  Oounty. 

The  *'  Queen  "  was  engaged  daring  the  summer  of  1885,  in  deepening  in  front 
ef  the  wharves  and  in  improving  the  channel  leading  therefrom  to  the  Ottawa. 

lONOABDINX, 

At  the  mouth  of  the  Biver  Penetangore,  31  miles  north  of  Ooderich,  on  Lake 
Huron* 

At  the  commencement  of  the  fiscal  year  the  dredge  '<  Challenge  "  operated  la 
this  harbour  in  removing  the  sand  which  had  aocamulaied  between  the  piers,  and  im 
deepening  ihe  inside  basin. 

KINaSTON. 

Work  was  resumed  on  the  Point  Frederick  shoal  on  1 3th  August,  1885,  and  aft 
the  doae  of  the  fiscal  year  1,648  cubic  yards  of  rock  had  been  removed. 

KINOSVILLl, 

In  South  Bssez,  is  a  port  of  entry  between  Point  Pelfo  and  the  Detroit  Biver^ 
and  is  at)ou(  25  miles  east  from  Amherstburgh« 

The  work  of  dose-piling  the  western  side  of  the  east  pier  over  a  length  of  832 
leet  and  filling  it  to  low  water  level  with  stoue  and  brush  was  completed  in  Septem- 
ber, 1886. 

lion's  head. 

Lion's  Head,  North  Bruce,  is  22  miles  north  of  Wiarton,  on  the  west  side  of 
^leorgian  Bay. 

The  addition  to  the  pier  for  which  a  contract  was  awarded  in  November,  1884^ 
was  completed  on  Tth  July,  1885. 

Buruig  the  construction  of  this  work  the  saperstructure  of  the  old  work  waa 
washed  away.  This  has  been  rebuilt  to  the  heigob  of  the  new  work.  A  talus  of  stone 
has  been  placed  on  the  seaward  side  of  the  structure  and  an  approach  to  the  pier 
built. 

LITTLB  BlAB  OBEBK. 

little  Bear  Creek  is  in  the  Counties  of  Bothwell  and  Kent,  and  empties  into  the 
Oieoal  Bcartd,  on  the  eastern  side  of  Ste:  Anne's  Island,  Lake  St.  Glair,  about  16 
miks  from  Chatham  and  7  from  Wallaceburg. 

Boring  the  year  dredging  was  continued  from  the  point  where  it  ceased  tha 
(nvions  year  up  to  the  14th  concession  road  where  a  turning  basin  was  formed  ; 
and  some  obstructions,  bends  and  shallow  plaoes  in  other  parts  of  the  oreek  wero 
lemoved. 
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LITTLE  OiraRXNT 

The  passago  between  Cloche  and  the  Great  Manitoalin  Idland^,  and  on  the  direct 
loate  to  Saalt  8te.  Marie  from  ports  ou  Georgian  Bay,  and  distant  about  140  milM 
Ikoin  Gollingwood. 

The  plant  used  in  deepening  and  widening  the  channel  at  this  place  was  plaeed 
in  a  good  state  of  repair,  and  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  a  commencement  had 
been  made  of  increasing  the  width  of  the  channel  at  its  upper  end  to  permit  Teasels 
to  enter  with  a  greater  degree  of  safety. 

MXAFOBD. 

Meaford,  in  the  County  of  Grey,  is  on  the  Georgian  B^y,  13  miles  from 
Collingwood  and  20  miles  east  of  Owen  Sound. 

Tne  work  of  dredging  the  inner  harbour  was  completed. 

OWIN  SOUND. 

Owen  Sound,  County  of  Grey,  is  situated  at  the  mouth  of  the  Biver  Sydenham 
and  \»  the  terminus  of  the  Toronto,  Grey  and  Bruce  division  of  the  Canadian  Padfio 
Bail  way. 

The  foundation  of  the  inner  lighthouse  has  been  protected  by  placing  a  quantity 
of  large  durable  stone  around  it. 

PORT  ALBIBT. 

Port  Albert  is  on  the  east  coabt  of  Lake  Huron,  and  about  9  miles  north  of 
Goderich. 

The  north  pier  received  some  necessary  repairs. 

PORT  ABTHTTR. 

Port  Arthur  is  situated  on  Thunier  Bay,  Lake  Superior. 

The  construction  of  a  leogth  of  2,000  feet  of  breakwater  to  protect  the  wharves 
at  this  place  has  been  completed  in  a  most  satisfactory  manner.      * 

PORT   ELGIN. 

Port  Elgin,  Bruce  County,  is  24  miles  north  of  Kincardine  and  4  miles  eo&th  of 
Soatbampton. 

The  work  of  conuecling  the*  break  water,  built  in  1882-83,  with  the  shore,  was 
completed  in  September,  1885. 

PORT  HOPI, 

On  the  north  shore  of  Lake  Ontario,  8  miles  west  of  Oobourg. 

The  breakwater  was  repaired,  and  a  crib,  60  feet  in  length,  which  had  been  sunk 
at  its  outer  end  the  year  before  and  had  settled  7  feet,  was  built  up. 

The  di*edge  "  Ontario  "  was  engaged  during  July,  August  and  September,  188S» 
in  the  removal  of  material  in  this  harbour. 

RIVER   KAIONISTTQUIA. 

This  river  empties  into  Thunder  Bay,  to  the  westward  of  Port  Arthur. 

During  the  summer  of  1885  the  15  feet  channel  was  extended  up  the  river  for  a 
distance  of  over  a  mile,  which  has  proved  to  be  of  much  b^iefit  to  t^e  trade  aad 
traffic  to  Fort  William. 

RIYRR    NAPANSB. 

The  Biver  Napanee  empties  into  the  Ba^  of  Quints,  below  the  town  of  Napaoeiw 
The  work  of  straightening  and  improving  the  channel  of  the  river  vas  oobp 
tinned  during  the  seaton  of  1886.

BIYEB  OTTAWA — NARROWS  ABOYA  PIMBROKl. 

The  work  of  removing  the  ohBtmotioDB  in  the  Lower  Narrows  (6  miles  above 
Fsmbroke)  was  resumed  on  7th  September  and  oontinned  nntil  the  work  was  com- 
nMed  satisfactorily  to  those  interested.  The  dredge  was  then  taken  to  Grab  Island, 
8  waits  above  Pemoroke  and  the  island  was  removed  to  one  foot  below  low  water, 
operations  ceasing  on  the  31st  October. 

Five  hnndred  and  sixty-five  onbio  yards  of  loose  and  40  of  solid  rock  were 
lemoved  during  the  period  above  named. 

BONDIAU. 

Bondeau  Harbour,  Lake  Erie,  is  140  miles  from  Port  Colbome,  the  Lake  Brie 
entrance  to  the  Welland  Oanal. 

The  onter  end  of  the  west  pier  has  been  thoroughly  repaired  and  built  up ; 
the  idanking  attended  to ;  the  breakwater  in  front  of  the  light  seeper^s  house  placed 
in  good  order  and  covered  with  3-inch  pine  plank,  and  ten  new  mooring  posts  have 
beoi  put  in  in  place  of  those  that  had  become  decayed. 

SALMON  BTVEBi  SHANNONVILLl. 

This  river  empties  into  the  Bay  of  QuintA,  43  miles  west  of  Kingston. 
A  dredge  was  engaged  in  deepening^  the  channel  through  the  teur  at  the  mouth 
of  the  river,  and  in  removing  accumulations  of  mill  reftase  at  the  wharves. 

8AULT  STl.  MABU 

On  the  Bivcr  Ste.  ICary,  and  the  shire  town  of  Algoma. 

The  work  of  dredging  the  shoal  of  sandstone  rock  lying  off  the  steamboat 
lAtat,  was  continued  during  the  season  of  1885. 

SUMMBRSTOWN. 

Summerstown,  on  the  north  shore  of  the  St.  Lawrence,  in  the  county  of  Glen- 


be  ^llipissing"  was  engaged  up  to  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  in  deepening 
the  main  channel  from  the  St.  lAWrence  to  the  wharves  at  the  village. 


THORVBUBT. 


Thombuiy,  Orey  County,  is  situate!  at  the  mouth  of  the  Beaver  Biver,  which 
Mipties  into  Oeorgian  Bay  on  its  south*west  side,  and  is  distant  14  miles  from  Colling- 
wood. 

A  dredge  which  was  sent  to  operate  at  this  harbour,  opened  a  channel  14  feet  deep 
throQgh  the  shoal  or  bar  off  the  whar^  and  deepened  the  cut  alongside  the  pier  for  a 
distance  of  300  feet,  the  whole  work  occupying  ten  days. 

TOBOMTO. 

The  Harbour  of  Toronto,  formed  by  Toronto  Island,  is  on  the  north  shore  of  Lake 
Ontario^  161  miles  firom  Kinffston. 

During  the  season  of  1886  a  quantity  of  very  large  sized  stone  was  placed  at 
shooed  points  on  the  island  breakwater.

This  river  empties  into  the  sonthern  end  of  Lake  Winnipeg,  and  in  its  usual 
fitate  is  navigable  only  to  Selkirk,  about  25  miles  below  Winnipeg,  the  St.  Andrew's 
rapids  being  impassable  daring  the  ordinary  height  of  water. 

Daring  the  sammer  of  1^6,  and  again  daring  the  spring  of  1886,  the  Depart- 
ment's dredge  was  engaged  in  again  opening  the  channel  throngh  the  shoal  in  Lake 
Winnipeg,  which  obstracts  the  entrance  into  the  river,  and  also  in  the   removal  of 
*a  <'bar"  which  blocks  the  entrance  to  a  '^sloagh"  opposite  West  Selkirk.

DREDGING. 

XBI  "ST.  LAWBIROB." 

do 

At  the  beginning  of  the  fisoal  year  this  dredge  was  operating  on  the  NaT^ 
Island  Bar,  St  John  Harbour,  in  the  removal  of  the  lower  end,  and  renudned  witil  die 
4th  Angnst,  1886,  removing  7,219  cnbio  yards  of  claj  and  gravel,  and  giving  a  depib 
of  15  feet  at  low  tides. 

The  placing  of  a  condenser  and  some  necessary  small  renairsi  were  oompMad 
on  the  5th  September,  and  on  the  7th  work  was  commencea  in  the  harbour,  off 
Adams'  Wharf,  and  continued  nntil  the  19th  October.  Much  difficulty  was  ezperieneed 
in  prosecuting  this  work,  owing  to  the  presence  of  a  large  quantity  of  old  um^  and 
timber.  The  dredging  done  was  in  gravel,  and  clay  and  amounted  to  7|513  ouhio 
yards. 

On  the  20th  work  was  resumed  on  the  Navy  Island  Bar,  and  continued  until  the 
28th,  when  a  further  quantity  of  1,713  cubic  yards  of  day  and  gravel  were  removed. 

During  the  winter  and  ensuing  spring  many  repairs  were  executed,  and  the 
dredge  thoroughly  painted.

On  the  9ih  June,  1886,  the  **  St.  Lawrence  '*  sailed  for  Halifax,  and  arrived  on 
Hie  IStb.  An  attempt  was  made  to  dredge  for  the  Imperial  authorities  off  the  <<  Gan 
IfhMrff"  Halifiuc  Harbour,  but  had  to  be  abandoned  as  the  dredge  was  not  saitable  to 
ezeeate  the  work  required.  On  the  17th  work  was  commenced  in  deepening  the 
diannel  at  the  head  of  the  North-West  Arm  to  16  feet  at  low  tide,  and  up  to  the  close 
of  the  fiscal  year  3,500  onbic  yards  of  mud,  stones  and  boulders  were  removed. 

The  total  quantity  dredged  during  the  year  was  19,945  cubic  yards,  costing 
43^  cents  i^r  yard. 

The  placing  of  a  condenser,  circulating  pump,  etc.,  in  this  dredge,  has  been  pro- 
duetive  ot  much  good  and  has  increased  its  working  power. 

Daring  the  year  the  sum  of  $59.72  was  received  from  the  sale  of  old  materials 
ftom  this  dredge,  and  the  amount  has  been  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  Hon.  the 
Beoeivw  €(eneraK 

TEX  <' CANADA." 

This  dredge  at  the  oommenoement  of  the  fiscal  year  was  operating  on  the  shoal 
off  the  entrance  to  the  harbour  of  Habou,  Inverness  County,  N.S.,  where  work  waa 
oontinned  until  14th  September,  when  16,560  cubic  yards  of  sand,  gravel,  mud,  stone 
md  hoidders  had  been  removed. 

As  provision  had  been  made  to  provide  this  dredge  with  a  new  boiler,  the  old 
ene  having  given  out,  it  was  sent  to  Halifax  and  from  thence  tQ  Yarmouth,  N.S.9 
where  the  teiler,  condenser,  etc.,  wore  being  constructed  under  contract  by  the 
BorreU,  Johnston  Oompany. 

During  the  winter  necessary  repairs  were  executed,  and  in  June  the  boiler  having 
t&m  pat  inplace  and  tested,  work  was  commenced  on  the  22nd,  in  widening  the 
channel  in  liirmouth  Harbour,  and  up  to  the  30th,  900  cubic  yards  of  blue  clay  were 
lemoved. 

The  total  quantity  dredged  during  the  year  was  17,460  cubic  yards,  at  a  cost  of 
34MrOent8  per  yard. 

The  sum  of  132.26  was  received  from  the  sale  of  condemned  stores,  and  placed 
Id  the  credit  of  the  Hon.  the  Beceiver  GeneraL 

TBB  '^  NSW  DOMXRION." 

As  Stated  in  the  last  annual  report  this  dredge  was,  at  the  close  of  the  year 
operadng  in  the*  Biver  St.  John,  KB.,  off  the  railway  wharf  at  Gibson,  opposito 
Irederioton.  Work  ^was  continued  at  that  place  until  the  26th  September,  when 
35,190  cubic  yards  ot  clay  and  gravel  had  been  removed,  and  a  channel  completed 
liaving  a  d^»th  of  13  feet  at  low  water,  summer  level,  in  the  river,  and  a  breadth  of 
SOieet. 

On  the  1st  October  work  was  commenced  in  Marble  Cove,  Indiantown,  St.  John, 
NJL,  and  continued  until  the  26th,  when  it  was  brought  to  a  conclusion,  11,450  cubic 
yaids  of  day  having  been  removed. 

On  the  27th  Hay,  1886,  the  work  of  opening  a  channel  in  Beileisle  Bay,  King's 
Ooonty,  waseommenced,  and  at  the  close  01  the  fiscal  year  15,420  cubic  yards  of  fine 
nnd  and  clay  had  been  removed. 

The  total  work  done  by  this  dredge  during  the  year  amounted  to  52,060  cubic 
yaida,  at  a  eoet  of  14^  cents  per  yard. 

The  sum  of  $131.61  received  for  work  done  in  Uarble  Gove,  and  for  condemned 
■atorialB,  was  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  Hon,  the  Beceiver  General. 

TEX  ''  CAPS  BBXTON." 

On  the  let  July,  1885,  this  dredge,  was  lying  in  Pictou  Harbour,  awaiting  the 
tmval  of  a  new  steel  boiler,  built  under  a  contract  with  Messrs.  Geo.  Fleming  &  Sons, 
o(  St  J(dhn,  N.B.,  and  in  fact  was  laid  up  during  the  whole  of  the  working  season  of 
1886. 
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Work  was  commeaced  on  the  24th  May  last,  at  GrantoD,  on  the  Middle  BiTer 
of  Pictouy  and  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  5,910  cubic  yards  of  mad  and  clay  had 
been  removed,  at  an  expecse  of  Q8^^  oests  per  yard. 

The  scows  attached  to  this  dredge  are  very  old,  and  require  to  be  replaced  by 
new  ones. 

The  sam  of  $36.60  received  from,  the  sale  of  the  old  boiler,  was  placed  to  the 
credit  of  the  Hon.  the  Beceiver  GreneraL 

THE  "  PRINCE  EDWABD." 

As  stated  in  the  report  of  last  year  this  dredge  was  engaged  in  opening  a  pasBige 
from  the  main  channel  to  the  pnblic  wharf  at  Hard's  Point,  Sammerside  Harboir, 
PJ).I.,  and  it  remained  there  antil  the  11th  Jaly,  having  completed  the  work,  and 
removed  a  farther  qaantity  of  1,850  cabic  yards  of  day. 

Work  was  commenced  at  Crapaud  on  the  17th  Jaly  and  continued  until  the  2Srd 
September.  The  work  done  consistecl  ^^  deepening  the  channel  across  the  **  bar," 
and  13,812  cabic  yards  of  sand  were  removed. 

The  plan t*  wintered  at  Charlottetown,  and  the  necessary  repairs  were  ezecutei 
On  the  10th  Jane,  1886,  work  were  commenced  in  lignish  Marboar,  Prince  Ooontj, 
and  at  the  close  of  the  year,  1,475  cabic  yards  of  clay  and  sand  had  been  removed. 

THE  *'  GEO.  MCKENZIE." 

On  the  1st  Jaly.,  1885,  this  dredge  was  on  its  way  from  Aspee  Bay  toCSietioamp, 
Inverness  County,  K.S.,  where  it  arrived  and  commenced  work  on  the  14th,  oontanoiiig 
until  the  20th  September,  in  deepening  and  widening  the  channel  opened  some  yean 
ago  at  that  place,  which  owing  to  its  exposed  position  had  become  filled  with  saad 
brought  in  by  the  sea.  At  the  time  when  the  work  was  brought  to  a  close  for  tiie 
season,  22,465  cubic  yards  of  gravel,  stone  and  sand  had  been  removed. 

The  plant  having  wintered  at  Cheticamp,  work  was  resumed  on  the  2nd  Jane 
last,  and  was  in  progress  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  when  a  further  quantity  of 
7,455  cubic  yards  of  material  had  been  removed. 

The  total  quantity  removed  by  this  dredge  daring  the  year  was  29,920  eatBC 
yards,  at  a  cost  of  SSyf^  cents  per  yard. 

THE  "  OHALLENOE." 

On  the  1st  July,  1885,  this  dredge  was  employed  at  Kincardine,  Lake  Haron,  in 
removing  sand  which  had  accumulated  between  Uie  piers,  and  also  in  deepening  the 
inside  basin.  A  depth  of  17  feet  between  the  piers  and  15  feet  in  the  basin  waft 
obtain^,  and  the  work  brought  to  completion  on  the  7th  September,  when  21,875  oabio 
yards  of  sand  and  gravel  had  been  removed.  After  the  completion  of  necessarj 
repairs  to  the  steam  tag,  work  was  commenced  and  continued  until  the  cloee  of 
navigation  at  Goderich,  in  the  removal  of  some  sunken  timber,  in  opening  a  chaDoei 
to  a  aepth  of  17  feet  through  the  shoal  in  the  lake  off  the  entrance  to  £e  harboar, 
and  in  deepening  across  the  upper  end  of  the  harbour  to  a  depth  of  11  feet ;  removing 
6,550  cabic  yards  of  fine  sand  and  gravel. 

On  the  18th  May  last  work  was  resumed  at  Groderich  in  again  deepening  the 
channel  through  the  shoal  in  Lake  Huron,  and  up  to  the  5th  June,  a  further  qaantitj 
of  2,100  cubic  yards  of  fine  sand  was  removed.  On  this  last  mentioned  date  the 
plant  left  for  bouthampton,  where  work  was  commenced  on  the  9th  and  oontinndd 
until  the  25th,  in  obtaining  a  depth  of  16  feet  along  the  northern  side  at  the  outer 
end  of  the  wharf,  and  a  depth  of  12  feet  on  the  same  side  at  the  inner  end,  and  5,205 
cubic  yards  oi  sand,  clay  and  stone  were  removed.  On  the  29th  June  dredging  was 
commenced  at  Port  Elgin,  and  during  that  day  and  the  80th,  690  cubic  yar&  clsaod 
were  removed. 

The  total  quantity  dredged  during  the  year  was  35,420  cubic  yards,  at  a  cost  o^ 
16}  cents  per  yard. 
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THE  **  NIPI88I50." 

At  the  commenoement  of  the  fiscal  year,  this  dredge  was  engaged  on  the  River 
St.  Francis,  Qnebec,  in  deepenioff  the  channel  at  the  month  to  7  leet  at  low  summer 
krel  of  the  St.  Lawrence.  Work  was  continued  i^t  this  place  nntil  the  20th  Aagust, 
when  16,820  cubic  yards  of  sand  had  been  removed. 

On  the  21st  August,  the  dredge  was  taken  up  the  Bichelieu,  where  it  was 
engaged  in  deepening  the  channel  near  the  railway  bridge  at  Beloeil,  until  the  14th 
Sq^tember,  when  it  was  moved  to  the  St  Hilaire  wharf  and  worked  there  until  the 
Said,  when  it  was  again  placed  in  the  channel  below  the  railway  bridge,  where 
obstructions  were  found  wliich  impeded  the  navigation  of  the  river.  The  work  done 
oooaisted  in  Hxe  removal  of  3,990  cubic  yards  of  hard-pan,  sand,  clay  and  stone,  and 
bookiera. 

At  St  Antoine,  Biver  Bichelieu,  this  dredge  worked  until  the  3rd  November, 
making  9  feet  of  water,  and  removing  9,600  cubic  yards  of  dav  and  boalders. 

During  the  winter,  the  plant  remained  at  Montreal,  where  extensive  repairs 
were  made,  principally  to  the  tuff  <<  Denis." 

On  the  20th  May,  1886,  work:  was  commenced  in  the  main  channel,  leading  from 
the  St  Lawrence  to  the  wharves  at  Summerstown,  Ontario,  and  was  in  progress  at 
the  dose  of  the  fiscal  year,  up  to  which  time  12,565  cubic  yards  of  hard-pan,  sand, 
day  and  mud  had  been  removed. 

The  total  quantity  of  material  removed  by  this  dredge,  during  the  year,  was 
^976  cubic  yards,  at  a  cost  of  21f  cents  per  yard. 

THE  "ONTARIO." 

On  the  1st  July,  1885,  this  dredge  was  working  in  the  harbour  of  Port  Hope, 
Ontario,  and  remained  until  the  17th  September,  having  removed  up  to  that  date 
16,500  cubic  yards  of  sand. 

Work  was  commenced  in  the  harbour  of  Cobonrg  on  the  19th  September,  which 
oonsisted  in  deepening  the  basin  inside  along  the  wharves  to  a  depth  of  16  feet,  along 
the  breakwater  to  a  depth  of  17  feet,  and  cutting  a  channel  through  the  centre  of  the 
bssin  to  a  depth  of  16  roet  On  the  24th  October,  work  was  suspended  for  the  year, 
and  the  plant  laid  up  for  the  winter,  during  which  ordinary  repairs  were  executed 
and  the  piant  put  in  order  for  farther  work,  which  began  at  Cobonrg,  on  the  18th 
Kay,  18i86,  and  was  continued  until  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year.  The  total  quantity 
of  materials  removed  amounted  to  32,940  cubic  yards. 

The  total  quantity  dredged  during  the  year  was  49,440  cubic  yards,  at  a  cost  of 
10}  cents  per  yard. 

THE  "  QUEIN  OF  CANADA." 

At  the  commencement  of  the  fiscal  year  the  *'Qaoen"  was  employed  in  deepening 
the  channel  of  the  Bividre  k  la  Graisse,  Yaudreuil  (Tounty,  Queoeo,  to  6  feet  at  low 
water,  and  remained  until  the  6th  August,  having  removed  up  to  that  date  4,095 
eaUoyarda  of  clay,  mud  and  boulders. 

Work  was  commenced  at  Hawkesbury,  Prescott  Coanty,  Ontario,  on  the  7th 
Amst,  in  deepening  in  front  of  the  wharves  at  the  village,  and  in  straightening, 
widening,  and  increasing  to  7  feet  the  depth  of  the  steamboat  channel  from  the 
Ottawa,  through  Hawkesbury  Bay,  to  the  village,  and  15,464  cubic  yards  of  gravel, 
Knd,  clay  and  boulders  were  removed. 

Between  the  29th  October  and  the  11th  November,  a  channel  was  cut  to  a  depth 
of  7  feet  through  a  gravel  bar  at  the  mouth  of  the  Salmon  Biver,  near  Montebello, 
nd  1,787  cubic  yards  of  gravel  were  removed. 

After  completion  of  ordinary  repairs  the  plant  was  sent  to  and  resumed  work  on 
the  17th  May,  1886,  in  the  Bividre  a  Is  Graisse,  and  was,  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal 
7*^^!  engaged  thereon,  having  removed  a  further  quantity  of  8,748  cubic  yards  of 
day,  thus  making  a  total  of  12,843  cable  yards  as  the  year's  work  at  this  place. 

The  total  amount  of  work  done  by  this  dredge  during  the  year  is  ^0,094  cubic 
jards,  at  a  cost  of  19  cents  per  yard. 
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THE  "  ST.  LOUIS.  * 

On  the  let  JoIy/lSSS,  this  dredge  was  engaged  in  deepening  the  feeder  from  the 
8t.  Lawrence,  near  Yalleyfield,  Qaebec,  to  the  fiiver  St.  Louis,  and  remained  tliere 
until  the  31st  October,  when  it  was  laid  np  for  the  winter,  having  made  a  depth  of 
*ii  feet  in  the  cut,  and  excavated  23,430  oobic  yards  of  clay. 

As  changes  had  to  be  made  in  the  machinery  to  permit  the  ose  of  chains  instead 
of  wire  rope,  which  was  found  to  be  both  expensive  and  unsatisfactory,  arrangemsnts 
were  made  to  have  them  executed,  and  they  were  not  completed  at  the  close  of  the 
fiscalyear. 

The  total  amount  of  work  done  during  the  year  was  23,430  cubic  ywrdB,  at  a 
cost  of  11^  cents  per  yard. 

THE  "  wnnnpEG."    • 

During  the  season  of  1885  this  dredge  completed  a  channel  through  the  shoal  in 
Ijake  Winnipeg,  off  the  mouth  of  the  Bed  Biver,  and  also  the  removal  of  obstmotioas 
in  the  "West  Imnch. 

During  November  last  a  <<bar  "  which  blocked  to  a  certain  extent  the  entxaaoe 
to  the  east  slough— so  called— opposite  West  Selkirk,  was  removed,  thus  perniittiDg 
the  entrance  of  vessels. 

Between  the  opening  of  navigation  and  the  30th  of  June,  1886,  the  dredge  was 
again  placed  to  widen  the  out  through  the  shoal  in  Lake  Winnipeg. 

The  total  amount  of  material  removed  during  the  year  was  30,600  oubio  Tazds.

Between  the  1st  July  and  the  30th  November,  1885,  the  dredges  were  employed 
m  deepening  the  outer  or  tidal  portion  of  the  area  enclosed  by  the  embankment,  and 
in  preparing  the  foundation  for  the  remaining  oiibs  of  the  croa^-wall,  which  have 
been  put  in  place,  and  a  commencement  made  on  the  masonrv ;  and  I  may  here  state, 
that  nearly  the  whole  of  the  masonry  work  of  the  entrance  has,  at  the  date  of  this 
report,  been  completed,  and  the  space  between  the  walls  nearly  filled  with  sand. 

The  works  in  connection  with  the  coffer-dam  at  the  entrance  are  under  way. 

Daring  the  winter,  the  work  under  construction  did  not  receive  any  damage, 
owiog  to'tbe  means  taken  by  the  contractors  to  prevent  such  occurring. 

oBAvma  DOCK,  Liyis. 

On  the  30th  June  last,  the  body  of  the  dock  had  been  completed,  leaving  only 
^  work  of  connecting  the  wing- walls  to  be  done  to  finish  the  masonry. 
The  en^ne  house,  boilers  and  pumping  machinery  had  been  put  in  place. 
The  caisson  was  finished  and  floated  into  its  berth,  the  temporary  works 
obitracting  the  entrance  having  been  removed,  and  the  channel  outside  dredged  to 
the  reqniiid  depth.

SiB, — I  have  the  honour  to  transmit  to  you  for  the  information  of  the  Minister 
of  Public  Works  my  report  on  the  works  uoder  my  superintendence  for  the  fiscal 
year  ended  30th  June  last. 

The  breaking  up  of  the  ice  this  year  has  again  been  the  cause  of  serious  damages, 
eanying  away  three  piers  and  injuring  a  number  of  others.  The  estimates  of  those 
damages  have  been  submitted  to  you. 

The  quantity  of  logs  made  this  year  is  more  considerable  than  that  of  last  year, 
and  the  drive  has  been  done  with  facility.  There  was  no  loss  of  wood  worth  men- 
tbning. 

The  amount  expended  for  the  maintenance  is  $18,094.02  against  $16,739.63  for 
last  year,  making  an  increase  of  $l,354.3i^  on  account  of  extra  expenditure  made  to 
prevent  more  damages  and  in  order  to  fix  the  booms  on  time.  If  this  had  not  been  done 
a  large  quantity  of  logs  which  whera  placed  this  year  within  a  short  distan  e  of  the 
stations  would  have  l^n  lost  on  account  of  the  high  water. 

The  different  amounts  granted  for  repairs  aggregated  $11,000  and  the  expend- 
iture  was  $10,431.41.    The  following  is  a  statement  of  the  work  done  : —

Sir, — ^I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  following  report  on  the  works  under  my 
Au)^  on  the  Ottawa  Biver  and  tributaries  for  the  fiscfd  year  ended  30th  June  last. 
The  main  timber  drives  of  1885  were,  for  the  most  part,  succe8sfully*haDdled,and 
tslyasmall  percentage  of  the  products  of  the  forests,  in  being  floated  down  the 
Ottawa  and  its  affluent  streams,  was  detained  at  the  low  water  season  to  swell  the 
Inres  of  the  current  year. 

During  the  autumn  moetltt,  after  fhe  bulk  of  the  timber  had  passed  the  various 
ilatioDS,  the  slide  and  dam  foundations,  being  more  accessible  at  that  time  than  at 
ttyother  period  of  the  year,  were  thoroughly  examined,  and  such  repairs  as  were 
iMmd  to  be  necessary  were  executed. 

The  repair  work  done  after  the  season  of  navigation  and  during  the  winter 
tto&ths  may  be  described  as  follows  :— 

On  the  main  Ottawa  Biver  at  the  Bocher  Capitaine  Siation  the  slide  was  replanked, 
tte  dde  piers  patched  and  certain  obstructions  and  rocky  projections  blasted,  with 
fte  view  oi  obtaining  a  safer  passage  for  the  cribs,  the  running  of  which  at  this 
I^Me  is  beset  with  so  many  difficulties. 

At  Joachim  Station  the  side  and  bottom  timbers  of  the  slide  were  overhauled  and 
ivptired,  new  heavy  sills  having  been  placed  alongside  the  old  ones,  and  planking , 
M  to  replace  that  woi  n  out 

At  Calumet  Station  the  aprons  wore  repaired  by  having  oak  plank  planted  on 
^fingers ;  the  stop-log  recesses  were  secured  with  oak;  new  heavy  sills  at  places  were 
bid  in  the  slide  bottom ;  stop-logs  where  worn  out  renewed^  and  flooring  plank  in 
bog  Blide  stripped  and  relaid  with  oak. 

At  Mountain  Station  the  pier  on  the  outside  of  the  flat  dam  was  partly  re-sheeted, 
ttie  second  guide  boom  pier  above  the  slide  was  repaired  and  oak  po6ts  planted  and 
^  side  piers  of  the  slide  were  repaired  and  strengthened,  and  additional  stone-filling 
•wd  where  required. 
ll-8i 
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At  Portage  du  Fort  Station  the  slide  and  boom  plankiDg  were  partially  rapkaii 
and  defects  made  good.  -  ^ 

At  the  Chats  Station  new  courses  of  timber  were  placed  on  pier  at  the  beadofi 
canal,  and  the  stone-filling  made  ap  where  deficient  ]  oak  spindles  were  provided  tm  \ 
the  booms,  maple  stop-logs  for  the  bulkhead  and  the  posts ;  scantlings,  railings, stsfi 
and  flooring  oi  the  bulkhead  were  generally  renewed ;  elm  planking  was  profidal 
'  for  the  bottom  of  the  slide  ;  the  adjusting  gate  at  the  head  of  slide  lepaired,  til 
portions  ef  the  stone-filling  removed  and  replaced. 

At  Bull  or  North  Chaudiire  Station  the  timbers  and  planking  of  the  slide  wbM 
decayed  were  removed  and  new  pieces  substituted ;  the  stiff  guide  boom  timbM 
having  partially  separated,  they  were  bolted  together  and  the  roadway  bridge  aecM. 
the  slide  had  its  planking  repaired. 

At  the  Ottatoa  or  South  bhaudiere  Station  the  slides,  bulkbeads,  boom  piera  &A 
bottom  planking  were  repaired ;  the  booms  and  side  piers  strengthened  and  Hi 
apron  timbers  and  fastenings  adjusted  ;  while  the  general  store  and  tool  house  vtt 
mudi  enlarged  and  improved,  and  made  suitable  for  the  storage  and  safe-keeping  v 
plant  and  supplies  usea  in  connection  with  the  works.  At  the  city  of  Ottawa  the 
union  Suspension  Bridge,  between  Ottawa  and  Hull,  was  repainted;  the  roadv^i 
planking  renewed,  and  the  approaches  cleaned  and  covered  with  a  heavy  layer  of 
macadamiaing  stone.  The  Dufferin  and  Sappers'  Bridges  over  the  Bidean  Canal  hii 
their  roadway  and  sidewalk  planking  repaired,  and  the  flooring  plank  of  the  iNt 
bridge  over  the  Ghaudidre  Slide,  where  there  is  a  constant  and  heavy  traffic,  had  H 
be  renewed ;  certain  stay  braces,  rods  and  bolts  of  this  bridge  had  also  to  be  repaini 

At  the  Carillon  Station  where  the  slide,  booms  and  piers  were  very  muck 
damaged  hj  liie  shoving  of  the  ice  in  the  spring  of  1885,  preparations  were  mad^ 
after  receiving  the  neceesary  authority,  to  procure  during  tne  summer  and  aatois 
months,  as  much  as  possible  of  the  materials  required  for  the  repairs  of  the  wcik 
They  consisted  principally  of  square  and  sided  timber,  plank,  stone  for  filling  piB#. 
and  iron  screw  bolts  and  spikes.  The  first  part  of  the  work  done  embraced  the  i» 
provement  of  the  regulating  apron  at  the  slide  bulkhead  and  the  fitting  up  of  thi 
boat  house  and  storehouse  which  were  used  as  workshops.  Later  in  the  season  tfat 
tops  were  removed  from  the  wrecked  piers,  and  during  the  winter  months  28  piM 
were  re* topped  and  stone-filled;  some  of  the  work  of  which  had  to  be  done  under tli 
water  line.  A  guard  pier  180  feet  long,  having  a  width  at  the  base  of  40  feet^drawi 
into  16  feet  on  top,  stone-filled  and  faced  with  elm,  was  built  as  a  protection  tote 
boom  sections  which  are  to  be  laid  up  at  the  dose  of  the  season  and  moored  below  Hj 
2,110  lineal  feet  of  built  boom,  3  feet  wide  by  2  feet  3  inches  deep,  cross-pLanked  M 
bolted,  had  to  be  built  to  replace  the  sections  carried  away  by  the  ice;  1,740  lioeil 
feet  of  the  old  boom  had  to  be  repaired  and  refitted,  and  improved  mooring  appll* 
ances  in  the  shape  of  spindles,  pulleys  and  wioch  attached  to  the  piers  to  bring  tbs 
booms  under  control  in  the  strong  and  variable  side  cnirents  which  prevail  at  the 
elide  entrance.  During  the  months  of  January  and  February  last,  sudden  tbawB. 
raised  the  Ottawa  Biver  at  Carillon  to  such  an  extent  that  the  booms  which  watt 
being  constructed  on  the  river  bank  were  unexpectedly  covered  with  packed  ice,  aod 
had  to  be  dug  out  when  the  water  receded.  Considerable  difficulty  was  also 
experienced  in  reaching  the  lower  piers  for  the  purpose  of  filling  them  with  stooa 
last,  winter,  as  the  freshets  had  loosened  and  carried  off  the  solid  ice  that  had  formal 
early  in  the  season  in  the  swift  current  near  the  slide  entrance,  but  by  cutting  sbeett 
of  ioe  and  letting  them  down  from  about  a  mile  above,  and  placing  brush  wit^ 
water  to  freeze  on  the  weak  spots,  access  for  loaded  teams  was  had  to  the  pierB  tod 
the  stone-filling  ultimately  accomplished.  The  whole  of  the  repair  work  was  far 
enough  advanced  at  this  station  to  admit  of  the  passage  of  the  cribs  of  timber 
through  the  guide  booms  and  slide  this  spring  on  the  arrival  of  the  first  rafts,  after  ft 
was  possible  to  stretch  the  booms. and  get  them  into  position. 

At  the  Sault  au  Recollect  Station  the  piers,  which  had  been  shattered  by  the  ioa 
moving  out  in  the  spring  of  1885,  wore  patched  to  admit  of  their  supporting  the 
guide  booms  on  the  opening  of  navigation  this  season  (1886).

0»  t?ie  Dumoine  Biver  the  slide  at  Higtt  Falls  had  its  bottom  and  side  planking 
Myabed  and  strengthened,  and  its  side  piers  levelled  up. 

I  Oil  the  Peiewawa  Biver  the  works  on  the  npper  reaches,  consisting  of  dams  and 
rik  piers,  were  stanched  and  repaired ;  while  at  the  mouth  of  the  stream  the  piers 
mfiporting  the  booms  were  strengthened;  ^e  station  house  at  the  first  chute 
npaired;  the  third  chute  slide  and  dams  strengthened  by  having  now  timbers 
iMerted  where  there  were  symptoms  of  decay. 

(M  the  Black  Biver  the  High  Falls  slide  had  its  bottom  and  side  planking  largely 
inewed  by  the  placing  of  heavy  hard  maple  planking  at  such  places  as  the  friction 
«r  the  timber  and  saw  logs  at  the  steep  grades  of  Uiis  elide  bad  worn  the  bottom 
kiBbffsand  planks;  the  side  piers  at  the  head  of  the  slide  had  several  courses  of 
iMayed  white  pine  timber  removed  and  new  ones  substituted ;  new  stop  logn  were 
|nvided;  the  boom  support  piers  were  re*iopped  with  pine  timber  and  stone-filling 
mA  the  chain  fastenings  overhauled. 

Om  the  Madawaska  Biver  the  Chain  Aapids  slide  had  its  bulkhead  piers  and  dams 
npured. 

Oh  the  Oati$ieau  Biver  the  division  booms  in  the  lake  or  pond  were  extended 
Bid  improved;  stone-filling  was  completed  at  the  bridge  protection  pierd ;  boom 
fidcets  and  caps  were  provided,  and  the  boom  sorting  gaps  were  re-arranged  and 
aademore  suitable  for  the  purposes  of  the  lumbermen.  The  boom  piers  above  the 
ailway  bridge  were  also  strengthened  and  repaired. 

The  woNc  done  under  the  head  of  reconstruction  embraced  the  following  :^ 
At  High  Falhy  on  the  CouUmge  Biver^  Ac  work  of  taking  down  and  removing  the 
jKde  saperatmcttti^  levelling  the  foundation  cribwork,  blasting  the  side  cliffs  for 
hiUer  grades  and  alignment,  and  the  renewal  and  reconstruction  of  the  long  singlo- 
ittek  slide,  was  proceeded  with,  and  the  whole  was  on  the  eve  of  completion  and 
leady  lor  the  business  of  the  spring  of  1886,  when  an  accident  happened  through 
ke  shoves  and  the  breaking  of  the  booms  hereinafter  referred  to. 

On  the  Madatoaska  Biver^  at  Chain  Bapidi,  the  entrance  and  outlet  of  the  slide 
were  reconstructed  on  an  improved  principle  for  the  running  of  logs  and  timber,  and 
"fte  slide  has  fiince  fully  met  the  requirements  of  the  lumbermen. 

Ai  Lang  Bapids,  an  the  Madawoeka^  the  main  dam  for  maintaining  a  head  of  water 
tad  diverting  timber,  &c.,  from  the  shoals,  was  verv  much  wrecked  and  had  to  be 
nboilt.  This  work  was  satisfactorily  accomplished,  and  has  had  quite  a  beneficial 
Acton  the  timber  drives  of  this  important  tributary. 

The  work  performed  under  the  head  of  construction  was  all  on  the  main  stream, 
tad  included  the  erection  of  a  pier  at  the  Chats  Bapids  for  the  snubbing  of  rafts  of 
a^vire  timber,  preparatory  to  their  being  taken  through  the  Chats  slide  in  cribs. 
The  dredging  of  the  greater  portion  of  a  sandbar  in  the  back  channel  of  the 
Ottawa  JBiver  leading  to  the  village  of  Portage  du  Fort  for  the  improvement  of 
•leamboat  navigation. 

The  construction  of  two  mooring  floats  or  buoys  at  the  head  works  or  above  the 
•ntrance  to  the  system  of  booms  leading  to  the  Carillon  slide.  This  work  was 
udertaken  with  the  view  of  snubbing  or  checking  the  run  of  raft  bands  of  timber 
tad  enabling  the  pilots  to  control  the  cribs  in  their  passage  to  the  Carillon  slide 
through  the  swift  currents  and  side  drafts  of  the  main  Carillon  dam,  where  a  large 
bid  of  water  has  to  be  maintained  in  connection  with  the  new  canal  at  this  place. 
On  the  reach  of  the  Ottawa  Biver,  immediately  above  Lake  T^miscamingue, 
kvmD  as  the  Quicze  Bapids,  certain  rocky  projections,  forminc^  dangerous  obstruc- 
tions to  the  running  of  timber,  were  blasted  off.  This  work,  when  all  completed  and 
taken  in  connection  with  further  necessary  improvements  on  the  same  reach  of  the 
rifer,  will  have  the  effect  of  opening  up  a  comparatively  safe  channel  from  a  section 
€(  himber  country,  which  is  in  future  to  be  one  of  the  main  fields  from  which  the 
Ismbermen  will  draw  their  supplies  for  years  to  come,  as  the  virgin  limits  of  the 
^Vptt  Ottawa  territory,  and  the  country  having  streams  tribotaty  t3  Lake  Timis* 
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caminge  will  find  an  ontlet  ihroogh  the  improved  channel,  and  as  marketable  timber 
becomea  scarce  on  the  lower  limits  that  have  made  the  Ottawa  district  &moiiB  fi>t 
its  timber  sapplics  in  times  past,  it  is  only  fair  to  snppose  that  the  efforts  of  the 
lambermen  to  meet  the  reqairements  of  the  trade  will  find  scope  in  this  new  and 
oomparatively  undeveloped  country  where  timber  abounds. 

Last  winter,  the  waters  of  the  Ottawa,  during  January  and  Febmmry  wen 
abnormally  high  and  it  was  with  much  difficulty  that  Uie  works  of  repairs  oould  thai 
be  prosecuted.  Later  on,  however,  a  more  favourable  pitch  was  experienced  and  tki 
winter  repairs  progressed  as  usual,  with  the  exception  of  certain  works  of  repairs  d 
dams  and  slides  on  the  Dnmoine,  Petewawa  and  Madawaska  Bivers,  the  foandatiooi 
of  wh>ch  were  not  accessible  and  the  work  had  to  be  postponed,  but  will  be  carriai 
out  the  first  favourable  opportunity.  The  breaking  up  of  the  streams  last  spring  wai 
attended  with  disastrous  results  on  the  Goulon^  Biver,  more  especially  as  mm  i 
continuous  thaw  for  eight  days  prior  to  the  17th  of  April,  solid  masses  of  ice  wwc 
carried  down  the  stream  and  in  a  great  measure  swept  the  booms,  piers  and  daoi 
firom  the  head  of  the  Coulonge  Chute,  carrying  along  with  them  bodies  of  sqnan 
timber  and  sawlogs  that  after  passing  the  Hii^h  Falls  battered  the  foundations  of  tki 
slide  at  an  elbow  of  the  gorge  and  rendered  the  slide  for  almost  all  its  length  onavaS 
able  for  this  season*s  business.  Had  the  timber  and  logs  which  were  embedded  ii 
tiiie  ice  been  properly  protected  by  the  lumbermen  bv  being  laid  up  on  roUwayi 
beyond  the  reach  of  the  spring  floods,  it  is  more  than  prooable  that  the  damage  to 
the  slide  foundations  would  have  been  far  less  serious.  Steps  were  at  onoe  takca 
however  to  construct  a  short  tempHOrary  slide  to  avoid  the  main  chute,  and  a  oofr 
siderable  portion  of  the  logs  and  timber  passed  through  it.  Bepair  works  will  b« 
nndertaken  when  the  water  is  sufficiently  low  and^the  whole  improvements  may  bi 
expected  to  be  in  working  order  and  ready  for  the  business  of  the  next  spring  on  tb 
Coulonge  Biver. 

At  the  Black  Biver  Station  the  water  rose  suddenly  and  to  a  great  hei^^ht^  abod 
the  middle  of  April,  and  on  the  l*Jih  of  that  month  the  glance  boom  at  the  head  d 
the  slide  broke ;  chains  and  other  necessary  materials  were  procured  to  repair  Hm 
break  with  as  little  delay  as  possible,  and  such  progress  had  been  made  as  to  enabk 
the  officers  in  charge  of  the  work  to  have  the  shde  and  booms  ready  for  the  passa^ 
of  timber  by  the  afternoon  of  the  20th ;  but  on  account  of  the  ^reat  risk  and  dargor 
attending  driving  operations  at  such  a  pitch  of  water,  the  timber  and  logs  did  not 
move  freely  until  some  days  afterwards.  After  the  spring  had  fairly  set  in,  tho 
timber  on  the  tributaries  commenced  its  descent  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  know,  that 
with  the  exceptions  above  noted,  the  dams,  slides  and  booms  on  die  Ottawa  and 
tributaries,  under  the  control  of  your  Department,  were  operated  without  mishap 
and  the  prospects  are  that  the  bulk  of  the  timber  and  logs  will  safely  arrive  at  theu 
destination  without  farther  trouble. 

I  have  been  furnished  by  the  Collector  of  Slide  Dues  with  information  showiag 
the  number  of  pieces  of  timber  and  saw  logs  that  passed  through  the  Ctovemmeol 
elides  and  works  on  the  Ottawa  Biver  and  its  tributaries  under  my  diarge  daring  the 
year  ended  30th  June,  1886,  to  have  been : —

Sir, — ^I  haye  the  honour  to  submit  the  annual  report  on  the  works  under  my 
ditrge,  in  connection  with  the  Department  of  Public  Works  for  the  fiscal  year  ended 
dOth  June,  1886. 

On  account  of  the  early  opening  of  spring  and  the  extraordinary  high  water, 
the  bulk  of  the  timber  has  reached  its  destination  much  earlier  than  usual.  The 
spring  opened  and  the  water  reached  its  heiffht  some  three  weeks  earlier  than 
orainarily.  The  quantity  of  timber  brought  down  this  season  was  greater  than 
QsnaL  The  level  of  the  water  was  higher  than  it  has  been  for  some  years,  but  it  passed 
eff  doing  little  or  no  more  damage  than  usual,  except  at  Bobcavgeon,  where  the  ice 
in  Sturgeon  Lake  coming  down  ''  en  masse  "  broke  many  of  the  braces  and  otherwise 
injured  the  dam.  If  it  hra  not  been  for  the  peers  placed  at  the  entrance  of  "  Big  Bob  '* 
ehiumel  last  year  breaking  up  the  ice  it  would  undoubtedly  have  taken  part  of  the 
dam  away. 

The  repairs  executed  §it  the  different  stations  during  the  year  were  as  follows  :— 

TXNXLON  TALLS. 

Two  new  stop  logs  were  supplied,  and  slight  repairs  done  to  the  hoisting  gearing 
of  the  sUde. 

BOBOATQBON. 

The  construction  of  the  boom  and  piers  at  the  mouth  of  *<  Big  Bob  *'  channel 
w«re  finished.  The  booms  which  were  broken  by  the  ice  this  spring  were  repaired 
aid  placed  in  position.  The  breach  that  was  made  in  the  dam  last  spring  was 
repaired.  The  dam  was  well  gravelled.  The  dam  being  old,  it  requires  to  be  ann«- 
^y  gravelled,  to  prevent  leakage. 
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BUOSHOBN. 

Permament  brackets,  working  on  heavy  hinges,  were  placed  on  the  oap  of  tke 
daxxki  These  brackets,  nine  in  number,  are  30  inches  high,  4  inches  thick,  and  M 
feet  long,  and  when  np  rest  against  stops  placed  on  the  bents  of  the  bridge,  and  are 
held  in  the  centre  by  chains  fastened  to  the  upstream  timbers  of  the  dam.  These 
were  found  to  work  admirably  this  sprint,  and  they  obviated  the  danger  that  was 
formerly  experienced  in  putting  on  orackets  at  the  proper  time  during  high  waUt^« 
in  order  to  retain  as  much  of  it  as  possible  for  future  use  during  the  dry  seasoa. 
Two  stick  guide  booms  were  constructed  and  placed  in  position  above  the  slkLe.  The 
-dam  was  well  gravelled.    The  works  at  this  station  are  now  in  good  order. 

young's  P0T!IT. 

Glance  booms  were  constructed  and  placed  in  position,  in  order  to  separate  the 
navigation  firom  the  log  channeL 

KATOHSWANNOl  LAKl. 

The  line  of  boom  separating  the  navigation  firom  the  timber  channel  was 
extended  from  Young's  Point  through  this  lake  to  Hoodie's  Island,  a  distance  of 
13,000  feet.  The  boom  is  held  in  position  mostlv  by  stone  anchors,  which  are 
found  to  work  well  This  boom  has  been  a  great  benefit  to  navigation  and  to  the 
public  in  general.  The  cut  at  Henderson's  not  being  completed  last  fall,  owing  to 
the  frost  stopping  operations,  some  difficulty  was  experienced  in  running  the  timbar 
through  this  cut.  rart  of  the  navigation  channel  was  therefore  boomed  off  for  this 
purpose  till  the  cut  is  completed. 

PETXBBOBO'. 

The  retaining  boom  in  the  lake  was  badly  damaged  by  the  ice,  also  one  of  the 
piers.  These  were  repaired.  The  deposit  of  sawdust  at  the  wharf  is  a  great  annoy- 
ance ta  navigation, 

whitlaw'b  bapids. 

An  expenditure  was  made  for  the  removal  of  sawdust  from  the  navigatkm 
channel.  A  new  waste  weir  was  built  to  allow  the  surplus  water  in  the  ^P^ngto 
escape  more  freely.  The  benefit  of  this  was  greatly  felt  during  the  high  water,  xbe 
guide  booms  to  the  slide  were  damaged  by  the  ice.    New  ones  are  req^uired. 

OTONABXX  BIYXB. 

The  river  is  fast  filling  with  sawdust.  Immense  deposits  are  forming  all  along 
the  river.  The  deposits  of  mill  refuse  at  the  mouth  of  the  river  are  so  great  thtt 
the  steamboat  owners  have  written  me,  stating  that  unless  the  brackets  are  kept  oi 
the  dam  at  Hastings,  they  cannot  run  their  boats. 

HASTINGS. 

Two  new  stop  logs  were  .put  in  the  slide,  and  the  apron  repaired* 

HKILT  rALLS« 

The  apron  of  the  slide  was  taken  out  while  one  of  the  drives  was  passiiy. 
There  is  an  appropriation  this  year  to  repair  the  slide  and  also  the  cribwork  below. 

MIDDLX  FALLS. 

New  stop  log  windlasses  were  put  on  the  slide.  A  glanoe,  consisting  of  three 
sticks,  rock-bolted  to  the  bottom,  was  placed  opposite  the  gap  below  the  slide,  to  jt^ 
vent  the  logs  from  drifting  over  the  shoal. 
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PXBdT  BOOM. 

One  of  the  piers  v^as  taken  oat  by  the  ice»  The  boom  will  be  held  in  position 
in  fatore  by  heavy  stone  anohors.    The  boom  reqnires  overhauling. 

ohisholm's. 

The  slnices  of  the  dam  which  were  in  a  very  nnsafe  condition,  were  overhauled. 
The  old  timber  slide,  which  was  62  feet  wide,  was  divided  into  two  by  placing  a  9-^ 
foot  pier  in  the  centre.  The  appropriation  that  was  made  for  the  construction  of 
two  piers  for  the  boom  was  taken  lor  this  purpose.  A  glance  boom  to  the  slide  was 
ooDfftructed  and  placed  in  position,  being  held  in  place  by  stone  anchors. 

SOUOOO  BIYXB.  ' 

The  channel  of  the  river  was  cleaned  out  and  the  bottom  of  an  old  vessel  wa& 
removed  from  the  navigation  channel.

^aded  on  the  30th  Jane  last,  together  with  a  taoalar  statement  thereof. 

BUILDINaS. 

B.  C.  Penitentiary. 

Yarioos  alterations  and  additions  and  repairs  have  been  made  to  this  boilding 
DUBoant  to  aathority  conveyed  to  me  by  the  Chief  Architect  in  a  letter  dated  2^th 
bccember,  1885|  and  a  contract  has  been  entered  into  with  Messrs.-  Smith  k 
^mer,  for  bailding  a  dam  and  laying  pipe  for  an  improved  water  service,  aathority 
tor  the  ezpenditare  of  17,600,  on  which  work,  inclading  the  parohaoe  of  piping  and 
fittiogs  and  land  for  a  site  for  the  dam  and  pipe  track  was  conveyed  to  me  by  Tetter 
irom  the  Chief  Engineer,  dated  22Qd  Janaary,  1886.  The  total  expenditare  on  these 
works  amoanted,  on  the  30th  June  last,  to  $8,438.81,  bat  the  final  payments  on 
aocoQDt  of  the  works  aathorized,  indnding  $3,000  on  fencing,  will  not  be  completed 
UDtii  the  30th  Aagast,  instant." 

In  accordance  with  instructions  received  from  the  Chief  Architect,  tenders  were 
invited  for  the  erection  and  completion  of  three  pairs  of  semi-detached  hoases  for 
gnards'  dwellings,  to  be  built  in  the  penitentiary  reserve.  The  tender  dF  Messrs. 
tiooallar  &  Co.,  of  New  Westminster,  for  $1 1,374,  being  the  lowest,  was  accepted  and  a 
contract  made  with  them  by  the  Department. 

*  The  contractors  on  the  30th  J  ane  had  made  fair  progress  and  will  doabtless 
complete  the  work  within  the  stipulated  time,  viz.,  15th  September  next. 

Under  aathority  by  letter  dated  20th  March  last  from  the  Chief  Architect,  half 
an  tjdtt  of  land  has  been  purchased  at  a  cost  of  $600  from  the  Soman  Catholic  Charch 
to  be  used  as  a  burial  ground  for  convicts. 

Immigration  Shed. 

A  contract  for  this  building  was  entered  into  by  Mr.  McLennan  in  September 
Ittt,  and  the  work  was  shortly  after  commenced  on  the  Songhis  Indian  Beserre 
pnrsaant  to  directions  by  telegram  from  the  Dapartment  of  Agriculture,  but  was 
discontinued  in  accordance  with  instractions  by  telegram  from  the  Secretary  of 
the  Public  Works  Department,  dated  24th  December,  1885,  subsequent  to  which  date 
a  settlement  with  the  dbntractor  has  been  effected  on  the  terms  authorized  by  letter 
trom  the  Secretary  of  the  Department,  dated  17ih  March,  1836. 

Quarantine  Station. 

A  contract  was  entered  into  with  Mr.  William  Beckett  to  erect  and  complete 
certain  works  at  the  Quarantine  Station,  Albert  Head,  authorized  by  letter  from  the 
Chief  Architect,  No.  55,853,  of  18th  December,  1885,  comprising  sheds,  offices,  staUes, 
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feooiD^,  fillinsr  ftronnd  bnilding,  drainB,  brick  water  tank,  iron  piping,  landing  eUeO' 
&c^  for  the  sam  of  $1,374;  and  the  work  has  been  satisfactorUy  completed.  l£o- 
total  expenditure  during  the  past  fiscal  year  on  works  authorized  at  this  station  up- 
to  the  30th  Jane  last,  includiog  the  above  mentioned  sum,  hydraulic  ram  to  supply 
water  to  tank  from  spring,  aochor  and  chain  for  mooring,  &c.,  amounts  to  $2,614.^ 
There  are  other  payments  to  be  made  on  accoant  of  works  authonzed,  such  as  laying 
moorings,  sinking  ringbolts  in  rocks  for  ships  to  make  fast  to,  cost  of  making  high- 
way from  public  road  to  hospital,  all  of  which  will  be  completed  before  the  15th 
August  instant 

Bepairs^  Furniture^  Heating^  Lighting — Dominion  PubUc  Buildings. 

YariouB  necessary  repairs,  additions  and  alterations  to  the  post  office  and  custooL 
house  buildings  at  Yictoria,  New  Westminster  and  Nanaimo  have  been  effected, 
fuel  supplied  to  the  different  department?,  aod  gas  supplied  to  the  post  office  build- 
ing, Victoria,  pursuant  to  special  directions  and  authorizations  conveyed  to  me  from 
time  to  time  by  the  Chief  Architect. 

The  total  expenditure  on  this  account  has  been  $2,758.22. 

HABBOUBB  AND  RIVERS. 

Bemoval  of  Dredger  Bock,  Victoria  Sarbour. 

Upon  authority  conveyed  to  me  by  telegram,  dated  28th  October,  1886  and  con- 
firmed by  letter,  dated  Slst  October  from  tho  Secretary  of  the  Department,  a  oontrtet 
ftr  the  removal  of  this  rock  was  entered  into  with  Mr.  Charles  Hayward  for  the  som 
of  $14,973,  the  work  to  be  completed  Ist  of  Juoe  last  The  contractor,  however, 
fidled  to  complete  the  work  within  the  stipulated  time,  with  reference  to  which  I 
liave  fully  reported  to  you  by  letter  dated  8th  June,  and  to  the  Chief  Engineer  by 
letter  dated  12th  June  last. 

Cowichan  Biver. 

A  further  expenditure  of  $600  on  improvements  in  this  river  was  made  last 
autumn  under  Mr.  W.  Duncan  as  superintendent,  as  directed  by  you  through  the 
Chief  Engineer  by  letter  to  me,  dated  2  Ist  July,  1885. 

Nicomekle  Biver. 

Pursuant  to  authority  conveyed  to  me  by  letter  from  the  Chief  Engineer,  dated 
28th  October,  1885,  to  expend  $600  of  the  appropriation  for  the  improvement  of  this 
river  in  excavating  a  ditch  and  $200  in  purchasing  right  of  way  for  the  same,  a 
contract  has  been  entered  into  with  Messrs.  Buck  &  Brewster  for  the  excavation  of 
the  required  ditch  for  the  sum  of  $690,  to  be  completed  on  the  15th  August  instant; 
and  Mei^ers.  Drake,  Jackson  &  Helmeken,  agents  of  the  Department  of  Justiee,  hare 
been  requested  to  obtain  conveyance  of  the  right  of  way,  the  parchase  of  which  has 
been  fully  arranged  for. 

DRSDOINQ  AND   DBEDOX  YISSELS. 

Bepairs  and  Snag  Boat. 

Dred^n^  operations  were  carried  on  daring  tho  past  ycftir  at  the  upper  end  of 
Yictoria  Harbour  up  to  the  9th  March  last,  when,  in  accord ance  with  the  instnie- 
tions  by  telegram,  dated  26th  February  last  from  the  Chief  Engineer,  the  dredge 
was  oidered  to  Ladner's  Landiog  for  the  purpose  of  improving  the  channel  of  the 
Fraser  Biver  opposite  that  point. 

Oo  the  31st  of  May  the  appropriation  was  almost  expended,  and  in  pursu&ooe 
with  instructions  by  telegram  from  ^the  Chief  Eogioeer,  dated  22Dd  May  last,  th^ 
vessels  were  laid  up  at  Ladner's  Landing  and  the  crew  discharged. 
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I  enoloeo  a  tabolar  statement  showing  the  amoant  of  dredging  done  daring  the 
■Ml  jmr  and  the  oost  per  onbic  yard — scow  measureoient— of  drMging  and  remo7- 
ng  toe  dredged  material. 

Setreral  necessary  repairs  to  the  dredge  vessels  have  been  effected  during  the 
put  year  amounting  to  an  aggregate  expenditure  of  $2,476.64; 

The  snag  boat  was  employed  from  the  9lh  July  to  the  20th  November,  1885,  in 
nmowing  snags  from  the  Nicomekle  and  Frasor  Bivers,  assisting  in  the  survey  ol  the 
Mud  heads  at  the  mouth  of  the  Fraser,  and  in  replacing  the  buoys  at  the  entracee  to 
the  Fraser  Siver,  which  latter  work  was  performed  at  the  request  and  at  the  expense 
cf  the  Department  of  Marine  and  Fisheries  and  under  the  immediate  direction  of  the 
agent  of  that  Department  in  British  Columbia.  At  the  date  last  mentionedf  the 
appropriation  being  nearly  exhausted,  the  boat  was  laid  up  and  the  crew  discharged. 
^UDoe  then,  however,  the  *'  Samson  "  has  twice  been  employed  for  and  at  the  expense 
ef  the  Department  of  Marine  and  Fisheries  in  painting  and  replacing  the  Fraser 
IKfttr  buoys.

\mX  autumn  to  make  surveys  of  these  localities,  and  his  reports  thereon,  with  plane 
thowiDg  the  results  of  his  surveys,  were  forwarded  by  me  with  covering  letter  to  the 
Chief  Engineer  on  the  3rd  April  last

The  land  lines  and  cables  between  Bay  St  Paul  and  Ghicoutimi — ^92  miles— 
and  between  Murray  Bay  and  Moisie  River — 269  miles  land  line,  39  miles  oaUes— 
have  been  maintained  with  little  interruption  since  the  rebuilding  in  Ootoboor,  1885, 
of  the  line  on  Manicouagan  (14  miles),  which  had  been  destroyed  by  storm  in  the 
previous  year.

The  land  line  between  Qu  Appelle  and  BdmontoUi  vid  Battleford,  with  braaeh 
lines  to  Prince  Albert  and  St.  Albert — 629  miles— have  been  much  interrupted  by 
prairie  fires  consuming  poles  already  rotten  and  unstable.  One  fire  destroys 
40  miles  of  poles.  The  construction  of  a  new  line  from  Battleford  to  Edmonton,  vtf 
Fort  Pitt,  is  now  being  proceeded  with,  to  replace  the  present  unreliable  means  of 
communication. 

For  the  Battlefi>rd-Fort  Pitt  section — 90  miles— of  this  new  line,  wrought  iroB 
tubular  polesy  invented  by  myself,  have  been  adopted,  instead  of  wood« 
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The  land  I'me  betvoen  Moose  Jaw  and  Wood  Moantain — 90j^  miles^has  been 
miintained  in  good  order.  The  line  was  not  operated  daring  the  winter  months* 
owing  to  the  withdrawal  of  the  police  from  Wood  Moantain  post.  It  was  re-opened 
on  the  iBt  of  May,  1886. 

The  land  line  between  Danmore  and  Fort  McLeod — 136  miles — has  been  leased 
to  the  North-West  Coal  and  Navigation  Company,  who  maintain  it  and  pay  to  the 
Government  5  per  cent,  interest  apon  cost  oi  its  constrnction. 

BRITISH  COLUMBIA. 

The  land  lines  and  cables  between  Victoria  and  Barkerville,  with  branch  lines 
and  cables  to  Kamloops,  Ladner's  Landing  and  Port  Moody — 678  miles  land  lines 
and  24  miles  cables— have  been  maintained  in  operation,  and  the  line  to  JDon^eness^ 
W.  T. — 2^  miles  land  line,  17  miles  cable  *is  now  in  working  order.  This  con- 
oection  was  interrnpted  by  a  break  in  the  cable  off  Clover  Point,  from  2nd  Deoem- 
<r,  1885,  till  19th  Jane,  1886.

SiMABKS  respecting  dredged  channel  between  Quebec  and  Montreal,  and  the  drtof^i 
of  water  through  the  Canals  on  the  main  line  of  the  St.  Lawrence  Navigation. 

Dredosd  Channel  between  Quebec  and  Monteeal. 

The  deepening  of  the  ship-channel  between  Montreal  and  Qnebec  to  25  feel  at 
low  water,  was  completed  in  1882.  By  the  Act  46  Yic,  chap.  38,  asrented  to  on  ^tk 
May,  1883,  authority  was  given  to  raise  the  sum  of  S900,000  to  continue  the  dredKing 
to  a  depth  of  27^  feet.  Dredging  was  cocnmenced  by  the  Montreal  Harbour  und- 
missioners  on  the  18th  Jane,  1883,  and  has  been  vigourously  carried  on  up  to  the  pre- 
sent time,  except  for  the  necessary  interruption  daring  winter.  A  description  of  the 
work  will  be  found  in  Appendix  No.  28*  The  width  of  the  dredged  portions  of  the 
<)hannel  varies  from  350  to  450  feet. 

Canals— BiYER  St*  Lawrence  Boute 

When  the  enlargement  of  the  canals  was  decided  upon  in  1871,  the  scale  of  u^' 
gation  of  the  St.  Lawrence  route  was  throughout  fixed  at  an  available  depth  of  tweWe 
ftev  of  water.    This  was  authorized  to  be  carried  out  in  1873. 

^  In  1875,  strong  representations  were  made  of  the  desirability  of  deepening  the 
various  channels  for  the  passage  of  vessels  drawing  fourteen  feet  of  water* 
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IhiB  was  assented  to  by  the  GovernmeDt,  and  orders  were  accordlogly  given  to 
place  the  fonDdatioDS  of  all  permanent  straotnresi  on  those  parts  of  the  works  not 
then  under  oontraot,  at  a  depth  corresponding  to  14  feet  of  water  on  the  mitre-sills  of 
tbe  locks. 

The  orders  thus  given,  applied  to  all  the  principal  works  on  the  main  line  of 
navigation  between  l^e  Brie  and  the  Oity  of  Montreal. 

The  locks  on  the  enlarged  canals  throughout,  are  to  be  275  feet  long  between 
the  gates,  45  feet  in  width,  and,  when  completed,  are  to  have  a  depth  of  14  feet  of 
water  on  the  sills. 

This  will  enable  vessels  of  almost  any  ordinary  bnild  to  pass,  carrying  folly  one 
thousand  tons  burden ;  bat  as  the  tendency  seems  to  be  towards  increasing  the 
breadth  of  beam  and  sectional  area  of  freight  vessels,  it  is  probable  that  the  canals 
will  ere  long  be  navigated  by  a  class  of  vessels  capable  of  carrying  fally  1,500  tons. 

Per  preceding  and  farther  details,  $ee  pages  4  and  5,  Keport  of  John  Page,  Chief 
Boj^neer  of  Canals,  dated  16th  Febraary,  1880,  pablished  the  same  year. 

When  navigation  is  opened  in  }887,  the  deepening  of  the  Welland  Canal  will  be 
oompleted,  to  a  depth  of  14  feet,  fW>m  Allanbarg  downward,  the  whole  width  of  about 
120  fiset,  and  on  the  summit  level,  westward  to  only  half  width,  say  60  feet;  the 
deepening  throughout^  to  the  full  width,  is  to  be  completed,  Ist  November,  1887. 

Saut-Stx-Harii  Canal. 

According  to  a  telegram.  No.  33,238,  dated  5th  April,  1883,  from  Major  Farqu- 
har,  Engineer  in  charge  of  this  work,  the  maximum  lift  of  the  new  lock  of  the 
enlarged  canal  is  18-6  feet,  and  the  minimum  lift  16  8  feet.

This  canal  was  projected  in  1866,  with  a  view  to  obtaining  a  straight  channel 
across  St.  Clair  Flats,  13  feet  deep,  300  feet  wide,  and  provided  on  each  side  with  a 
dike  7,300  feet  long.  The  dikes  to  consist  of  timber  cribs  resting  upon  pilep  driven 
into  the  original  bottom  of  the  shoal,  and  filled  with  materials  dredged  from  the 
channel  between  them,  each  dike  being  protected  on  both  sides  by  sheet -piling.  The 
work  was  completed,  according  to  this  project,  in  1871. 

The  project  was  modified  in  1873,  so  as  to  farther  improve  the  mid-channel  to  a 
depth  of  16  leet,  and  width  of  200  feet.    This  modification  was  completed  in  1874 

No.  10.— ST.  MABT'S  PALLS  SHIP  CANAL. 

This  canal,  which  overcomes  the  rapids  in  the  St.  Mary  Bivor,  connecting  the 
waters  of  Lakes  Huron  and  Superior,  is  sitaated  in  the  State  of  Michigan,  and  wm 
first  projected  in  1837.  The  canal  was  not,  however,  commenced  until  4th  June, 
1853,  and  the  first  boat  passed  through  the  old  canal  on  18th  June,  1855.  Cost  of 
old  canal  to  14th  May,  1885,  S999,802.46.  In  1870,  the  enlargement  of  the  canal  was 
commenced,  and  it  was  opened  to  navigation  on  1st  September,  1881,  but  not  com* 

?leted  until  1882,  up  to  which  time  the  cost  of  the  enlargement  had  been  $2,405,000. 
?ho  upper  reach  of  the  enlarged  canal  is  5,500  feet  long;  least  width  108  faet; 
width  at  upper  entrance,  500  feet  The  new  lock  of  the  enlarged  canal  is  515  feet 
long  between  gates,  80  feet  wide  in  chamber,  60  feet  wide  at  the  gates,  with  16  feet 
depth  of  water  on  sills  during  mean  low  water;  total  lift  varies  from  16f  to  18  feet 
The  two  old  locks  at  the  foot  of  the  canal  are  each  350  feet  long,  70  feet  wide  at  lop, 
61  feet  wide  at  bottom  of  chamber,  70  feet  wide  between  gates,  with  12  feet  depth  of 
water  on  sills.

The  statistics  for  1886  were  not  prepared  at  the  time  of  publishing  this  report, 
bat  enough  was  known  to  show  that  the  freight  tonnage  would  aggregate  about 
4,500,000  tons. 

By  the  United  States  Biver  and  Harbour  Act  of  5th  August,  1886,  the  sum  of 
1250,000  was  appropriated  for  '*  Improving  Saint  Mary's  Biver,  Michigan;  continuing 
improvement  by  a  new  lock  and  approaches."  Under  this  Act,  the  project  approved 
by  the  War  Department  has  in  view  the  construction  of  a  single  lock  of  18  feet  lift, 
800  feet  long  between  hollow  quoins,  100  feet  wide  (with  gates  of  the  same  width), 
and  having  21  feet  of  water  on  the  mitre  sills,  to  occupy  the  site  of  the  two  locks 
niit  in  the  original  construction  of  the  canal  (1855).

Bouchette,  in  his  Topographical  Dictionary,  represents  the  depth  of  the  lake  as 
Iff  240  feet  at  6entre. 

In  1884  Mr.  Joseph  Eosa,  the  Engineer  in  charge  of  the  Saguenay  District 
Works,  having  been  instructed  to  ascertain  the  depth  of  the  lake  towards  its  centre, 
states,  in  a  letter  addressed  to  the  Deputy  Minister  of  Public  Works,  under  date  18th 
Jane,  1884,  that  the  greatest  depth  he  found  is  225  feet ;  and  that  the  mean  depth  is 
from  72  to  90  feet  in  the  deepest  part  of  the  lake. 

In  spring,  the  waters  of  the  lake  rise  firom  15  to  34  feet  above  its  winter  level,  in 
the  course  of  15  days. 

In  autumn,  they  rise  3  to  4  feet,  suddenly,  during  high  winds,  but  only  for 
periods  of  short  duration. 

The  spring  floods  retard  the  cultivation  of  considerable  tracts  of  land  around  the 
lake,  and  have  been  the  subject  of  great  complaint. 

In  a  letter,  No.  10,666,  of  2dth  December,  1880,  from  his  LordshipD.  Bacine, 
%hop  of  Chicoutimi,  to  Sir  Hector  L.  Langevin,  Minister  of  Public  Works,  it  is 
stated  that  the  outflow  from  the  lake  is  much  diminished  by  the  Government  slide 
and  dams  at  the  head  of  the  Petite  Ddoharge,  wherefore  he  requests  the  Government 
to  improve  the  other  outlet,  called  the  Grande  D^harge. 

This  request  was  assented  to,  and  the  improvement  is  being  proceeded  with, 

Hydrographic  Survey, 

A  hydrographic  survey  of  Lake  St.  John  was  commenced,  by  order  of  the  Minister 
of  Public  Works,  towards  the  beginning  of  July,  1883,  in  connection  with  its  proposed 
im]Hrovement  for  purposes  of  navigaUon.  It  was  discontinued  before  winter,  owing 
to  the  want  of  funds.

loe  begins  to  form  in  November,  and  the  lake  is  afterwards  frozen  over  so  that 
it  can  be  travelled  upon  with  safely,  with  heavy  loads,  after  the  10th  of  December. 

Ice  begins  to  disappear  along  the  borders  of  the  lake  towards  the  middle  of 
April. 

The  whole  of  the  lake  is  f^ee  from  ice  towards  the  12th  of  May. 

Bedofjjake. 

The  bed  of  the  lake,  according  to  Sir  William  Logan  and  Mr.  Bichardson,  one  of 
Us  assistants,  consists  of  limestone,  which  crops  out  on  the  western  shore.

Three  powerful  Clyde  built  steamships,  lighted  by  electricity,  the  *'  Algoma,"  "  Alberta  "  and 
"  Athabaska,' '  were  placed  on  the  route  from  Owen  Sound,  Lake  Huron,  through  the  SautrSte-Sfaritt 
Canal,  to  Port  Arthur,  Lake  Superior,  by  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  in  1881. 

One  of  these  steamships,  the  **  Algoma.''  a  propeller  of  about  l,i6S  net  tons,  was  destroyed  on 
7ih  November,  1885,  during  a  snow  storm  and  ga!e,  on  Lake  Superior,  when  on  her  voyage  from  Owaa 
Sound,  Lake  Hnroo,  to  Port  Arthur,  Lake  Superior.  She  stranded  on  the  south  shore  of  Ile-Roval 
through  an  error  in  judgment,  it  appears.  Thirty  of  the  crew  and  eight  passengers  were  lost ;  twelve 
of  the  crew  and  two  pasiengfrs  were  saved.  The  trim  of  the  vessel  is  given  as  7  ft.  2  in.  forward  and 
13  fu  4  in.  ait,  when  the  aooident  occurred.  The  steamship  was  valael  at  $125,000,  exoluaivo  of  the 
^rgo^  $17,000.

The  navigation  between  the  month  of  Bed  Biver  and  Fort  Edmonton  u  pn^ 
formed  by  three  steamers  of  the  Hudson  Bay  Company,  one  of  whioh  plys  beiweet 
Bed  Biver  and  Grand  Falls,  near  Lake  Winnipeg.  These  falls  are  impassable  for 
Tessels.  Here  the  company  has  built  a  tramway,  about  four  miles  in  length,  to  over- 
oome  the  falls,  whioh  involves  the  transhipment  of  passengers  and  freight. 

A  seoond  steamer  runs  from  the  head  of  the  falls  to  Carlton  House,  ssj  400 
xniles. 

A  third  steamer  completes  the  journey,  thence  to  Fort  Edmonton,  410  miles. 

The  entire  journey  of  1,073  miles  is  said  to  occupy  about  a  fortnight. 

The  depth  available  during  low  water  is  said  to  be  from  3  to  4  feet  or  less.

Wist,  Published  in  1882. 

Port  Nelson  ia  about  eighty  miles  nearer  to  Liverpool,  vid  Hadson  Straits,  than 
18  New  York.  It  is  at  the  mouth  of  a  river  ef  the  first  class,  carrying  a  body  of 
water  doable  that  of  the  north  and  south  branches  of  the  Saskatchewan  combined, 
and  it  reaches  the  sea  through  a  narrow  depression  in  the  Laarentidep,  having  a 
descent  of  about  20  inches  in  a  mile,  or,  in  round  numbers,  700  feet  in  a  little  more 
than  400  statute  miles  from  the  ppot  where  it  debouches  from  Lake  Winnipeg. 

Port  Nelson,  moreover,  is  about  the  same  distance  from  the  edge  of  a  vast  fertile 
region  in  the  North- West,  exceeding  200,000,000  of  acres  in  area,  as  Quebec  is  from 
Toronto. 

For  more  than  200  years,  from  two  to  five  sailing  vessels  on  an  average,  fre- 
quently with  war  ships  convoying  them,  have  sailed  annually  from  Europe  and 
America  to  Port  Nelson,  or  other  ports  in  Hudson  Bay,  and  returned  with  cargoes 
the  same  season  vid  the  only  available  rente,  Hudson  Straits. 

For  details  respecting  the  navigation  of  Hudson  Bay,  see  Appendix  No.  8,  pagoa 
S90  to  392,  General  Beport,  1867  to  1882. 

For  notes  respecting  the  Arctic  regions  and  Hudson  Bay  route,  see  pages  398  to 
405  of  the  same  report. 

In  1884, 1886  and  1886,  a  vessel  has  been  sent  by  the  Federal  Government  oat 
to  Hudson  Bay,  to  ascertain  the  duration  of  the  season  of  navigation  thereoui  and  the 
iMilities  of  access  and  efrress  for  vessels  frequenting  the  same. 

Lieut  Andrew  &  Gordon,  B.  N.,  commander  of  the  expedition,  states,  in  his 
report  of  1886,  ref>pecting  the  voyages  accomplished  in  1884  and  1886 :— 

1.  That  in  his  oninion  the  temperature  in  the  Straits  is  such  as  to  prevent  navi* 
gallon  therein  from  November  to  April  inclusively. 
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S.  That  it  nuy  reasonably  bo  taken  for  granted,  that,  daring  ordinary  years,  the- 
106  IB  not  snffloiently  broken  for  the  passage  of  merchant  vessels  before  the  Ist  of 
Jttly. 

3.  That  if  a  vessel  can  foroe  its  way  through  in  Jaly,  it  will  run  no  serioos  risk, 
b«t  will  be  delayed  more  or  less  daring  various  years. 

Her  Majesty's  screw  steamship  ^  Alert,"  of  about  700  tons,  with  surface-oon» 
iMBer  engines  of  60  nominal  horse  power  and  a  speed  of  about  8^  knots,  per  hoor^ 
dunng  calm  weather,  or  an  average  speed  of  6  knots,  with  from  4  to  6  tons  of  coal^ 
per  day«  was  used  during  the  expeidiUons  of  1885  and  1886.  When  in  the  ice  packa^ 
only  one  boiler  was  used,  and  the  vessel  consumed  only  2  tons  of  coal,  per  day,  th» 
speed  being  4  knots. 

The  33rd  of  June  was  the  time  fixed  for  the  departure  of  the  ''Alert"  firom 
Halifax  for  the  last  expedition,  the  report  on  which  will  be  submitted  during  th» 
next  Session  of  the  Federal  Parliament,  1887.

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Bo.  14.— DEFINITION  OF  GBOGRAPHICAIi  OR  NAUTICAL  AND  STATUTE 

MILES. 

A  lumtioal  mile,  or  a  sea  mile,  is  the  length  of  one  minute  of  longitude  of  the 
earth  at  the  eqnator,  at  the  level  of  the  sea,  or  the  aiioo  P^^  ^^  ^^®  earth's  equato- 
rial oiroumference.  By  the  United  States  standard,  and  as  used  by  the  Coast  Survey, 
its  length  is  1152664  common  statute  or  land  milev't ;  1855*11  metres ;  2028-69  yards ; 
or  6086*07  feet ;  consequently,  one  degree  of  longitude  at  the  equator=69 160  land 
wlee ;  and  a  land  mile=0'86755  of  a  nautical  mile.  By  British  Standard  the  sea 
Biile  is  about  4  inches  longer  than  by  United  States.  Sometimes  one  minute  of  mean 
hiitude  is  taken  as  a  nautical  mile.  A  minute  of  latitude,  at  the  equator  is  about 
6,046  feet ;  and  at  the  Poles  about  6,107 ;  the  mean  of  which  is  6,076^  feet. 


Lengths  of  a  degree  of  longitude'in  different  latitudes,  and  at  the  level  of  the  sea. 

These  lengths  are  in  common  land  or  statute  miles  of  5,280  feet  Since  the 
figure  of  the  earth  has  never  been  precisely  ascertained,  these  are  but  close  approzi- 
mationa.

MAIL  ROAD^QUEBEO  TO  LAKB  ST.  JOHN. 

Messrs.  Blaiklock  and  Daberger,  ProviDoial  Land  Sarveyors,  first  examined  thi 
ocmntry  between  Qaebeo  and  Like  St.  John  in  184743,  for  a  road,  but  did  not  find 
a  practical  route  throaghont 

In  1863  Hessrs.  Valine  and  Pioard  located  and  opened,  at  their  own  expense,  the 
first  five  miles  of  the  road  from  Stoneham. 

In  1864,  with  the  aid  of  other  citizens  from  Qaebeo,  they  continued  to  locate  and 
open  it  as  far  as  Lake  Jacques-Cartier,  for  a  total  distance  of  about  thirty  miles. 

Mr.  Jean  Gagnon  afterwards,  at  the  request  of  the  Eeverend  6.  Tremblay,  cnrata 
of  Beauport,  located  the  remainder  of  the  lino  towards  St-J^r5me,  on  the  east  side  of 
Lake  St.  John,  and  stated  that  the  aggregate  length  of  the  hills  between  Lake 
Jaoques-Cartier  and  I^ike  St  John  did  not  exceed  three  and  a-half  miles. 

in  1877  the  Local  Government  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  undertook  the  coa- 
Btmotion  of  the  road,  which  is  about  24  feet  in  width. 

The  depth  of  snow  in  winter  varies  from  3  to  3^  feet. 

RAILWAY— QUXBIO  TO  LAKB  ST.  JOHN. 

A  railway  is  now  in  progress  of  construction  since  1879,  from  Qaebeo  to  Lake 
8t  John,  running  south  to  Lake  St.  Joseph,  from  the  crossing  of  the  JRiver  Jacques- 
Oartier  direct  to  St.  Baymond,  thence  vid  Biver  Batiscan  and  Lake  Edward  to  the 
Township  of  Boberval,  near  the  Biver  Ouiatchouan,  at  Lake  St.  John,  through  a 
oonsiderable  extent  of  good  agricultural  and  finely  timbered  country,  and  with  prao- 
tieahln  flrrades. 
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Tfae  Bammit  isterveDiDg  between  the  St.  Lawrence  and  Lake  St.  John  is  1,348^ 
iw^  and  Ib  at  123  miles  from  Quebec. 

The  Bummit  oan  bo  snrmoanted  by  grades  varying  from  20  to  80  feet  per  mile 
for  moat  of  the  distance,  and  from  80  to  132  on  the  remainder,  say  for  25  miles. 

Baillairg^,  Citjr 
BogiDeer  of  Qaebeo,  the  quantity  of  work  done  and  remaining  to  be  done  on  this

TRANSFER  OF  THE  NORTH  BHOEB  RAILWAY- QITXBBO  TO  MONTREAL. 

The  Eastern  Section  of  the  North  Shore  Bail  way,  between  Qaebee  and  Montreal, 
wag  tran^ferred  by  the  North  Shore  Railway  Company,  or  Syndicate,  to  the  Grand 
Tmnk  Railway  Company,  for  the  parpose  of  being  operated  by  the  latter,  according 
to  an  agreement  dated  :27th  Febraary,  188J ;  it  was  afterwards  placed  nnder  their 
control  and  in  their  possession  by  a  sabseqaent  agreement  dated  20th  April,  1883. 

The  Orand  Trunk  Railway  Company  transferred  their  rights  on  the  aforesaid 
railway  to  the  Federal  Grovemment,  on  the  19th  September,  1885,  under  the  author- 
ity of  an  Order  in  Council,  according  to  the  2nd  and  3rd  sections  of  the  Act  48  Vic, 
chap.  68,  of  1885. 

The  Federal  Government  transferred  the  same  railway  to  the  Canadian  Pacific 
Bailway  Company,  on  the  same  day,  19th  September,  1885,  under  another  Order  in 
CoQDcil,  in  accordance  with  the  provisionn  of  the  3rd  section  of  the  above  cited  Act, 
whioh. grants  a  subsidy,  with  the  subsidies  theretofore  granted,  amounting  to 
11,500,000,  as  an  aitt  towards  procuring  free  access,  by  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway 
Company,  to  the  Harbour  of  Quebec. 

in  pursuance  of  their  agreement  with  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  Company,  the 
Federal  Government  are  to  pay  them,  out  of  the  above  sum,  under  certain  conditions, 
the  Hum  of  S525,000.  They  are  also  to  pay  them  the  value  of  all  fuel  purchased  by 
the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  Company  expressly  for  the  use  of  the  North  Shore  Kail* 
way,  for  the  autumn  and  winter  of  1885  86.    'Xhey  are  moreover  to  assume  or  cause 
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the  parties  responsible  tberelor,  to  assome  the  liabilitiee  of  the  North  Shore  Bailway* 
Company,  with  respect  to  the  following  claims : — 

For  the  Palais  Harbonr  property  at  Qaebec $45,000 

For  land  at  Qaebec,  due  to  £ol>ert  H.  McGreevy 15,000 

For  land  in  Uochelaga.  due  to  H.  Bobert,  and  payable  in 

1888 22,600 

The  Federal  Government,  according  to  their  agreement  with  the  Canadian 
Pacific  Bailway  Company,  are  to  apply  the  interest  on  the  snm  of  9970,000  out  of 
the  $1,500,000,  at  the  rate  of  foar  per  cent,  per  annum,  in  whole  or  in  part,  as  may 
be  reqaired,  towards  the  payment  of  the  interest  on  the  first  mortgage  bonds  of  the 
K<Hrih  Shore  Sailway  Company,  inolading  those  held  by  the  Government  of  Qoebeo^ 
as  collateral  security  for  the  balance  of  the  price  of  the  said  railway;  the  payment 
of  BQch  interest,  by  the  Federal  Government,  to  be  made  only  in  the  event  of  the  net 
receipts  of  the  operation  of  the  railway,  after  pi^ng  the  operating  expenses  thereof, 
proving  insufficient  to  meet  the  interetst ;  but  ^en  the  net  receipts  of  the  said  rail^ 
way  shall  be  sufficient  to  pay  the  intercbt  on  the  said  bonds,  the  Canadian  Paciflo 
Bailway  Company  shall  cease  to  have  any  further  claim  or  demand  upon  the  Federal 
Government,  in  respect  to  the  abote  $970,000. 

Act  49  Yic,  chap.  9,  2nd  Jane,  1886,  provides  for  the  payment  and  settlement 
of  the  full  amount  doe,  with  interest,  of  the  loans  and  advances  heretofore  authorized 
to  be  mfide  to  the  company  by  the  Government,  amounting  in  all  to  the  sum  oT 
$29,880,912,  of  which  $19,150,700  to  be  paid  in  two  equal  instalments,  the  first  on 
1st  May  and  the  second  on  1st  July,  1886,  both  with  interest  upon  payment  thereof. 
The  land  grant  to  the  company  shall  be  reduced  by  such  number*  of  acres  as  shall  be 
sufficient,  computing  the  value  thereof  at  $1.50  per  aorCi  to  extinguish  the  balance  of 
the  loan  of  $2^,880,^12  mentioned  in  the  Act  48-49  Yic,  chap.  57,  that  is  to  say,  the 
company  will  return  to  the  Government  land  suffieient  to  cover  the  balance  of 
«29,8b0,912.

Dear  Sir, — In  compliance  with  the  request  of  the  Secretary  of  PubHc  Worl^i^  I 
be^  to  submit  the  following  report  upon  the  work  of  deepening  the  ship  channel  of 
the  St  Lawrence  between  Montreal  and  Quebec,  during  the  Government  fiscal  year 
ended  dOth  June,  1886. 

The  work  in  hand  is  the  deepening  of  the  ship  channel  to  27}  feet  at  low  water 
inBtead  of  25  feet,  the  present  depth.  The  breadth  of  the  deepened  channel  19  hamg 
made  tiie  same  as  at  present,  that  is  300  feet  in  the  straight  parts,  with  enlargements 
to  about  450  feet  at  bends  and  other  places  where  more  room  is  needed. 

At  the  opening  of  the  fiyscal  year  work  was  being  carried  on  at  varionB  parte 
between  Cap  Charles  and  Montreal,  with  the  Harbour  Commissioners  fleet  of  dredgoB 
and  tenderp,  and  operations  were  continued  throughout  the  year,  with  exceptLoQ  of 
the  necessary  suspension  during  the  winter. 
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The  ohief  detailB  of  the  work  aooompliBhed  during  the  fiscal  year,  and  the 
of  that  part  done  np  to  the  close  of  navigation  1886,  are  as  follows: — 

OAP  OHASLXB,

SoLf — I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  statements  of  expenditure  which 
shonld  have  appeared  In  Appendix  No.  27  of  the  Beportof  the  Minister  of  Pnblio 
Wcvks  for  the  year  eaded  the  30th  Jane  last,  bat  which  coald  not  be  prepared 
snfBoiently  early  to  permit  of  their  pablication  at  the  same  time. 

These  tables  having  now  to  be  pablished  as  a  **  Supplement,^*  I  trost  I  may  be 
allowed  to  profit  by  this  circamstance  to  submit  to  you  a  statement  in  detail  of  the 
expenditure  on  Public  Works  of  the  Dominion  from  the  Ist  of  Jaly,  18€7  (the  date 
of  Confederation)  to  the  30th  Jane,  1886. 

Appendix  No.  1  of  the  "  General  Report  on  PuUic  Works  "  from  1867  to  1882, 
contained  two  abetracts  of  the  expenditore  ap  to  the  latter  date.  In  the  first  appeared 
that  for  the  ten  years  following  the  date  of  Confederation  (np  to  30th  Jane,  1877), 
and  in  the  second,  that  for  the  fifteen  years  ended  the  30th  Jane,  1882. 

The  same  order  has  been  adopted  in  the  tables  now  submitted.  You  will  find 
therein :  an  abstract  of  the  expenditure  up  to  the  30th  June,  1877,  another  up  to  the 
SOth  June,  1882— details  of  which  were  published  in  the  Beport  from  1867  to  1882— 
and  a  third  up  to  the  30th  June,  1886 ;  the  whole  covering  a  period  of  nineteen  years. 

For  fuller  information,  however,  I  have  thought  it  advisable  to  precede  these 
abstracts  by  statements  showing  the  expenditure  incarred  each  year  for  each  Piromnce 
of  the  Dominion. 

In  order  to  simplify  and  facilitate  the  consultaticn  of  these  statements,  I  have 
divided  them  into  two  parts,  the  first  comprising  the  expenditure  for  *'  Consteuotiok 
and  Ihpbovimxnts,"  the  second  that  for  ''Maintbnanos  and  Bipaibs,"  in  such 
manner  that  a  reference  to  the  abstracts  in  question  will  show  at  a  glance  the 
amount  expended  under  each  of  these  headings  for  the  periods  covert  by  such 
abstracts  respectively. 

As  a  complement  to  the  above  mentioned  statements,  you  will  find  a  table 
showing  separately  the  amounts  expended  under  '*  Capital "  and  under  ^<  Oen$oUdated 
ISmdJ*  The  same  information  is  given  in  a  table,  which  follows,  for  each  Province 
of  the  Dominion.
